‘Introduction 


The Canadian Transport Commis- 

sion was created in 1967 under the 

_ provisions of the National Trans- 
portation Act. 


Its objective is to promote the co-or- 
dination and harmonization of all 
operations by carriers engaged in 
transport under federal jurisdiction 
through effective economic regula- 
tion, research and participation in 
policy development and in respect 
of rail, to foster optimum develop- 

_ ment of safety regulations consist- 
ent with the public interest. 


The CTC is a court of record and its 
decisions are binding, but subject 
to appeal to the Federal Court on 
questions of law or jurisdiction 
and, in other cases, to its own Re- 
view Committee, the Transport 
Minister or the Governor in Coun- 
cil. 


It consists of amaximum of 17 
commissioners including a presi- 
dent, a vice-president responsible 
for law and the superintendence of 
the work of the committees and a 
vice-president charged with the su- 
perintendence of the programs of 
study and research. All are ap- 
pointed by the Governor in Coun- 
cil. 


The powers and duties of the Com- 
mission are assigned on the basis of 
committees and branches. There 
are seven committees, five of which 
regulate each of the different trans- 
port modes — air, rail, water, motor 
vehicle and commodity pipeline. 
One committee deals with review 
and appeals, while the other is con- 
cerned with international transport 
policy matters. The branches spe- 
cialize in traffic and tariffs and re- 
search. 


In accordance with an earlier Cabi- 
net Decision, the Western Division 
was established in May to enable 
the Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion to have a more visible pres- 
ence in Western Canada and pro- 
vide more direct access and 
develop easier and more effective 
communication with the total 
Western Community. 


@ The Railway Transport Commit- 
tee has jurisdiction over rail trans- 
port to which the Railway Act ap- 
plies. Its scope includes railway 
construction, location, abandon- 
ment, tariffs and safety. 


@ The Air Transport Committee is 
responsible for administering the 
Aeronautics Act, which applies to 
any person who operates a com- 
mercial air service in Canada. It 
regulates licencing, air carrier clas- 
sification, commercial air carriers, 
traffic tolls and tariffs. 


@ The Water Transport Committee 
has jurisdiction over water trans- 
port as prescribed in the Transport 
Act, which applies to all transport 
of goods and passengers by ship 
from one Canadian port or place to 
another within selected geographi- 
cal areas. 


@ The Motor Vehicle Transport 
Committee administers motor 
transport provisions of the 
National Transportation Act that 
are presently in force and has other 
administrative responsibilities un- 
der the Atlantic Region Freight As- 
sistance Act and the Lord’s Day 
Act: 


@ The Commodity Pipeline Trans- 
port Committee, under Part II of the 
National Transportation Act has 
jurisdictional responsibility over 
the construction and operation of 
commodity pipelines, which either 
connect or extend beyond provin- 
cial boundaries.

e@ The International Transport Pol- 
icy Committee has jurisdiction un- 
der the National Transportation 
Act to deal with the economic and 
legal aspects of any form of trans- 
port at the intergovernmental, na- 
tional and international level. 


@ The Review Committee, under 
the National Transportation Act, 
has the power, upon application, to 
review, rescind, change, alter or 
vary any Commission order or deci- 
sion. 


@ The research component of the 
Commission carries out studies re- 
lating to all modes of transport and 
is charged with substantial respon- 
sibilities for research ‘‘necessary to 
achieve the objectives” as outlined 
in Sections three and 22 of the 
National Transportation Act. 


e@ Traffic and Tariffs receives for 
filing all tariffs of rail, water and 
motor vehicle carriers falling under 
the legislative authority of Parlia- 
ment; services the modal commit- 
tees (except Air) on all matters con- 
nected with traffic and tariffs; 
administers the Atlantic Region 
Subsidy Program; and is responsi- 
ble for research and analysis in traf- 
fic matters. 


During the past year, the various 
committees of the Commission 
held a total of 97 public hearings 
involving 203 days of sittings, is- 
sued 1,929 decisions and 5,400 or- 
ders relating to a great variety of 
transportation matters and con- 
cerns.

Provisions for the establishment of 
the Western Division of the Cana- 
dian Transport Commission were 
made on May 16, 1979 following a 
Cabinet decision and a Government 
policy announcement of having a 
visible Commission presence in the 
West. In effect, the Western Divi- 
3ion brings the Commission closer 
-o Western Canada as it provides 
Western Canadians with a direct 
access to the Commission and facil- 
tates communication with com- 
nunities, the grain industry and 
other Western users of transporta- 
ion, air carriers, and other inter- 
2sted persons and groups submit- 
ing applications or complaints to 
he Commission. Through its inter- 
dretation of the role and function of 
he CTC, it further encourages and 
enables a more effective public par- 
icipation and awareness. The 
Nestern Division headquarters is 
ocated in Saskatoon, Saskatchew- 
in. 


Mandate 


Che mandate of the Western Divi- 
sion is to perform in respect of local 
natters all those functions of the 
Jommission which are delegated 
»y the modal committees. The area 
of jurisdiction of the Western Divi- 
‘ion comprises that part of Canada, 
ncluding her inland waters and 
erritorial seas, extending, with re- 
‘pect to transportation by rail, from 
‘hunder Bay to the Pacific Coast, 
ind with respect to transportation 
»y other modes, from the Ontario- 
Manitoba border to the Pacific 
Joast. Two Commissioners have 
een appointed to the Western Di- 
rision. Both Commissioners are 
nembers of each modal committee 
if the Commission. 


Recognizing the importance of rail 
transportation as it relates to the 
entire grain industry, the Western 
Division is now responsible for the 
Railway Transport Committee’s in- 
volvement in the Prairie Branch 
Line Rehabilitation Program; it has 
also taken over responsibility for 
all Prairie branch line abandon- 
ment applications. The Western Di- 
vision generally carries out, in its 
area of jurisdiction, duties of the 
Railway Transport Committee with 
respect for instance to the monitor- 
ing of passenger-train services, the 
centralization of agencies and re- 
tirement of stations, the relocation 
of railway tracks and facilities, the 
monitoring of anti-whistling by- 
laws and the investigation and ap- 
proval of applications for railway 
crossing protection, etc. 


The Western Division staff in- 
cludes a Secretariat under the su- 
pervision of the Division Secretary, 
Grain Co-ordinators in Thunder 
Bay and Vancouver (reporting to 
the Manager of Rail Rationalization 
and Grain Co-ordination in Saska- 
toon), an Engineering advisor, a 
Traffic and Tariffs advisor, a Man- 
ager of Air Operations, and a Re- 
search Officer, all of whom are un- 
der the immediate supervision of 
an Executive-Director. A legal advi- 
sor has also been assigned to the Di- 
vision. 


With the establishment of its West- 
ern Division, the Canadian Trans- 
port Commission can now more ef- 
fectively deal with the growth and 
requirements of the air industry in 
Western and Northern Canada. 


The close and direct contact with 
the Provincial and Local govern- 
ments, with elected representatives 
and with the general public helps 
the Western Division in its assess- 
ment of the public interest. It effec- 
tively creates a new and important 
link with all segments of the trans- 
portation industry. 


Activities 

Although its mandate extends to all 
modal committee matters, the 
Western Division is, at this time, 
primarily involved in rail and air 
transportation matters. The West- 
ern Division opened its offices in 
Saskatoon in May 1979; however, it 
only became fully operational in 
October. Since its date of inception 
to Dec. 31, 1979, the Western Divi- 
sion has issued 22 Orders and six 
Decisions dealing mainly with pas- 
senger-rail services, branch lines, 
automatic protection, agents and 
station building removal. Three 
hearings were held by the Division 
in 1979; one dealt with the discon- 
tinuance of the passenger-train 
service between Saskatoon and The 
Pas; the second with an application 
for authority to operate a Class 4 
Charter Commercial air service in 
Groups A, B and C from a base at 
Saskatoon; the third with an appli- 
cation for construction of a railway 
crossing at Red Deer, Alberta. 


The hearing program for the West- 
ern Division in 1980 includes all 
those branch lines which have been 
turned over to the Commission for 
action. Approximately 40 hearings 
are presently being scheduled ex- 
clusively for branch line matters. 
The Western Division will also 
hold hearings on other issues such 
as rail relocation and certain air ap- 
plications.

Railway Transport Committee 


The Committee regulates rail trans- 
portation under the jurisdiction of 
several federal statutes, such as the 
National Transportation Act, the 
Railway Relocation and Crossing 
Act and the Railway Act. It also is- 
sues decisions and orders dealing 
with specific requests and applica- 
tions. 


The Railway Transport Committee 
(RTC) meets on a weekly basis to 
discuss a variety of subjects. Hear- 
ings deal with matters affecting the 
safety and convenience of the pub- 
lic and users of the Canadian rail 
transportation system. These hear- 
ings involved 58 days of sittings, 
and 22 such hearings were held in 
1979. The Committee issued 1991 
orders and 40 decisions last year. 
(See Appendix A) 


There are four RTC branches at 
Commission headquarters: rail 
service, safety and standards, eco- 
nomic analysis and rail systems de- 
velopment. Regional offices are lo- 

cated in Moncton, Montreal, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, Calgary and 
Vancouver. 


The RTC administrative operations 
include inspection and evaluation 
_of Railways’ infrastructure, equip- 
“ment, service and construction to 
ensure compliance with safety 
standards and regulations. It inves- 


tigates accidents and also adminis- 
ters subsidy programs where rail- 
ways operate at a loss as a result of 
the CTC’s decision that rail service 
continue in the best interest of the 
public. 


The Mississauga accident, which 
occurred on Nov. 10, 1979, played 
a very important part of the RTC’s 
daily agenda, and indeed will con- 
tinue to do so in 1980. The derail- 
ing of a consist of CP railway cars 
carrying chlorine and flammable 
compressed gases resulted in a rag- 
ing fire and a large scale evacuation 
of Mississauga residents. The Min- 
ister of Transport established a 
Commission of Inquiry and ap- 
pointed Mr. Justice Samuel G.M. 
Grange as the Commissioner. 


Rail Services 
Branch 


The Rail Services Branch has five 
prime areas of responsibility to en- 
sure that the public is provided 
with a safe, economical and effi- 
cient rail system. 


Equipment Quality 
Control 


To evaluate, monitor and regulate 
the quality of railway rolling stock 
and stationary equipment across 
the system, programs have been 
established whereby a systematic 
inspection is carried out on a sam- 
ple of cars and motive power units. 
Defects are reported to the respec- 
tive railways and corrective action 
monitored. 


During the year, 29,598 units were 
inspected. Inspections revealed 
that 3,513 motive power units and 
7,180 cars were found to have de- 
fects. In 1978, 41,116 units were in- 
spected and 13,506 were reported 
with defects. In addition, 789 sta- 
tionary and portable equipment 
units were inspected and 175 units 
were reported with defects in 1979. 


Railway Infrastructure 
Quality Control 


For lack of staff, it was not 
possible to undertake specific 
programs to monitor and evaluate 
all areas of the railway infra- 
structure. 


However, inspections and investi- 
gations were carried out in dealing 
with complaints and in the proc- 
essing of applications for less than 
standard clearances, fencing ex- 
emptions, etc. (See Appendix B) 


Train Operation, 
Passenger And Freight 
Services Quality Control 


The railways’ performance was 
closely monitored in this area dur- 
ing the past year for both company 
and employee performance. 


A number of services were re- 
viewed and some 183 complaints 
were investigated. 


Amendments to the Final Plan for 
Western Transcontinental Passen- 
ger-Train service were approved, 
and as of April 1979, VIA Rail lines 
assumed responsibility for all Can- 
adian National and Canadian Pa- 
cific passenger train services in 
Canada. The Final Plan of both the 
Western and Eastern Transconti- 
nental services were implemented 
on Oct. 28, 1979. (See Appendix F) 


Meetings were held between the 
Committee and VIA with regard to 
transportation of the handicapped. 


Rationalization Of 
Services 

A total of 24 applications were sub- 
mitted for the abandonment of non- 
prairie branch lines and other 
trackage. 
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Hearings were held in connection 
with the abandonment of CP Rail’s 
Piles and CN’s Temiscouata Subdi- 
vision, including CN’s Sutton and 
CP Rail’s Nicola Spurs. (See Ap- 
pendices C-E). 


After thorough investigations and 
Public Hearings, CN applications 
for the approval of Servocentres’ 
concepts with headquarters at 
Prince Albert, Sask., and Edmon- 
ton, Alta., were approved. A hear- 
ing was held in connection with 
CN’s application for modification 
to their Servocentre affecting the 
Sydney area. 


Dangerous Commodities 


In addition to its responsibility for 
the approval of the design, location 
and construction of bulk storage fa- 
cilities, the Committee carried out 
253 inspections of existing facili- 
ties for the storage of dangerous 
commodities. 


To ensure quality control in the 
manufacture of compressed gas cyl- 
inders, the facilities of various 
companies in Canada, the United 
States and Europe were inspected 
subsequent to their approval as In- 
dependent Inspection Agencies. 


Rail Systems 
Development 


This Branch is responsible for proc- 
essing applications for physical 
changes to the railway infrastruc- 
ture. Prior to work commencing, 
applications are approved. Com- 
pleted work is examined and 
passed for use by the railway. 


The Committee authorizes the con- 
struction, reconstruction or im- 
provement of railway/highway 
crossings at grade, grade separa- 
tions and pedestrian crossings, rail- 
way bridges and tunnels, double 
tracking and siding extensions. It 
also authorizes the installation and 
modification of rail/highway warn- 
ing systems for the protection, 
safety and convenience of the pub- 
lic. Funding from the Railway 
Grade Crossing Fund has been in 
existence for 70 years and has been 
a significant factor in decreasing 
hazard at rail/highway crossings. 
Over the years, its mandate 
changed slowly, both in terms of 
funding and in terms of conditions. 
In 1978, certain grade separations 
previously covered by the fund 
were transferred, for funding pur- 
poses, to the Urban Transportation 
Assistance Program (UTAP). 


The use of railway rights-of-way for 
urban rail transit systems and the 
planned electrification of main 
lines are other responsibilities that 
will be of increasing future impor- 
tance. 


Double Tracking 

This ongoing program is of particu- 
lar significance to the national 
economy as it directly affects the 
capacity of the main lines from the 
Prairies to the West Coast ports. 
The RTC has already authorized 
three lengths of double tracking for 
CP Rail’s main line, the latest at 
Lake Louise, Alberta, ordered in 
August, 1978, and for which con- 
struction has already begun. Two of 
the three lengths of double track- 
ing, those at Salmon Arm and Re- 
velstoke, B.C., are already in opera- 
tion. 


Urban Transportation 
Assistance Program 
(UTAP) 


The Minister of Transport an- 
nounced in 1977 that funds for rail- 
way relocation and grade separa- 
tions would be allocated to the 
provinces on a per capita basis, be- 
ginning in April, 1978. An amount 
of $46 million per year was ear- 
marked for a period of five years, 
some funds being diverted from the 
Railway Grade Crossing Fund for 
this purpose. 


This program is administered by 
Transport Canada but, before grants 
are authorized, investigations are 
carried out by the RTC to ensure 
that proposed grade separations 
meet engineering requirements. 


In 1979, 23 Orders were issued 
after recommendations had been 
approved by the Minister. 


Railway Relocation 


The Railway Relocation and Cross- 
ing Act provides, in part, for the 
preparation of a combined urban 
development and transporta- 

tion plan forming an ‘accepted 
plan” filed with the Commission 
for the purpose of a railway reloca- 
tion. Financial assistance for the. 
preparation of these plans is pro- 
vided by the Minister of Transport 
and the Minister of State for Urban 
Affairs. 


Since the legislation came into ef- 
fect, 15 such projects have been 
brought to various stages of plan- 
ning development. It is anticipated 
that the first application under this 
legislation will be received from 
Amos, Que., in January, 1980. 


Railway Rehabilitation 


\n agreement between the federal 
overnment and Canadian National 
tailways and Canadian Pacific 
simited, permits the application of 
ederal monies for the upgrading of 
ertain Prairie branch lines. The 
<TC examines these lines before 
york starts, monitors construction 
ctivities while they are in pro- 
ress, passes the lines for use on the 
atisfactory completion of recon- 
truction and verifies that govern- 
nent funds have been properly 
ised ($170 million to date). 


Safety And 
Standards Branch 


n an effort to ensure a safe and effi- 
sient rail transportation system, the 
<TC develops safety standards for 
oth the public and railway em- 
yloyees. Also included in its man- 
late are the investigation and mon- 
toring of railway accidents and 
ncidents. 


Standards Development 


n collaboration with railway and 
abour representatives, the Com- 
nittee sets new standards and re- 
rises existing ones to keep pace 
vith technological, organizational, 
)perational and administrative 
changes. 


Jiscussions with Labour Canada 
vill serve to define those accidents 
hat are reportable to the RTC and 
hose of an industrial nature that 
re reportable to Labour Canada. 
“he outcome of these discussions 
vill affect the final draft of revised 
xeneral Order 0-1 relating to acci- 
lent reporting, and determine the 
cope of proposed regulations af- 
ecting the safety and health of op- 
rating employees. 


Six new procedures were intro- 
duced and eight regulations were 
revised in 1979. 


Pursuant to Section 73.22(a) (i) of 
the Commission’s Regulations for 
the Transportation of Dangerous 
Commodities, there were 97 new 
special permits issued, 22 denied, 
40 revised and six revoked. 


Twelve independent inspection 
agencies were approved and deci- 
sions are pending on nine others. A 
survey was completed respecting 
facilities for the handling of dan- 
gerous commodities in the Vancou- 
ver area. A report was developed 
outlining the present situation with 
recommendations for improving 
overall safety. 


Recommended changes of the met- 
ric sensitive clauses of the Railway 
Act, the Canadian National Rail- 
ways Act and the Government Rail- 
ways Act were referred to Trans- 
port Canada for inclusion in the 
Omnibus Bill. 


At a pre-hearing Conference held 
Dec. 13, 1979 concerning the Air 
Flow Method of qualifying freight 
train braking systems for service, it 
was decided to hold a public hear- 
ing in March or April of 1980. 


There was liasion with the Ministry 
of Transport respecting the setting 
up of a committee of direction in- 
volving all modes of transportation. 
This committee will concern itself 
with Transport Canada’s forthcom- 
ing Dangerous Goods Code; draft 
three has been issued to Industry 
for comments by March 31, 1980. 


The RTC approved in principle the 
new Railway Pictogram. However, 
implementation will not be author- 
ized until the Railway Act is 
amended. 


The Railway Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee, created after the 1971 Rail- 
way Safety Inquiry, held four meet- 
ings attended by representatives of 
the two major railways, the Rail- 
way Association of Canada, and the 
Canadian Railway Labour Associa- 
tion. 


There have been three revisions to 
Regulations No. 0-8, Uniform Code 
of Operating Rules. Revision to 
Rule 46 permits the use of reflector- 
ized signals in lieu of signal lights 
at night. Rule 99, in its original 
form, did not clearly define the 
duties of a rear end flagman in ABS 
territory on a train. The amend- 
ment to this rule now covers situa- 
tions where protection is afforded 
by having a minimum of two block 
signals between the two trains, thus 
dispensing with the requirements 
for a flagman. Section 16, Part III 
was amended to authorize the use 
of locomotives not equipped with 
communicating signal appliances 
where a voice communication sys- 
tem is available. 


Regulations governing the handling 
of carloads of explosives on railway 
company team or spur tracks were 
put into effect June 21, 1979. 


Ten regulations have been com- 
pleted and are awaiting approval 
either by the RTC, the Commission, 
or are in the hands of the Privy 
Council Office, while 10 other reg- 
ulations are under intensive study 
with the railways and the Canadian 
Railway Labour Association 
(CRLA). Thirty regulations have 
been referred to the CRLA and the 
railways for submissions and com- 
ments. 
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Accident Investigation 
and Reporting 

Railways under federal jurisdiction 
are required to file reports on acci- 
dents involving fatalities and/or 
personal injuries, derailments, col- 
lisions, highway crossing acci- 
dents, dangerous commodity re- 
leases and any other incident 
resulting from their operations (See 
Appendix G). 


The following accidents were in- 
vestigated under Section 226 of the 
Railway Act: 


In March, a rear-end collision of 
two CP Rail freight trains in Ignace 
Subdivision, Ont.; in May a fire on 
VIA’s Turbo Train in Kingston Sub- 
division, near Morrisburg, Ont.; in 
August, a collision between CN 
freight train and maintenance of 
way work units resulting in derail- 
ment of both, in La Tuque Subdivi- 
sion, near Donnacona, Quebec; and 
in December, a derailment of a CN 
freight train in the Mountain Park 
Subdivision, Fidler, Alta. 


Mississauga Derailment 


In November, a major incident oc- 
cured at Mississauga, Ont. involv- 
ing 24 CP Rail freight cars consist- 
ing, for the most part, of tanks 
loaded with liquid petroleum gas 
and other flammable products. The 
train derailed in the Galt Subdivi- 
sion near Mavis Road, resulting in 
intense fires which engulfed the 
derailed equipment among which 
was a tank of chlorine. Local au- 
thorities were forced to evacuate 
approximately 230,000 citizens in 
the vicinity. 

The Minister of Transport 
established a Commission of 
Inquiry, appointing Mr. Justice 
Samuel G. M. Grange as the 
Inquiry Commissioner. 


Representatives of the two major 
Railways appeared before the Com- 
mittee this year for the purpose of 
presenting an assessment of rail 
safety performance since the 1971 
Rail Safety Inquiry. 


Rail Economic 
Analysis Branch 


The Rail Economic Analysis 
Branch is responsible for railway 
accounting, costing and the eco- 
nomic analysis of specific services 
such as subsidy administration. 


Appendix H provides a summary of 
subsidy claims and payments to 
eligible railway companies in re- 
spect of the 1978 calendar year 
with payments amounting to 
$313,483,334. 


The following is a summary of all 
subsidy payments approved by the 
Railway Transport Committee dur- 
ing the 1979 calendar year:

Accounting Systems 
Analysis 


This Division is responsible for the 
Uniform Classification of Ac- 
counts, for the audit of railway rec- 
ords, depreciation rates, cost of 
capital rates, analysis of financial 
reports, documentation of subsidy 
payments and records of subsidy 
claims and payments. 


The Commission’s consultants sub- 
mitted their final report relative to 
revising the Uniform Classification 


of Accounts and preparations are 
now underway for a hearing to 
commence during the first quarter 
of 1980. 


During the year, there was a major 
initiative to upgrade the overall 
quality of the audit program as well 
as to carry out a number of audits of 
railways’ accounting records. 


The Committee prescribed during 
1979 that all regulated railways 
must now apply each year for ap- 
proval of their depreciation rates. 
Work was commenced on develop- 
ing a program, with procedures to 
process these applications and pre- 
pare recommendations for Commit- 
tee approval. 


A hearing was held in May to con- 
sider an application to amend the 
cost regulations to include an al- 
lowance for income tax in cost of 
capital for all purposes of the Rail- 
way Act. The Decision approving 
an income tax allowance with cer- 
tain qualifications was subse- 
quently issued. 


Costing Systems 
Analysis 


This division is responsible for unit 
and specific costs which together 
with output units are employed in 
determining costs for passenger 
and branch line applications and 
subsidies, compensating rate cost- 
ing, service rationalization and for 
estimating different service level 
configurations. On an annual basis, 
this division evaluates and verifies 
about 12,000 initial, final and fore- 
cast unit costs submitted by the 
railways. 


[he Auditor General reviewed the 
ictivities of the division during the 
year. In response to his comments, 
2 number of projects are underway 
ncluding a revised organization 
structure, the creation of work veri- 
‘ication procedures and a project to 
somplete the backlog of branch line 
specific costs. 


Nork continued on the establish- 
nent of approved costing metho- 
lologies for Class II railways. Work 
srogressed on a number of special 
sosting studies during the year, in- 
sluding the variability of general 
idministration and communica- 
ions costs, and a methodology for 
uel cost allocations. In addition, 
he division participated in the 
Sosting Study pursuant to Or- 
jJer-in-Council P.C. 1977-234 and 
he costing orientation of the re- 
rised Uniform Classification of Ac- 
sounts and Related Railway Rec- 
yrds. 


[he RTC approved the verification 
yf 1977 CP Rail and CN unit costs 
ind price level indices. 


Rail Services Analysis 


Che major responsibility of this di- 
rision is to determine and recom- 
nend the payment of subsidies to 
compensate railways for uneco- 
1omic services which they operate 
is an imposed public duty. Staff 
inalyze railway claim submissions 
ind determine actual losses prior to 
‘ecommending payment of 100 per 
sent of the certified loss for branch 
ines and up to 80 per cent for pas- 
senger-train services. 


In addition to subsidy determina- 
tion and the associated resolution 
of outstanding issues, division ac- 
tivities include analysis of the via- 
bility of passenger-train services 
preparatory to Committee deci- 
sions on service discontinuance, 
verification of losses claimed in 
branch line abandonment applica- 
tions, performance of compensa- 
tory cost studies, development of 
cost estimates for the establishment 
of rate levels, and the provisions of 
forecasts of subsidy payments to 
Treasury Board. 


The Government’s restraint pro- 
gram has resulted in resource re- 
strictions which have severely de- 
layed the finalization of subsidy 
payments. CN and CP Rail have 
been most affected by this delay 
and, as an interim measure, the 
RTC approved a final progress pay- 
ment of $68.9 million to these rail- 
ways for branch line claims dating 
from 1970 to 1976, pending resolu- 
tion of certain issues and the com- 


pletion of verification of the claims. 


This progress payment was made 
under an agreement whereby the 
railways undertook to pay interest 
on any overpayment related to 
these claims determined during the 
next three years. The railways fur- 
ther agreed to forfeit any payment 
for certain related claims totalling 
$67.7 million. The RTC is currently 
considering making a similar pay- 
ment to Class II railways for 1976 
and prior year claims and may ex- 
tend this payment policy to cover 
Class I and II railway branch line 
claims in respect of 1977 and 1978, 
as well as outstanding claims for 
passenger-train services. 


At year end the total difference be- 
tween eligible railway claims and 
Commission subsidy payments in 
respect of the period 1968-1979 
was approximately $370 million. 


However, this difference does not 
represent amounts payable to the 
railways as it includes disallo- 
wances made by the RTC on over- 
claims, ineligible claims, and 
amounts held back pending final 
verification. Subject to Committee 
decisions on outstanding issues 
and total verification of claims, the 
current staff estimate of probable 
eventual payments in respect of 
this difference is $125 million. (See 
Appendices H-U) 


Branch Lines 


A major outstanding issue concern- 
ing the distinction between a main 
line and a branch line was resolved 
in a Committee Decision released 
in January. This Decision estab- 
lished a means of categorizing lines 
as main, or branch, and thereby 
clarified the eligibility of a number 
of railway subsidy claims. The De- 
cision also clarified subsidiary is- 
sues with respect to claims involv- 
ing bridge traffic and line 
segmentation and prescribed the 
methodology for filing such claims 
in future. 


Considerable work has been de- 
voted to resolving the ‘“‘Net Salvage 
Value” issue which has delayed fi- 
nalization of a large number of 
claims. The resolution of this issue, 
along with a Committee Decision 
on allowance for income tax in cost 
of capital calculations, is expected 
to generate adjustments in railway 
claims and payments early in 1980. 


Passenger-Trains 


Following the transfer of Western 
transcontinental passenger-train 
services to VIA Rail Canada Inc. in 
October 1978, almost all other CN 
and CP Rail services were taken 
over by VIA on April 1, 1979. 
While the Commission continues 
its regulatory control over trains 
operated by VIA, financial support 
for these services has now become 
the sole responsibility of Transport 
Canada. However, until such time 
as a takeover schedule is estab- 
lished for the remaining services, 
the Commission will retain its sub- 
sidy responsibilities for the ‘‘North- 
lander’’ and the Class II passenger- 
train services. The Commission 


will also continue.its program of 
processing outstanding subsidy 
claims from CN, CP Rail and Class 
II railways for operations prior to 
VIA takeover. 


During 1979, the Commission con- 
tinued to hold hearings to review 
passenger-train discontinuance ap- 
plications. Besides those for the 
Eastern Transcontinental, hearings 
on eleven services were held and 
decisions were issued ordering the 
continuation of six services and the 
discontinuance of four complete 
services and two segments. 


The Final Plan for Eastern Trans- 
continental services, issued in 
June, was implemented in October. 
Although the Final Plan for West- 
ern Transcontinental Service was 
implemented at the same time, re- 
gional oppositon to the Plan re- 
sulted in the Minister directing the 
Commission to review certain of 
the Plan’s features. This review is 
currently in progress. 
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(he Air Transport Committee 

ATC) was established under the 
National Transportation Act for 

he purpose of carrying out the re- 
iponsibilities of the Canadian 
[ransport Commission with re- 
ipect to transport by air. It adminis- 
ers the Aeronautics Act and for- 
nulates the Air Carrier 

Xegulations. 


Responsibilities 

\ primary function of the Commit- 
ee is the licensing of commercial 
\ir services; a substantial part of its 
work is therefore related to the 
inalysis and processing of applica- 
ions. Under Section 16 of the 
Aeronautics Act, the modal com- 
nittee must be satisfied that a pro- 
»0sed commercial air service is and 
vill be required by the present and 
uture public convenience and ne- 
sessity before a licence is issued. 
tJowever, the ATC may suspend, 
sancel or amend a licence where, in 
ts opinion, the public convenience 
ind necessity so requires. (See Ap- 
yendix V) 


Jircumstances sometimes dictate 
hat the Committee grant a licence 
yn application for services estab- 
ished as a result of international 
igreements, or exempt certain spe- 
sialty services from the require- 
nent to meet the test of public con- 
venience and necessity. Other 
sategories of services, such as crop 
spraying by ‘flying farmers,”’ some 
‘ypes of leases and certain occa- 
sional operations by foreign air car- 
‘iers have also been exempted from 
‘he requirement to hold a licence. 


Air Transport Committee 


To facilitate licensing and applica- 
tion, the Committee has established 
classes of service, and groupings 
according to aircraft size. 


Air carriers operating unit toll and 
charter services are normally re- 
quired to file their tariffs with at 
least a 30-day advance notice. Tar- 
iffs come into effect as filed, unless 
disallowed or suspended by the 
Committee. Parts V and VI of the 
Air Carrier Regulations, issued pur- 
suant to section 14 of the 
Aeronautics Act, confer authority 
on the Committee in matters of tar- 
iffs and the justness and reason- 
ableness of tolls. The ATC is also 
empowered to substitute or pre- 
scribe rates in light of these criteria. 


Air carriers are required to furnish 
transportation in accordance with 
the terms and conditions of their li- 
cence, and provide adequate serv- 
ice, equipment and facilities. 


Most international air service 
agreements allow for consultation 
between designated airlines, use of 
International Air Transport Associ- 
ation (IATA) rate-making proce- 
dures where applicable, consulta- 
tion between aeronautical 
authorities and arbitration as a final 
resort. Resolutions approved at 
IATA Traffic Conferences are sub- 
ject to acceptance and/or approval 
by aeronautical authorities. 


Under Sections 12 and 13 of the 
Aeronautics Act, the Committee is 
authorized to conduct investiga- 
tions and surveys, and make rec- 
ommendations to the Minister of 
Transport in all matters relating to 
civil aviation, either on direction 
from the Minister or on its own mo- 
tion. 


Organizational 
Structure 


The Committee has four branches: 
The Administrative Branch, the In- 
ternational Air Transport Branch, 
the Operations Branch and the Air 
Services Analysis Branch. Each 
branch reports to the Committee 
through the ATC executive direc- 
tor. 


Operations Branch 


The Branch is organized into two 
divisions. The Fares, Rates and 
Services Division administers fares 
and rates policies and regulations 
as they apply to international and 
domestic air travel. It also checks 
and assesses all the tariffs filed 
with the Committee and brings to 
the attention of the ATC all repre- 
sentations or complaints which 
would require investigations, and 
possible disallowance of tariffs. 


The Licensing and Inspection Divi- 
sion administers domestic and in- 
ternational licensing policies and 
regulations. The Domestic Section 
works primarily in the area of anal- 
ysis and compliance as it applies to 
licensing of unit toll (route) and 
charter (base) operations including 
complaints involving operation out 
of another carrier’s base and be- 
tween points on another carrier’s li- 
cence. The International Section 
Division handles both scheduled 
and charter licensing of interna- 
tional air services, into and out of 
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Canada, and oversees the large vol- 
ume of international advance book- 
ing and inclusive tour charters; it 
also participates in international 
air negotiations between Canada 
and other countries. 


The Analysis Section is responsible 
for providing analytical reports on 
regulations, licences and applica- 
tions. It has revised on a continuing 
basis all air licences to achieve con- 
formity with new groupings made 
part of the Air Carrier Regulations 
in 1972. This project is expected to 
be completed early in 1980. 


The new Enforcement Section be- 
came active in May with the sta- 
tioning of examiners in Vancouver, 
Edmonton, Montreal and the Na- 
tional Capital region. 


Air Services 
Analysis Branch 


Within this Branch, five divisions 
provide economic, regulatory, fi- 
nancial and operational analysis. 


The Economic Analysis Division 
acts as the Committee’s economic 
consultants, assessing applications, 
acting as support staff at hearings 
and carrying out economic investi- 
gations and surveys relating to both 
specific air carrier operations and 
the industry as a whole. 


The Audit Division maintains a 
continuing review and when 
required, makes recommendations 
for changes in the policies, rules 
and regulations of a financial 
nature as well as standards of 
financial fitness applicable to all 
Canadian operators 


of commercial air services under 
the Committee’s jurisdiction. It as- 
sesses all applications submitted to 
the Committee for new air service 
authorities, transfers of controlling 
interest, mergers and consolida- 
tions. The Division periodically 
carries out field audits of commer- 
cial air carriers to ensure their com- 
pliance with the Committee’s Uni- 
form System of Accounts and 
Reports and, in certain instances, to 
ascertain the validity of subsidy 
claims. Frequently the Division is | 
required to make special financial 
investigations in respect to viola- 
tions of the Committee’s rules and 
regulations; it also provides finan- 
cial expertise to the Enforcement 
Section of the Operations Branch in 
connection with their investiga- 
tions. 


Advice from the Financial Analysis 
Division includes assessments of 
the validity of economic justifica- 
tion for proposed tariffs, subsidiza- 
tion of air services, rate of return 
studies, and reports on key finan- 
cial indicators relevant to the air 
transport industry. 


The Operations Analysis Division 
conducts studies and submits re- 
ports on the operation and manage- 
ment of air carriers, investigates 
and reports on the performance and 
operational characteristics of air- 
craft and equipment applicable to 
specific commercial air services. 


The Policy Advisor’s Division re- 
commends changes to the eco- 
nomic aspects of the Air Carrier 
Regulations and prepares reports, 
responses and statements on mat- 
ters of policy within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Committee. 


Activities In 1979 


Changes In Regulations 


Regulatory amendments liberaliz- 
ing domestic and international 


| 
charter rules were approved Dec. 


21,1979 and incorporated into the 
Air Carrier Regulations. | 


For Advance Booking Charter 
(ABC) flights operated domesti- 
cally and to the U.S., Mexico and 
the Caribbean area, the advance 
booking period was shortened from 
30 to 14 days and the seven-day 
minimum stay requirement re- 
duced to the first Sunday following 
the date of departure. The advance - 
booking requirement was elimi- _ 
nated for domestic ABCs scheduled 
to depart from a point where origi- 
nating passengers are taken on . 
board between 10 P.M. and 5 A.M. 


The advance booking period be- 
tween Canada and other interna- 
tional destinations remained at 30 — 
days. However, for all international 
and domestic ABCs, a form of top 
off was allowed whereby a char- 
terer can contract between 10 and ~ 
20 per cent of a larger aircraft’s se- 
ating capacity for sale of ABC trans- 
portation to the public up to seven - 
days prior to departure.

The amendments allowed the car- 
riage of ABC and Inclusive Tour 
Charter (ITC) passengers on board | 
the same aircraft; no advance book- 
ing is required for ITC passengers. 


The minimum contract size for in- 
ternational and domestic ABCs as 
well as for Common Purpose Char- 
ters (CPCs) was reduced from 40 to 
20 seats and, where the seat capac- 
ity of an aircraft is less than 20, the 
entire capacity of the aircraft may 
now be contracted by one charterer. 


The changes were in response to 
submissions received at a two- 
week public meeting held in Ottawé 
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n July, and to further industry 
epresentations. They will permit 
yetter utilization of charter aircraft 
ind make ABC travel more conven- 
ent to the public. (See Appendix 
N) 


n the past, air carriers holding 
charter licences were only permit- 
ed to engage in a limited form of 
init toll operations with the use of 
mall aircraft. Carriers of this cate- 
‘ory may now provide courier air 
ervices similar to those offered by 
rans and trucks. In addition, the 
Sommittee is considering use of 
nedium-sized aircraft, such as the 
Je Havilland Dash 7, for similar 
eTvices. 


<egulation permitting owners of 
srivately registered aircraft to ac- 
;ept compensation of actual expen- 
es when conducting business for 
heir employers was liberalized 

ind extended to leased aircraft. The 
1ew regulation also permits the 
varriage of employees and family 
nembers on business trips. 


\ variety of regulatory changes ap- 
dlicable to tariffs on domestic char- 
ers were introduced. They affect 
sharges required to be paid by the 
sharterer and the period of advance 
10tice of impending changes to be 
siven to the public and the carriers. 


Reports And Studies 


Reports prepared for the Commit- 
ee during the year included an 
Analysis of the Canadian Helicop- 
er Operating Industry in 1978, and 


the Industry Analysis of the Cana- 
dian Trunk and Regional Air Carri- 
ers for the same year; both were dis- 
tributed in October 1979. Earlier in 
the year, an operational analysis 
was published on the Commercial 
Air Services in Northwestern On- 
tario and a supplement prepared to 
the 1977 report on regional air car- 
riers. 


A major study on the evaluation of 
the Regional Air Carrier Subsidy 
Program initiated in 1966 was com- 
pleted and submitted to Transport 
Canada. A computer simulation of 
several variants of improved air 
services on the Lower Shore of the 
St. Lawrence River, and to and 
from the Magdalen Islands, was 
part of the evaluation study. 


A representative of the ATC was a 
participant with members of Trans- 
port Canada, Consumer and Corpo- 
rate Affairs and CTC Research, in 
the interdepartmental study on air- 
line competition in Canada. 


Another interdepartmental com- 
mittee, consisting of representa- 
tives from Transport Canada, Sta- 
tistics Canada and the CTC, was 
formed to review all statistical and 
financial data provided regularly to 
the Air Transport Committee 
through the Aviation Statistics 
Centre. The first set of recommen- 
dations adopted by the ATC is ex- 
pected to benefit some 175 carriers. 
They include a reduction in the re- 
porting frequencies imposed on 
most large carriers, other than the 
trunk and regional airlines, to per- 
mit the filing of less detailed finan- 
cial statements. Traffic flow and 
airport activity statistics required 
from trunk and regional air carriers 
has also been considerably simpli- 
fied. The interdepartmental com- 


mittee also conducted a survey 
concerning data confidentiality, 
the results of which will lead to 
proposals in 1980. 


Discussion continued with trunk 
and regional airlines on the stand- 
ardization of justification of fare 
and rate proposals and on reason- 
able rates of return, as were studies 
into low priced domestic air trans- 
portation, initiated after the intro- 
duction of domestic ABCs and 
charter competitive sheduled fares 
in 1978. 


Following a public meeting on the 
transportation of air cargo on pas- 
senger charters in June, 1978, the 
Committee with the assistance of 
the CTC Research Branch, initiated 
a study into air cargo transportation 
in general. After the proposals were 
made public, interested parties 
were invited to submit their com- 
ments before the end of the year. 


Progress reports have been pre- 
pared on developments in the low 
fare air transportation markets be- 
tween Canada and Europe and from 
Canada to southern (sunspot) desti- 
nations. 


Regional Air Carriers 
Subsidies 


Subsidies were paid to Eastern Pro- 
vincial Airways Ltd. (EPA) and 
Quebecair to offset losses incurred 
in the operation of unprofitable 
routes deemed essential in the pub- 
lic interest. On the other hand, 
some routes operated by EPA were 
removed from the subsidy program 
after careful analysis. The final set- 


tlement estimated at $2 million for 
the two airlines remains at the 
same level as in previous years. 


Price Increases 


In 1979, it was again necessary for 
passenger, cargo and most charter 
fares and rates to be adjusted in re- 
lation to increasing costs. 


At the end of the year, the approxi- 
mate average percentage of increase 
in domestic scheduled passenger 
fares, compared with those in force 
at the end of 1978 were: Air Canada 
9%; Pacific Western 7%; Transair 
7%; Nordair 11%; Quebecair 12%; 
and Eastern Provincial 9%. Al- 
though this comparison is made on 
a one-year basis, the percentages re- 
flect increases put into effect dur- 
ing a period of approximately 18 
months starting in April 1978 and 
ending in September and October 
1979. Thus, the increases on a rate 
per annum basis approximate 2/3 of 
the given percentages. 


A formal hearing held in March, 
1979 inquired into proposed sched- 
uled passenger fare increases that 
had been suspended in December 
1978; after consideration of the evi- 
dence, the new fares were allowed 
to come into effect in April 1979. 


Significant increases in interna- 
tional passenger fares and cargo 
rates varied by geographical areas. 
Total increase in both fares and 
rates ranging from 23% to 36% can 
be generally attributed to a 3% — 
10% general inflation and 17% — 
23% for increased fuel costs. 


The supply and price of aviation 
fuel in international markets con- 
tinue to cause great concern; they 
represent the largest factor in in- 
creased tariffs. The average avia- 
tion fuel price set by IATA in U.S. 
dollars per U.S. gallon has risen 
from a base price, in the first quar- 
ter of 1979, of 45¢ to a March 1979 
estimate of 67.5¢ for the 4th quarter 
of 1979, and a revised July 1979 es- 
timate of 96.4¢ for the first quarter 
of 1980. The last estimate has been 
subsequently updated on receipt of 
new information. 


The absence of an IATA agreement 
required continued action by the 
Committee to safeguard Canadian 
interests in international fares. 
Presently all fares between Canada 
and Europe or the Caribbean are 
established under the Tariff Arti- 
cles of the Bilateral Air Services 
Agreements, a process requiring 
the involvement of the Committee. 
In addition, a new Bilateral Fares 
Agreement with Australia, in 
March 1979, provided significantly 
lower fares between Canada and 
Australia. 


In transborder markets, there was 
significant Committee intervention 
under the terms of the Canada-U.S. 
Bilateral Air Services Agreement. 
Twelve notices of dissatisfaction 
were transmitted through External 
Affairs to the U.S. Authorities and 
11 orders were issued by the ATC 
against the tariffs of U.S. carriers. 
The American authorities issued 
two notices of dissatisfaction and 
two orders, both against the Air 
Canada Seat Sale. Friction arising 
from policy differences led to dis- 
cussions with the U.S. Authorities 


in Washington (April 1979) and Ot- 
tawa (October 1979). The exchange 
of views proved useful and another 
meeting is scheduled early in 1980 

to continue the discussions. 


There were a number of fare inno- 
vations filed by the carriers during © 
the year. For complete details see 
Appendix X. 


Complaints 


In the year ending Oct. 1, 1979, 
410 complaints were received, an 
increase of about 33% over the 303 
reported for the same period last 
year. In 53 cases, one carrier was 
registering a complaint against an- 
other carrier, generally for contra- 
vening the regulations; all others 
had been submitted by individuals. 
The following is a comparative tab- 
ulation of major complaints trans- 
mitted by consumers:

Internal Procedures 


Even though work years were cur- 
tailed during the year, the ATC was 
successful in speeding up the proc- 
essing of applications for new li- 
cences, licence amendments and 
transfers of ownership through a 
simplification and streamlining of 
its internal procedures. 
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The Water Transport Committee 
(WTC) administers the Transport 
Act, which governs the transport of 
goods and passengers by ship, from 
one port to another in Canada, 
within areas proclaimed by the 
Governor in Council. 


Committee jurisdiction under the 
Act is two-fold. Its judicial func- 
tions include licensing and the ap- 
proval of tariffs. In considering ap- 
plications for water transport 
licences, the Committee must de- 
termine whether public conven- 
ience and necessity require the 
service. The Committee must also 
approve a standard tariff of tolls or, 
if this is deemed to be unjust or un- 
reasonable, disallow the tariff and 
2ither require the substitution of a 
new tariff or prescribe another. (See 
Appendix Y) 


The administrative authority of the 
Committee embraces such aspects 
as the classification of freight, fi- 
nancial and statistical returns, and 
procedures for the filing of tariffs 
and licence applications. 


Other statutes confer additional re- 
sponsibilities on the WTC. 


The Pilotage Act which came into 
force Feb. 1, 1972, provided for pi- 
lotage services in four geographical 
regions across Canada. It created a 
pilotage authority for each region to 
astablish, operate, maintain and ad- 
minister, in the interests of safety, 
an efficient pilotage service. 


Each pilotage authority is required 
oy the Act to give public notice in 
the Canada Gazette for every tariff 


of pilotage charges that it proposes 
to prescribe. Any interested person 
who believes that the proposed tar- 
iff is prejudicial to the public inter- 
est, may file a notice of objection 
with the Commission (WTC). It is 
upon receipt of a notice of objec- 
tion that the Committee acquires 
jurisdiction. The proposed changes 
may not be implemented until the 
Committee has conducted an inves- 
tigation, which may include the 
holding of public hearings. The ap- 
propriate authority is then gov- 
erned by the WTC recommenda- 
tion. 


The St. Lawrence Seaway Author- 
ity Act empowers this authority to 
establish tariffs of tolls and, where 
such tariffs are not set by agreement 
between Canada and the United 
States, they must be filed with the 
Committee. The tariffs become ef- 
fective on the date of filing with the 
Commission. 


The Committee is also responsible 
for administering the Shipping 
Conferences Exemption Act, 1979 
which came into effect April 1, 
1979, replacing the previous legis- 
lation that had expired March 31, 
1979. The new legislation exempts 
certain shipping conference prac- 
tices from the provisions of the 
Combines Investigation Act and re- 
quires the shipping conferences to 
file freight tariffs and other docu- 
ments with the Commission. 


Under the Energy Supplies Emer- 
gency Act, 1979, which was passed 
in March, the Energy Supplies Al- 
location Board is empowered, 
among other things, to direct the 
Canadian Transport Commission 
(WTC) to order any Canadian ship 
to be used or sailed as required by 
the Board, and, to authorize a non- 
Canadian ship to carry any con- 
trolled product between points in 
Canada when no Canadian ship is 
available to ensure adequate sup- 
plies of these products. 


The Coasting Trade Exemption 
Regulations provide for the exemp- 
tion of certain non-Canadian ships 
engaging in the coasting trade of 
Canada from the application of Part 
XV of the Canada Shipping Act. 
The Committee advises the Minis- 
ter of National Revenue as to the 
availability of suitable Canadian 
ships when vessels of a foreign 
country are being considered for 
engagement in the coasting trade. 
(See Appendix Z) 


The Committee also deals with no- 
tices of proposed acquisitions 
made to the Commission pursuant 
to Section 27 of the National Trans- 
portation Act, where such propos- 
als contemplate the acquisition of 
an interest in a water transport un- 
dertaking. 


Pilotage 
Authorities 


Following the recommendations in 
Decision WTC 15-78, the Great 
Lakes Pilotage Authority Ltd. pub- 
lished a new tariff of pilotage 
charges, which came into effect 
April 1, 1979. 


On April 2, 1979 the Pacific Pilo- 
tage Authority published amend- 
ments to its tariff regulations. As no 
objections were filed, the tariff be- 
came effective May 31, 1979 with- 
out any public hearing. 


The Atlantic Pilotage Authority 
gave notice of proposed amend- 
ments to its pilotage tariff June 30, 
1979. Notices of objection were 
filed with the Commission by Irv- 
ing Oil Limited and Kent Line Ltd., 
The Shipping Federation of Cana- 
da, Saint John Port Development 
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Commission and Dominion Marine 
Association. The Committee also 
received notices of intervention 
from the Port Authority of St. 
John’s, St. John’s Port Association, 
Atlantic Provinces Transportation 
Commission and the Strait of Canso 
Industrial Development Authority. 
A public hearing was held in St. 
John’s, Newfoundland from Oct. 29 
to Nov. 2, 1979. 


Decision WTC 12-79 was published 
Dec. 28, 1979. It recommended that 
an increase in pilotage charges be 
applied amounting to approxi- 
mately 17 per cent across the board 
with variations on a port basis. The 
decision also cited a number of cir- 
cumstances affecting the costs of 
pilot salaries and benefits as con- 
tributing to an unsatisfactory situa- 
tion. In the Committee’s view, 
these circumstances, in combina- 
tion, place an unacceptable level of 
control in the hands of the pilots. 


On Feb. 23, 1979, the Committee is- 
sued Decision WTC 3-79 recom- 
mending approval of the tariff of pi- 
lotage charges published by the 
Laurentian Pilotage Authority on 
Oct. 7, 1978. The authority pub- 
lished a further amendment to its 
tariff on Sept. 1, 1979. A notice of 
objection filed by Golden Eagle 
(Canada) Limited and Golden Eagle 
(Liberia) Limited on Oct. 1, 1979 
was withdrawn Dec. 11, 1979. De- 
cision WTC 14-79 dated Dec. 17, 
1979, recommended that the Lau- 
rentian Pilotage Authority proceed 
to apply the tariff of pilotage 
charges as published on Sept. 1, 
1979. 


Shipping Conferences 
Exemption Act, 1979 


This new legislation was enacted in 
April, following a Committee in- 
quiry into the application of the 
previous Act. The WTC inquiry 
and an interdepartmental working 
group chaired by the Committee 
concluded that shipping confer- 
ences continue to perform a useful 
role in Canada’s external trades. It 
was also found that there was little 
support for increased governmental 
regulatory powers. The WTC stated 
that the original Act had achieved 
its purpose, and that it could serve 
as a basis for the current legislation, 
but suggested that there existed a 
requirement for certain additional 
provisions. 


Consequently, the current legisla- 
tion was expanded to clarify the 
roles of the CTC and the Restrictive 
Trade Practices Commission with 
respect to the monitoring, investi- 
gating and enforcement provisions. 


In addition, shipping conferences 
are obligated to meet with a shipper 
group designated by the Minister of 
Transport. The Canadian Shippers’ 
Council has been designated by the 
Minister as a ‘‘shipper group” pur- 
suant to subsection 15(2) of the Act. 
Provisions have also been intro- 
duced to increase the availability of 
tariff information to the public. The 
Act is in force for five years and 
may be extended by proclamation. 
The effectiveness of the legislation 
is constantly monitored and will be 
reviewed prior to March 31, 1984. 


Shipping Conferences 


As of Dec. 31, 1979 the Commis- 
sion had on file documents of 45 
shipping conferences whose mem- 
ber lines provided service at Cana- 
dian ports. This represents a net de- 
crease of five from the previous 
year. A total of seven conferences 
disbanded during the year. Four of 


these provided import and export 
service between Eastern Canada 
and South Africa and Eastern Can- 
ada and East Africa, two were pro- 
viding import service from Indone- 
sia to Eastern Canada, and one was 
providing import service from 
Hong Kong-Taiwan to Eastern Can- 
ada. Two new space chartering 
agreements were filed with the 
Commission. 


The 45 conferences represent a to- 
tal of 91 lines providing 381 serv- 
ices at North American ports; 67 of 
these lines offered 275 services at 
Canadian ports. 


St. Lawrence Seaway 
Authority 


During 1979, the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way Authority, pursuant to section 
16 of the St. Lawrence Seaway Au- 
thority Act, filed with the Commis- 
sion an amendment to the St. Law- 
rence Seaway Wharfage and 
Storage Charges Tariff, notice of 
which was published in Part II of 
the Canada Gazette on Sept. 10, 
1979. 


Coasting Trade 
Exemption Regulations 


The Committee, in accordance with 
its responsibility under the Coast- 
ing Trade Exemption Regulations, 
continued to review applications 
made to the Minister of National 
Revenue for waiver of Part XV of 
the Canada Shipping Act. 


luring the year, 89 applications 
vere reviewed and advice was pro- 
ided to the Minister of National 
evenue as required by these Regu- 
ations, an increase of 42 over the 
umber dealt with during the pre- 
ious calendar year. 


Water Transport 
services 


line carriers submitted applica- 
ons for water transport licences in 
979: three for the Great Lakes and 
ix for the Mackenzie River area of 
rhich three also applied to service 
1e Canadian Western Arctic re- 
ion.

The appeal was de- 
nied except for the aspect relating 
to the KAP IV which was set aside 
since the matter had already been 
resolved by Decision WTC 11-79. 


Arcnav Marine Limited appealed 
Decision WTC 4-79 to the Minister, 
but this appeal was also denied. 


Streeper Bros. Marine Transport 
Ltd. applied to the Commission for 
a review of Decision WTC 9-79, 
which denied their application for 
licensing authority. As the Review 
Committee saw no grounds for re- 
view, Streeper appealed to the Min- 
ister and the case was still pending 
at the end of the year. 


Pursuant to Section 27 of the 
National Transportation Act, two 
companies filed notices of pro- 
posed acquisitions. Fednav Lim- 
ited of Montreal gave notice of its 
proposal to acquire all the shares in 
Arctic Transportation Ltd. of Cal- 
gary, owned by Seaspan Interna- 
tional Ltd. This would give Fednav 
Limited 66 2/3 per cent of issued 
capital of Arctic Transportation 
Ltd. There were no objections; so 
the Commission file was closed. 
The other notice involves the ac- 
quisition by A.B. McLean Ltd. of 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., by purchase 
of all the shares of A.B. McLean 
and Sons Ltd., Great Lakes Barge 
Limited and Seaway Dredge and 
Dock Company Inc. The Commitee 
had not yet prescribed the notice 
period and the matter was still 
pending at the end of the year. 


Special Studies 
and Activities 


Fort Franklin - Great 
Bear Lake Area Service 
On Feb. 23, 1979, Northern Trans- 
portation Company Limited in- 
formed the Committee of its inten- 
tion to abandon the service it 


provides on the Bear River and 
Great Bear Lake sectors of the 
Mackenzie Watershed following 
the end of the 1979 operating sea- 
son. 


Interested parties were invited May 
4, 1979 to submit comments by July 
2, 1979. Submissions were subse- 
quently received from the follow- 
ing parties: Commissioner of the 
Northwest Territories, The Cana- 
dian Arctic Co-operative Federa- 
tion Limited, Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development, 
Echo Bay Mines Ltd., Government 
of Northwest Territories, Sahtu De- 
velopment Limited, Northwest Ter- 
ritories Chamber of Mines, North- 
ern Canada Power Commission, 
Bransons Lodge and Hudson’s Bay 
Company. 


Following an investigation, the 
Committee advised the Minister of 
the serious social and economic 
problems that the area would face 
should Northern Transportation 
Company Limited abandon its serv- 
ice. The Committee was later in- 
formed that Transport Canada and 
the Department of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development had be- 
gun work early in the fall to pro- 
vide a short-term solution as a mat- 
ter of urgency, and that a working 
group was being formed to examine 
possible transportation alterna- 
tives. 


Great Lakes 
Transportation 
Regulation Inquiry 

The Minister was advised May 11, 
1979 of the Committee’s intention 
to review the requirement for con- 
tinued licensing and tariff regula- 
tion under the Transport Act of 
break bulk movements between 
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points on the Great Lakes and St. 
Lawrence River west of Quebec 
City (west end of the Island of Orle- 
ans). 


A notice of inquiry was published 
May 19, 1979 in Part I of the Can- 
ada Gazette setting out the terms of 
reference of the inquiry and estab- 
lishing a deadline of July 30, 1979 
for submissions from interested 
parties. 


A report to the Minister of Trans- 
port on the findings of this Inquiry 
was under preparation at the end of 
the year. 


The Commission (WTC) did not re- 
ceive any directions from the En- 
ergy Supplies Allocation Board 
during the year, pursuant to section 
27 of the Energy Supplies Emer- 
gency Act, 1979. 


The Committee, through its Eco- 
nomics Branch, continued to pro- 
vide shipping expertise and assis- 
tance to the Research Branch of the 
Commission. Other federal govern- 
ment departments assisted during 
the year included Transport Cana- 
da, Energy Mines & Resources, Fi- 
nance and Indian & Northern Af- 
fairs. 


In addition to undertaking eco- 
nomic studies and analyses in the 
field of water transportation, the 
Committee, through the Shipping 
Services Section of the Economics 
Branch, continued to maintain up- 
to-date computerized data on ap- 
proximately 3,000 Canadian regis- 
tered cargo vessels and other types 
of craft and some 1,000 ship- 
owners/operators engaged in com- 


mercial activities in the Mackenzie 
River area, the Western Arctic, the 
Great Lakes trans-border trade, the 
coasting trade and international 
trades. 


This data which is updated weekly 
is used by the Committee, the Re- 
search Branch of the Commission 
and various government depart- 
ments including Transport Canada, 
National Defence, Industry Trade & 
Commerce and Statistics Canada. 
The Shipping Services Section also 
compiled and issued the Commit- 
tee’s Canadian Merchant Fleet lists, 
an annual publication giving de- 
tails on Canadian ships and other 
types of craft. A survey of recipi- 
ents of these lists confirmed the 
usefulness of this information. 


The computerized ship/cargo ori- 
gin and destination data file com- 
bining information collected by 
Statistics Canada and Lloyds Regis- 
ter of Shipping was further refined 
to include data on liner cargoes in 
keeping with the Committee’s re- 
sponsibilities under the Shipping 
Conferences Exemption Act, 1979. 
This data file includes ship and 
commodity movements in the Can- 
adian coasting trade, the intercoas- 
tal trade, the Canada-U.S. trans- 
border trade and in the Canadian 
overseas trades. 


Motor Vehicle Transport Committee

he Commission is empowered un- 
er Section 11(x) of the Lord’s Day 
ct to permit the transportation of 
90ds on Sundays, if the Commit- 
e so deems. In reaching a deci- 
ion, the Commission is required to 
ave regard for the object of the Act 
- that Sunday be a day of rest 
yhenever possible — and also the 
revention of undue delay in the 
elivery of goods. 


One of the significant rulings made 
during the year by the Commis- 
sion’s Review Committee con- 
cerned the status of private truck- 
ing (transport owned by the 
shipper of the goods). This Com- 
mittee had to determine whether or 
not private trucking is a mode enti- 
tled to apply for relief from the 
Lord’s Day Act’s prohibition of 
Sunday trucking. The case heard by 
the Review Committee hinged on 
the meaning of the words ‘“‘trans- 
portation undertaking”’ in the Act. 
It ruled that those words applied to 
private as well as ‘‘for hire’’ truck 
operators. 


The applicant in this case was Les 
Distributions Eclair Ltée. The Re- 
view Committee’s decision was 
rendered March 30, 1979. Since 
then 109 temporary and 23 perma- 
nent authorities were granted to 
private truckers for the use of their 
vehicles on Sunday. 


In respect of Lord’s Day applica- 
tions by for hire truckers in 1979, 
the Committee granted 12 perma- 
nent authorities and-287 temporary 
authorities. 

Oil Crisis 

In anticipation of a possible short- 
age of petroleum fuels — similar to 
that which affected parts of Eastern 
Canada in the winter of 1978-79 — 
the Commission issued a public no- 
tice in November 1979 asking tank 
truck operators to apply early for 
Lord’s Day authorizations in order 
to ensure the smooth delivery of 
emergency shipments of fuel oil 
during the winter of 1979-80. By 
the end of the year, a total of 64 op- 
erating authorities involving 88 
tank truck operators had been is- 
sued for the transportation of petro- 
leum fuels on Sunday. 


Acquisitions 

The Commission is empowered to 
disallow proposed motor vehicle 
transport acquisitions if it finds 
that they are unduly restrictive of 
competition or otherwise prejudi- 
cial to the public interest. In 1979, 
the Committee received 48 applica- 
tions for the acquisition of motor 
carrier undertakings. The files were 
closed on 38 of those cases because 
no objections were received. The 
Commission may launch an inves- 
tigation into a proposed acquisition 
only if an objection is made by 
“‘any person or any association or 
other body representing carriers or 
transportation undertakings af- 
fected by such acquisition.” The 
other 10 applications were being 
processed at year’s end. 


Hearings 

The Motor Vehicle Transport Com- 
mittee held 67 public hearings dur- 
ing the year. Of those, 58 dealt with 
applications for transportation on 
Sundays; two involved subsidy 
claims appeals by motor carriers in 
the Atlantic provinces under the 
terms of the Atlantic Region 
Freight Assistance Act, and seven 
hearings were conducted at several 
localities in Newfoundland in an 
investigation of the scheduling and 
standards of service of CN’s Road- 
cruiser bus service. A report of that 
investigation was to be released 
early in 1980. 
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CN Roadcruiser Bus 
Service 


Roadcruiser buses, owned and op- 
erated by Canadian National Rail- 
ways, provide the only public sur- 
face transport across 
Newfoundland. 


In August 1978, the Company filed 
new tariffs calling for average rate 
increases of 20 per cent, effective 
Nov. 1, 1978 and a further 16 per 
cent, effective Feb. 1, 1979. Hear- 
ings were held in St. John’s and 
Corner Brook in which opposition 
to the proposed increases was 
voiced by the Province of New- 
foundland, several representatives 
of provincial organizations and pri- 
vate citizens. 


In October 1979, when a decision 
of the Committee on the tariff in- 
vestigation did not appear to be im- 
minent, CN applied for an interim 
increase representing an average 
fare increase of 20 per cent. The 
Committee denied the application 
on the grounds that it was about to 
announce its decision on its inves- 
tigation of the two tariffs. The deci- 
sion is expected early in 1980. 


Atlantic Region Freight 
Assistance Act (ARFAA) 


Under this Act, subsidy payments 
are made to motor carriers for 
freight traffic transported within 
and out of the Atlantic provinces 
region. The subsidy program was 
started in 1969 and is similar to the 
Maritime Freight Rates Act 
(MFRA), which provides payment 
on railway freight shipments in the 
same area. 


Payments certified for truckers un- 
der the Atlantic Region Freight As- 
sistance Act during 1979 amounted 
to $37.6 million compared to $33.1 
million in 1978. (See Appendix BB) 


International Transport Policy Committee 
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International Transport Policy Committee 


The International Transport Policy 
Committee has two main functions. 


Inthe performance of its regulatory 
duties, it provides advice and con- 
tributes to the development and 
implementation of policies and 
measures governing all forms of 
transport between Canada and 
other countries, including the eco- 
nomic and legal aspects of interna- 
tional transport issues. It also 
serves as a link in the reconcilia- 
tion of Canadian transportation in- 
terests and concerns in both the do- 
mestic and international fields. 


Of equal importance is the Commit- 
tee’s participation, on behalf of the 
Commission, in the work of inter- 
governmental and international or- 
ganizations involved in transporta- 
tion matters having an impact on 
regulatory action. It participates in 
the negotiation of international 
agreements affecting the various 
modes of transport; investigates, 
examines and reports to the Com- 
mission and/or other governmental 
authorities on the economic and le- 
gal effects and requirements result- 
ing from international proposals 
and from the ratification of interna- 
tional agreements. It formulates 
and recommends appropriate mea- 
sures of implementation; and, for 
all these purposes, consults, as re- 
quired, with other Canadian de- 
partments or government agencies 
in Canada and where appropriate 
with the private sector. 


In December certain changes were 
made to the structure of the Com- 
mittee to enable it to better assist 


the Commission in discharging its 
responsibilities in international 
matters and in order to provide a 
broader forum for its deliberations. 
The membership of the committee 
has been enlarged. 


The Committee is served by a Sec- 
retariat and a Documentation Cen- 
tre and its activities are conducted 
by three branches: International Air 
Transport, International Maritime 
Transport and International Multi- 
modal and Facilitation. 


International Air 
Transport Branch 


The responsibilities of this Branch 
are to ensure that the regulatory 
structures and mechanisms gov- 
erning international air transport 
services developed and embodied 
in bilateral and multilateral agree- 
ments are appropriate to the needs 
of Canadian users of air transport 
and serve to maximize the eco- 
nomic benefits to Canada and Can- 
adian air carriers. 


Principal activities of the Branch 
are: 


e direct involvement in the prepa- 
ration for and negotiation of agree- 
ments to enable the opening and 
operation of air services between 
Canada and other countries. 


@ assistance in the implementation 
and administration of agreements 
by analysis and interpretation of 
their conditions and operative 
clauses, and the provision of advice 
on their effect upon Canadian users 
and carrier interests. 


@ representation of Commission's 
and Canadian interests prior to, 
and during examination of air 
transport and legal aspects of the 
work of international and intergo- 
vernmental organizations such as 
the International Civil Aviation Or- 
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ganization (ICAO) and the Euro- 
pean Civil Aviation Conference 
(ECAC).

In addition, one agreement with 
New Zealand has been abrogated, 
one with Turkey has not been rati- 
fied, two others with Austria and 
Venezuela have been initialled 
only, while two other countries, 
Spain and Chile, permit air services 
of Canadian carriers by special per- 
mits, rather than by agreements. 
Pursuant to these agreements, in- 
ternational air services were oper- 
ated between Canada and 31 of 
these countries. 
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Air Agreements 


United Kingdom 


The third round of negotiations to 
deal with British Airways’ access to 
Western Canada was scheduled for 
early 1979, but deferred pending 
resolution by British authorities of 
the proposed move of Air Canada 
operations from Heathrow to 
Gatwick airport. As it was decided 
that Air Canada could remain at 
Heathrow, negotiations are now 
scheduled for April, 1980. 


United States of America 


Two rounds of negotiations with 
U.S. authorities were held to dis- 
cuss revisions to both the sched- 
uled and non-scheduled air serv- 
ices agreements. Further 
negotiations are expected. 


India 


The Branch held exploratory dis- 
cussions with authorities from In- 
dia to consider a single-track air 
service to Montreal by Air India. 


Scandinavian 
Countries/Israel 


The object of these negotiations 
was to discuss access by their re- 
spective airlines to Toronto. Agree- 
ment could not be reached as the 
Canadian government had placed a 
moratorium on additional access to 
Toronto to prevent congestion at 
that airport. 


Jamaica 


One round of negotiations was held 
in Ottawa with the air authorities of 
Jamaica for additional points in 
Canada to be added to their route 
schedule. No agreement was 


reached but there is a possibility 
that further negotiations will be re- 
quested. 


The Branch continues to provide 
delegates to a number of sessions 
and meetings. 


International Civil 
Aviation Organization 
(ICAO) 


A representative of the Branch con- 
tinues to be the Canadian alternate 
delegate to the Air Transport Com- 
mittee of ICAO, which considers 
economic matters related to inter- 
national aviation. 


In the field of facilitation, the Di- 
rector of the Branch acts as chair- 
man of the Canadian National Fa- 
cilitation Committee. During the 
period May 31, 1978 to April 1979, 
he presided over a series of meet- 
ings in preparation for the 9th Ses- 
sion of the ICAO Facilitation Divi- 
sion held in Montreal between 
April 18 and May 5, 1979. The 
chairman of the Committee was 
chief Canadian delegate at the Ses- 
sion, leading a delegation of seven 
representatives from various gov- 
ernment departments. There were 
165 working papers considered by 
representatives from 79 contracting 
states and nine international organ- 
izations. 


A member of the staff is still serv- 
ing as Canadian Member of the 
ICAO Panel of Experts on Regula- 
tion of Air Transport Services. The 
Panel completed its work on a new 
formula for differentiation between 
scheduled and non-scheduled serv- 
ices, as well as model capacity 
clauses. However, there was no 
time to continue discussion on reg- 
ulation of non-scheduled services. 
The findings of the Panel will be 
presented to the ICAO Air Trans- 
port Conference in February, 1980.

_he Branch provides a continuous 
aalysis of the major factors at the 
‘ternational level affecting mari- 

_ me economic policy and their im- 


pact upon shipping, mostly foreign 
flag, serving the import and export 
trades of Canada. Positions taken 
by the Committee on economic reg- 
ulatory policy are presented by the 
Branch during formulation of Cana- 
dian governmental positions and 
through participation at interna- 
tional multilateral negotiations. Re- 
ports on the economic benefits to 
Canada of international maritime 
agreements are made to the Com- 
mittee. 


The Branch provided a Commis- 
sion representative to act as a ship- 
ping specialist on the Canadian 
delegation to the fifth session of the 
United Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development (UNC- 
TAD). The major shipping issues to 
be dealt with by UNCTAD over the 
next four years include rights of 
carriage in the bulk cargo trades 
and elimination of flags of conven- 
ience. Despite resistance from de- 
veloped market economy coun- 
tries, both the issues identified and 
the work program called for 
strongly reflect the ambitions of the 
majority of nations for increased 
government regulation of the sup- 
ply of maritime transport. 


On behalf of the Commission, the 
Branch co-ordinated the develop- 
ment of a Canadian position on ma- 
rine insurance that reflects the 
views of the private sector tending 
for more flexibility. The Branch 
provided a co-ordinator and 
spokesman for all developed mar- 
ket economy countries attending an 
UNCTAD working group meeting 
where it was agreed that ‘‘non-man- 
datory” standard clauses would be 
developed. Since further negotia- 


tion is envisaged in UNCTAD, the 
Branch has established a continu- 
ing liaison with industry in the in- 
terests of both underwriters and 
consumers. 


Ata series of Organization of Eco- 
nomic Co-operation and Develop- 
ment meetings on shipping, indus- 
trialized countries concentrated on 
such topics as flags of convenience, 
state-trading competition, cargo 
reservation, marine insurance, 
shipping supply and marine statis- 
tics. Of particular interest to the 
Branch officer attending was the 
level of government regulation of 
shipping viewed as acceptable in 
the trades between OECD countries 
and the rest of the world. 


The Branch participated in a series 
of discussions with the European 
Economic Community to deter- 
mine the basis upon which its 
member countries would ratify, 
and thereby bring into force, the 
UN Code of Conduct for Liner Con- 
ferences. Although Canada is not a 
contracting party to it, this Conven- 
tion is of interest as it deals with 
shipping cartels somewhat differ- 
ently than the Shipping Confer- 
ences Exemption Act administered 
by the Water Transport Committee. 
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International shipping analysis was 
provided for input into Canada’s 
shipping policy presently being de- 
veloped at the interdepartmental 
level by the Shipping Advisory 
Board. 


The Branch continues to initiate 
study in international maritime 
transport developments including 
their impact on Canada, and to pro- 
mote the development and im- 
provement of information avail- 
able. As an example, the Branch 
has been analyzing the quarterly 
customs statistics on Canada/U.S. 
cross-border container transits in 
ocean trades. The data was used ex- 
tensively in an inter-agency liaison 
committee with the U.S. Federal 
Maritime Commission. 


International 
Multimodal and 
Facilitation Branch 


The Branch maintains continuing 
analysis and assessment of interna- 
tional economic and legal regula- 
tory matters affecting transporta- 
tion by multimodal means into and 
out of Canada. It also participates 
in the formulation of Canadian po- 
sitions and negotiations at interna- 
tional meetings on matters having 
economic impact on multimodal 
transport operations. 


The Branch coordinated the ongo- 
ing interdepartmental activities 
and industry consultation in con- 


nection with the sixth session of 
the Intergovernmental Preparatory 
Group (IPG) of the United Nations 
Conference on Trade and Develop- 
ment (UNCTAD) to develop a draft 
Convention on International Multi- 
modal Transport (IMT). It provided 
the head of delegation to this sixth 
session in February-March, 1979, 
in Geneva, which completed the 
task of elaborating a draft Conven- 
tion. Several specific issues were 
left unresolved for decision by a 
conference of plenipotentiaries. 


In May 1979, the Legal Committee 
of the International Civil Aviation 
Organization (ICAO) met in Mont- 
real to study the legal implications 
of the proposed MT convention for 
international air law conventions 
and to formulate any conclusions 
which might be presented to the 
conference of plenipotentiaries. An 
officer of the Branch attended this 
meeting, along with representatives 
from the Commission’s Legal Serv- 
ices. While there was considerable 
discussion, the meeting was not 
conclusive and reported that many 
fundamental problems must be re- 
solved by the plenipotentiaries 
conference with a view to satisfac- 
torily include the air mode within 
the scope of the proposed MT con- 
vention. 


The convention in the main, seeks 
international agreement on the lia- 
bility regime and documentation 
requirements for the international 
carriage of goods by two or more 
modes of transport.

The Inland Transport Committee 
reviews the ongoing work of its 
subsidiary bodies such as the 
Group of Experts on Combined 
Transport, the Group of Experts on 
Transport Statistics, the Group of 
Experts on Customs Questions af- 
fecting Transport, and the Group of 
Experts on the Transport of Perish- 
able Foodstuffs. The Branch moni- 
tors the activity of the inland 
Transport Committee for its impact 
on Canadian interests and provides 
the mechanism for a Canadian re- 
sponse to matters of concern.

With the objective of facilitating 
multimodal transport, the Branch 
continues to represent the Commis- 
sion’s views and work with indus- 
try through the Canadian Organiza- 
tion for the Simplification of Trade 
Procedures (COSTPRO) in efforts to 
simplify and streamline transport 
documentation. This involves co- 
operation and participation in the 
work of the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Trade Distribution 
Systems in preparing the Canadian 
position for meetings of the ECE 
Working Party on Facilitation of In- 
ternational Trade Procedures.

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Commodity Pipeline Transport Committee 
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jommodity Pipeline Transport Committee 


uthority for this Committee is 
onferred under Part II of the 
fational Transportation Act. 


.commodity pipeline employs the 
ame principle as an oil pipeline. It 
ansports a mixture of water or 
ther liquids with granulated mate- 
al such as iron ore, coal, potash, 
ilphur or other mineral products. 
iquid anhydrous ammonia pipe- 
nes also fall within the Commis- 
on’s jurisdiction and, when the 
ipeline mixture is oil, the Com- 
tission shares its jurisdiction with 
ie National Energy Board. 


ommodity pipelines can be classi- 
ed as short or long distance sys- 
sms. (The shorter system is usu- 
ly an in-plant type of operation, 
ichasa pipeline disposing of tail- 
igs in a mining operation). The 
mger system, employing often 
vany auxiliary pumping stations, 
(in usually be defined as a trans- 
ortation system and is most likely 


to fall under the Commission’s ju- 
risdiction. This jurisdiction only 
applies when such pipelines trans- 
port commodities from one prov- 
ince to another or when a pipeline 
extends beyond a provincial 
boundary. The Commission’s judi- 
cial power involves the issuance of 
certificates of public convenience 
and necessity to construct and 
operate commodity pipelines. A 
secondary power consists in the fil- 
ing, disallowance, substitution or 
prescription of tariffs. 


Short-distance commodity pipe- 
lines have been employed exten- 
sively in Canada for many years. 
Since 1950 Canadian industry and 
governments have given serious 
consideration to long-distance sys- 
tems. This has necessitated a great 
deal of small and large scale pilot 
plant research on the physical char- 
acteristics of moving coal, potash, 
sulphur and iron ore by pipeline 
mixture with water or oil. 


Much of this work has been initi- 
ated and funded by the CTC. The 
private sector has also expended 
large sums of money in assessing 
technical feasibility and economic 
viability of specific commodity 
pipelines to connect remote re- 
sources to markets or to assess an 
alternative competing mode of 
transport with more conventional 
rail systems, particularly with re- 
gard to the negotiation of rail rates. 


However, long-distance systems 
have not been developed for lack of 
sufficient long-term volume to 
yield economies of scale necessary 
in this highly capital intensive 
transportation system. 


The Committee maintains itself in a 
state of readiness to deal quickly 
with certificate applications. To 
this end, a series of rules and regu- 
lations have been prepared to assist 
applicants and the Committee to 
expedite hearings. As well, there is 
a constant monitoring of domestic 
and international development in 
the areas of technology, economics 
and applications of the concept. In 
particular, continuing discussions 
with government and industrial 
concerns in Canada and the United 
States have occurred on subjects re- 
lated to construction and design 
standards, regulations, and policy 
implications pertaining to potential 
commodity pipelines.

When it considers an application, 
the Committee first determines 
whether the order or decision is 
one which is reviewable. This oc- 
curs when new and relevant facts 
have arisen which could have hada 
bearing on the modal committee in 
issuing its decision or order. The 
Committee will also review a deci- 
sion or order if it is shown that the 
modal committee erred in its appli- 
cation of the law, or in respect of 
the facts, or if it is shown that the 
modal committee breached the 
rules of natural justice, or if there is 
an important matter of principle at 
stake. 


Once the Committee has acknowl- 
edged that there is a prima facie 
case for review, it may itself deal 
with the matter or it may refer it 
back to the modal committee. As a 
general rule, it is only when there is 
new and relevant evidence that the 
Review Committee will refer the 
matter back to the modal commit- 
tee. 


During 1979, 91 applications for re- 
view were filed with the commit- 
tee; in addition 20 applications 
were carried over from the previous 
year for a total of 111 applications. 
Of these, 51 were denied, there be- 
ing no grounds justifying a review; 
52 applications resulted in a review 
of the original decision or order; 
eight applications had not been 
considered by year-end, the plead- 
ings not being complete. (See Ap- 
pendix CC) 


Of the 52 cases in which a review 
took place, six cases resulted in a 
confirmation of the original order 
or decision, and 27 resulted ina 
modification or rescission of the 
original order or decision. At year- 
end, 19 cases referred to the modal 
committees to conduct the review 
had not yet been decided. 


The committee held one public 
hearing in 1979. (See Appendix 
DD) 


Other avenues of appeal that are 
open to a party who is dissatisfied 
with a Commission decision or or- 
der, are the Federal Court of Canada, 
the Governor in Council, and in 
some instances the Minister of 
Transport. 


The Minister of Transport deliv- 
ered 26 judgements during 1979 on 
appeal from a decision or order of 
the Commission. Of the 26 appeals, 
16 were dismissed, seven resulted 
in a modification to, or rescission of 
the original decision or order and 
three were referred back to the 
Commission for review. In one case 
the review resulted in a modifica- 
tion of the original decision or or- 
der. By year-end, the Commission 
had not yet disposed of two cases 
referred to it by the Minister. (See 
Appendix EE) 


Significant 
Decisions 


Application by Les Distributions 
Eclair Ltée for review of Motor Ve- 
hicle Transport Committee deci- 
sion MC-LD-46 which denied an 
application under Section 11(x) of 
the Lord’s Day Act. 


Les Distributions Eclair Ltée had 
applied to the Motor Vehicle Trans- 
port Committee (MVTC), pursuant 
to Section 11(x) of the Lord’s Day 
Act, for permission to transport 
newspapers and other publications 
on Sunday. The application was 
denied by the modal committee on 
the grounds that it did not meet the 
criteria laid down in the Act. 
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Les Distributions Eclair Ltée then 
applied to the Review Committee 
for a review of the MVTC decision 
alleging, amongst other things, that 
the modal committee had erred in 
denying the applicant the permis- 
sion sought for the reason given in 
its decision. The company as- 
sumed, for lack of specificity in the 
MVTC decision, that the latter had 
ruled that the company did not 
constitute a “transportation under- 
taking” due to the fact that the com- 
pany carried its own goods and was 
not, therefore, engaged in transpor- 
tation for hire or reward. The com- 
pany contended that MVTC’s juris- 
diction under Section 11(x) of the 
Lord’s Day Act did extend to ‘“‘pri- 
vate trucking”’. 


The Review Committee declared 
the MVTC decision to be reviewa- 
ble, particularly on the basis of the 
jurisdictional issue raised, and 
held a public hearing in Ottawa, 
June 5, since it perceived that this 
issue was of national importance. 
All interested parties were invited 
to make their views known on the 
issue, either by way of written sub- 
mission or verbally at the hearing. 


In a decision dated March 30, 1979, 
the Review Committee concluded 
that the remedy afforded under 
Section 11(x) of the Lord’s Day Act 
was available to private trucking 
enterprises. It was also stated in the 
review decision that Les Distribu- 
tions Eclair Ltée had met all the 
criteria laid down in Section 11(x) 
of the Act. The Review Committee, 
therefore, reversed the modal com- 
mittee’s decision and granted the 
applicant permission to transport, 
on Sunday, newspapers intended 
for sale on that day. 


Application by the Canadian Inter- 
national Freight Forwarders Asso- 
ciation (CIFF A) for review of an 
Air Transport Committee decision 
which did not disallow Air Cana- 
da’s revision of its Air Freight Spe- 
cial and Terminal Services Tariff. 


In May of 1978, Air Canada 
amended its Air Freight Special 
and Terminal Services Tariff by, 
amongst other things, assessing a 
charge for shipments removed in 
bond; no such charge had been as- 
sessed in the past. 


Members of the CIFFA filed a pro- 
test with the Air Transport Com- 
mittee (ATC) with respect to the 
tariff amendment. Air Canada’s 
comments to the filed protest were 
sought and obtained by the ATC 
but not communicated to the 
CIFFA or its members. In June 
1978, the ATC advised the parties 
of its decision to allow the tariff 
amendment to become effective. 


In July 1978, the CIFFA applied to 
the Review Committee for a review 
of the modal committee’s decision; 
Air Canada opposed this applica- 
tion. The Review Committee found 
the ATC decision to be reviewable 
on the grounds that Air Canada’s 
comments on the protest had not 
been communicated to the CIFFA 
or its members. The Review Com- 
mittee ordered that a new set of 
pleadings be exchanged between 
CIFFA and Air Canada and held a 
public hearing in Ottawa, in Febru- 
ary 1979, on CIFFA’s application. 


The main issue to be resolved by 
the Review Committee was 
whether or not Air Canada was per- 
forming a service for which it could 
properly assess a charge. In light of 
the evidence adduced and argu- 
ments presented at the hearing, the 
Review Committee concluded, in 


its decision dated April 12, 1979, 
that a service was indeed being per 
formed. CIFFA’s application was |} 
therefore dismissed and the ATC | 
decision upheld. | 


Application by Canadian Pacific 
Limited for review of Railway 
Transport Committee’s Order 
R-27604. 


In September 1976, Spatsum Lum- 
ber (Lytton) Ltd. applied to the 
Railway Transport Committee 
(RTC) for an order compelling CP _ 
Rail to construct, atitsownex- 
pense, a farm crossing at grade 
across CP Rail’s right of way and 
track, near Lytton, B.C. 


Upon reception and investigation | 
of submissions from Spatsum Lum 
ber and CP Rail, the RTC isued Or-! 
der R-27604, dated Sept. 20, 1978, 
as applied for. CP Rail then appligt 
to the Review Committee for a re- © 
view of this order, in respect of the 
obligation cast upon CP Rail to pay, 
the cost of construction of the farm 
crossing. | 


CP Rail argued that its predecessol 
in title held title to the right of way 
over the lot in question before Spa’ 
sum Lumber’s predecessors in title 
held title to the lot.

1 March 1979, Wardair Canada 
975) Ltd. applied to the Air 
‘Transport Committee (ATC) for 
ermission to consolidate a num- 
er of Advance Booking Charter 
ABC) programs. At the request of 
ne ATC, Wardair appeared before 
) La modal committee April 17, 
979, to provide information in 
upport of its applications.

The following is an excerpt of the 
ATC decision: 


“As the Committee indicated above, 
Wardair has admitted setting up, ad- 
vertising and selling its 1979 Charter 
program in breach of the regulations. 
The Committee cannot condone that 
action. At this time, however, the Com- 
mittee does not view as acceptable the 
possible loss of Wardair as a charter 
carrier. This would cause serious in- 
convenience to a very large number of 
passengers and would at the same time 
remove a valuable competitive ele- 
ment from the Canadian commercial 
air industry. 


The Committee is therefore prepared 
to grant the applications by Wardair 
Canada (1975) Ltd. for the consolida- 
tions listed above until October 31, 
1979.” 


Decision 5785 issued by the ATC, 
April 18, 1979, was rendered with- 
out interested parties having been 
heard, as allowed under Section 71 
of the National Transportation Act. 
The Act provides that the Commis- 
sion may “‘upon the ground of ur- 
gency, or for other reason appear- 
ing to the Commission to be 
sufficient’’ hear and determine an 
application without notice to par- 
ties interested. Section 71 further 
provides that interested parties 
may, after becoming aware of the 
Commission’s ex parte decision, 
apply to the Commission to vary, 
amend or rescind that decision. 


Air Canada, CP Air and British Air- 
ways applied to the Review Com- 
mittee for a review and rescission 
of Decision ATC 5785. The air car- 
riers contended that the modal 
committee had abused its discretion 
resorting to its power, under Sec- 
tion 71, to hear Wardair ex parte, 
and on the grounds that, on the 
merits of the consolidation applica- 
tions, the ATC had erred in grant- 
ing the applications. 


The Review Committee’s Order 
1979-3, dated June 12, 1979, con- 
cluded that the Air Transport Com- 
mittee had properly invoked Sec- 
tion 71 and ruled that arguments as 
to the merits of the consolidation 
applications should be heard by the 
modal committee. 


The ATC accordingly held a hear- 
ing June 25, 1979, to hear the argu- 
ments raised by Air Canada, British 
Airways and CP Air and to hear 
Wardair’s rebuttal. In its Decision 
No. 5864 dated June 29, 1979, the 
ATC concluded that Section 
43.37(6)(c) of the Air Carrier Regu- 
lations prohibited the modal com- 
mittee from granting Wardair its 
consolidation applications in light 
of the fact that Wardair had, in re- 
spect of the ABC programs, contra- 
vened certain provisions of the Air 
Carrier Regulations. The ATC 
therefore rescinded its earlier deci- 
sion to grant Wardair’s consolida- 
tion applications. 


Wardair then applied to the Review 
Committee for a review of ATC’s 
second decision on the grounds 
that the committee had misinter- 
preted Section 43.37(6) of the Regu- 
lations. The Review Committee, 
after considering submissions by 
the four air carriers, concluded in 
its decision dated July 27, 1979 that 
the ATC had wrongly interpreted 
the section of the Regulations and 
held that this provision merely re- 
quires compliance by the consoli- 
dation applicant with the provi- 
sions of Section 43.37, not 
compliance with the other sections 
of the Regulations. Accordingly, 
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the Review Committee rescinded 
Decision ATC 5864 and restored 
the original ATC decision which 
had granted the consolidation ap- 
plications. 


Air Canada, CP Air and British Air- 
ways subsequently sought and ob- 
tained leave to appeal the Review 
Committee’s decision before the 
Federal Court of Appeal. However, 
the appeal was eventually dis- 
missed because all of Wardair’s 
consolidated flights had been com- 
pleted by the time the appeal was 
heard. 


CTC Cases before

Supreme Court Of 
Canada 


CTC & Att. Gen. of Canada v. CP 
Limited. Appeal No. 14920 (de- 
cided March 79). 


Appeal from a Federal Court of Ap- 
peal Judgement [reported in (1978) 
1FC 785] concerning the jurisdic- 
tion of the CTC (Railway Transport 
Committee) with respect to the 
abandonment of a rail barge service 
on Kootenay Lake, B.C. 


Canadian Pacific discontinued, 
without Commission’s approval, 
the operation of its rail barge serv- 
ice on Kootenay Lake. The Commit- 
tee, having determined that the 
said rail barge service fell under the 
definition of ‘‘branch line’, pur- 
suant to section 252 of the Railway 
Act, ordered CP to reinstate this 


service. CP appealed this RTC rul- 
ing to the Federal Court of Appeal 
who allowed the appeal, holding 
that the Commission erred, the 
Commission being without juris- 
diction over that rail barge since 
such service was not the operation 
of a line of railway but a form of 
water transport, the mode of con- 
veyance being the barge and not the 
railway cars. The CTC and the Att. 
Gen. of Canada, upon being granted 
leave, interjected a joint appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Canada. 


HELD: 

Appeal dismissed and the Federal 
Court of Appeal Judgement af- 
firmed. 


Federal Court of Appeal 


Air Canada and CP Air v. Wardair 
Canada (1975) Ltd. Appeal A-573- 
79 (decided November 1979). 


Appeal from a decision of the Re- 
view Committee reversing a deci- 
sion of the Air Transport Commit- 
tee and granting Wardair’s 
application for consolidation of 
certain Advance Booking Charter 
flights, pursuant to section 43.37 of 
the Air Carrier Regulations. 


HELD: 

Appeal dismissed. The Court was 
of the opinion that since all of the 
flights which were the subject mat- 
ter of the Review Committee’s deci- 
sion had been completed, a judge- 
ment by the Court giving its 
opinion to the Commission could 
be nugatory owing to the manda- 
tory provisions of section 64(5) of 
the National Transportation Act 
which requires the Commission to 
“make an order in accordance with 
such opinion” — and what order 
could the Commission make to rec- 
tify the error, if such error should 
be found, wondered the Court. As a 
result, the Court refrained from dis- 
posing of the appeal on its merits.

2) Not having satisfied the RTC the 
first time, CP made a new applica- 
tion for leave to open the sidings 
for traffic and to carry the sidings 
over the crossing, supported by 
new and further evidence. A new 
panel of the RTC was selected to 
hear that application, but before the 
proceedings could start, the same 
parties who had opposed the first 
CP application filed before the

Consumers’ Association of Canada 
v. Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion, Air Canada, CP Air, Pacific 
Western Airlines, Transair, Nor- 
dair, Quebecair, Eastern Provin- 
cial Airlines. Case No. T-1611-79 
— reported (1979) 2 C.F. 415 (de- 
cided April 1979). 


Applicant seeks prerogative writs 
— prohibition and certiorari — to 
prohibit CTC from hearing Air- 
lines’ filing of tariffs proposing fare 
increase and to quash CTC decision 
denying Applicant’s request fora 
two-week adjournment. Appli- 
cant’s principal ground for seeking 
adjournment was the necessity for 
a reasonable time to permit analy- 
sis of material filed by the Airlines 
and to permit Applicant to prepare 
its case. 

HELD: 

Application dismissed. The CTC 
decision to deny the adjournment 
sought and to proceed with the Air- 
lines’ evidence and cross-examina- 
tion by the intervenors, leaving 
open the opportunity of an ad- 
journment ata later stage should 
that procedure or the additional 
material demonstrate its need, is 
not on that ground tainted with un- 
fairness or denial of natural justice.

CP Ltd. & CNR et al v. Canadian 
Millers Association. Appeal No. 
15593 (pending at Dec. 1979). 


Appeal (pursuant to leave granted 
on May 7/79) from a judgement of 
the Federal Court dated March 16, 
1979, which dismissed an appeal 
by the Appellants from an RTC De- 
cision followed by Order No. R- 
26862, dated May 16, 1978, grant- 
ing the relief claimed by Canadian 
Millers Association from the Ap- 
pellant railways filed tariffs raising 
demurrage charges on export flour 
at certain eastern ports. The juris- 
diction of the CTC to make the Or- 
der complained of is founded upon 
the proposition that the increase in 
demurrage charges constitute a 
contravention of section 272(2)(b) 
of the Railway Act which imposes 
a limitation on the level of ‘‘rates 
on flour moving for export to an 
Eastern port...” 


Grounds for Appeal: The sole 
point for argument is whether sec- 
tion 272 of the Railway Act applies 
to charges for demurrage. The Ap- 
pellants submit that both the Fed- 
eral Court of Appeal and the Cana- 
dian Transport Commission erred 
in law in deciding that the said sec- 
tion of the Railway Act does apply 
to demurrage charges. 


Federal Court Of Appeal 


Att. Gen. of Newfoundland and 
Newfoundland and Labrador Fed- 
eration of Municipalities v. Cana- 
dian National Railway and Cana- 
dian Transport Commission. 
Appeal A-1-79 (pending at Dec. 
1979). 


Appeal from Decision No. MV-40- 
58, dated August 11, 1978, by the 
Motor Vehicle Transport Commit- 
tee (MVTC) which found, under 

S. 40 of the National Transportation 
Act, that the CNR special local pas- 
senger tariff No. 4-3 concerning its 
Roadcruiser service in Newfound- 
land, does not unduly take advan- 
tage of a monopoly situation fa- 
vouring a motor vehicle carrier. 


Grounds for appeal: 1) Alleged 
omission by MVTC to investigate in 
depth the Roadcruiser costs 
charged out by CNR. 2) Ruling by 
MVTC that Roadcruiser service is 
not an “imposed public duty”’ 
within the context of S.3 NTA. 

3) Ruling by MVTC that since the 
proposed tariff would not even 
cover cost of the Roadcruiser opera- 
tion and hence, would not take un- 
due advantage of a monopoly situa- 
tion, it was not empowered under 
S. 40(3)(a) NTA to fix a level of 
fares, regardless of the fact that the 
Roadcruiser is operating in a mo- 
nopoly situation.

CP Ltd. & CNR v. Columbia Con- 
tainers and CTC Appeal A-270-79. 
(Appeal pending at Dec. 1979). 


Appeal from RTC Decision and Or- 
der No. R-27815, both dated Octo- 
ber 24, 1978, made as a result of an 
application under S.23 NTA, 
which 1) directs CP and CN to re- 
move from their relevant tariffs of 
tolls the features found therein to 
be prejudicial to the public interest, 
2) cancels the demurrage charges 
charged to Columbia Container by 
the two railways pursuant to the 
impugned tolls, 3) declares Co- 
lumbia Containers to be ‘‘on dock”’ 
for the purpose of the demurrage 
tariff in question, and 4) directs 
the railways to accord Columbia 
Containers a free time allowance of 
five days in all cases where the traf- 
fic is export traffic. 


Grounds for appeal: Based on al- 
leged errors of law and/or jurisdic- 
tion in that 1) The statutory au- 
thority provided by S. 23(4) NTA to 
order a carrier to remove the “‘pre- 
judicial feature’’ of a toll cannot be 
construed as authorizing an order 
having retrospective effect. 2) The 
Commission can act under S. 23 
NTA if it decides there is prejudice 
to the public interest ‘‘in respect of 
tolls for, or conditions of, the car- 
riage of traffic within, into or from 
Canada’”’. It is submitted by the ap- 
pellant railways that demurrage is 
not a toll for or a condition of the 
carriage of traffic; it is a charge or 
penalty for the unreasonable deten- 
tion of railway equipment. 


3) S.23 NTA is not in pari materia 
with the Railway Act because that 
section applied to a “‘carrier’’, a de- 
fined term which includes rail- 
ways, ships, aircraft, motor vehi- 
cles and commodity pipeline. 

4) S.23 NTA does not permit the 
Commission to declare Columbia 
Containers to be ‘‘on dock’”’ for the 
purpose of the demurrage traffic 
under review. 


Federal Court of Appeal 


Province of B.C. v. Canadian 
Pacific et al Appeal A-617-78. 
(Appeal pending at Dec. 1979). 


The Province of British Columbia is 
appealing from Decision dated No- 
vember 17, 1978 and Order No. 
1978-5, dated November 22, 1978, 
made by the Review Committee, af- 
firming the Decision of the Railway 
Transport Committee of November 
24, 1978 on the questions of law re- 
specting the Canadian Transport 
Commission’s jurisdiction over the 
passenger train service of the Es- 
quimalt and Nanaimo Railway 
Company between Victoria (Esqui- 
malt) and Nanaimo, and on to 
Courtenay on Vancouver Island, 
which the Committee determined 
uneconomic and likely to continue 
to be uneconomic. 


TZ 


The Esquimalt and Nanaimo Rail- 
way was created and incorporated 
by the Island Railway Act (1884 
B.C. Sta., 47 Vict., c.14); it was de- 
clared in 1905 to be a work for the 
general advantage of Canada and, 
in 1912, was leased to CP Ltd. fora 
term of 99 years. 


The recitals of the Island Railway 
Act and the British Columbia 
Agreement Act (1884 Can. Sta., 47 
Vict., c.6) set forth, in part, the 
terms of an agreement with a Van- 
couver Island Contractor, Robert 
Dunsmuir, which had been entered 
into by the Government of Canada 
and the Government of British Co- 
lumbia for the purpose of settling 
their differences in respect of the 
construction of the transcontinen- 
tal railroad. 


Clause 3 of the said agreement 
(Dunsmuir Agreement) provided 
that the contractor was to maintain 
and work continuously a line of 
railroad of a given gauge from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo. 


Ata hearing before the Railway 
Transport Committee convened to 
hear an application by Canadian 
Pacific Limited to discontinue the 
said passenger train service, pur- 
suant to S. 260 of the Railway Act, 
the Government of British Colum- 
bia objected to the jurisdiction of 
the Committee to hear that applica- 
tion. This objection was founded 
inter alia on the proposition that 
clause three of the Dunsmuir 
Agreement, which was attached as 
a schedule to the British Columbia 
Act, was a provision of a Special 
Act which, by virtue of S. 3 of the 
Railway Act, overrides the power 
given to the Commission under 

S. 260 of the Railway Act. 


The Railway Transport Committee, 
in its Decision, came to the conclu- 
sion that the Dunsmuir Agreement 
was not incorporated into the main 
body of the Federal Act of 1884, 
and that the obligations contained 
in that agreement were not statu- 
tory obligations. The Committee 
also held that it had jurisdiction 
and authority on behalf of the 
Crown in right of Canada ‘“‘to mod- 
ify the terms of the original con- 
tract” (Dunsmuir Agreement). 


Grounds for Appeal: The Railway 
Transport Committee (RTC) and 
the Review Committee erred in 
holding that the Dunsmuir Agree- 
ment was not part of the British 
Columbia Agreement Act and that 
clause 3 of the said agreement was 
not a provision of a Special Act 
within the meaning of S.3 ofthe — 
Railway Act. | 
The RTC and the Review Commit- | 
tee erred in holding that the CTC 
had authority, on behalf ofHer 
Majesty in right of Canada, to amer 
the terms of the Dunsmuir Agree- 
ment. 


Research Branch 
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Research Branch 


The role of the Branch is to provide 
research support to the Commis- 
sion and its committees, to respond 
to requests from Transport Canada, 
and to carry out relevant anticipa- 
tory studies, all as required under 
the various provisions of the 
National Transportation Act. Ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the total 
resources of the Branch are used to 
meet the internal research needs of 
the Commission. While these re- 
search projects are, to a large ex- 
tent, carried out in response to ex- 
plicit requests from CTC 
committees, the Branch also initi- 
ates work in specific areas where 
anticipatory research is required 
and undertakes such projects in 
consultation with the committees. 


About one-quarter of the Branch’s 
staff resources during 1979 were 
devoted to meeting requests from 
Transport Canada, interdepartmen- 
tal committees and other govern- 
ment departments. The major 
Branch efforts in this area were on a 
study of railway costing methodol- 
ogies undertaken in response to a 
1977 Order-in-Council and partici- 
pation in studies of competition/ 
regulation in the air, highway and 
rail modes. This latter work was 
carried out under the aegis of an In- 
‘erdepartmental Steering Commit- 
‘ee consisting of representatives 
‘rom Transport Canada, Consumer 
and Corporate Affairs and CTC. 


Other research activity in this cate- 
gory included the completion of a 
study on the limitations of ship- 
owner liability undertaken for the 
Canadian Coast Guard; a joint 
study with Energy, Mines and Re- 
sources into the transportation of 
mineral concentrates in Canada; 
participation in an interdepartmen- 
tal economic analysis of the White 
Pass and Yukon Railway at the re- 
quest of Indian Affairs and North- 
ern Development; and an analysis 
of off-line elevators carried out at 
the request of the Grains Group of 
Transport Canada. The Branch also 
worked with the Canadian Live- 
stock Feed Board on a study of east- 
ern feed grains, assisted the Cana- 
dian International Development 
Agency on Peruvian transport sta- 
tistics, and the World Bank of 
Washington on the training of 
transport analysts. 


The remainder of the Branch re- 
sources is used to carry out a wide 
range of activities including re- 
search on emerging issues, the 
preparation of informational bro- 
chures, the production of the 
Transport Review and general ad- 
ministration of the Branch. 


Due to government restraints and 
reorganization, the number of pro- 
fessional staff members fell to 50 in 
1979. The Branch is headed by an 
Executive Director who reports to 
the Vice-President, Research and is 
divided into four sections. 


Three of these sections serve the di- 
rect needs of the CTC committees. 
The Freight Studies Section deals 
with problems related to the trans- 
port of bulk freight, primarily in the 
rail area, and the transportation of 
agricultural products, particularly 
grain transport. Passenger and Avi- 
ation Economics specializes in the 
air mode and in passenger trans- 
port in other modes while Trans- 
port Industries Analysis operates in 
the areas of highway and water 


transport and international multi- 
modal transport. Finally, Economic 
and Social Research acts as a sup- 
port group and provides special- 
ized expertise and inputs in eco- 
nomics, econometrics and 
sociology to other groups in the 
Branch or directly to the modal 
committees and other government 
departments. 


It has always been the Commis- 
sion’s policy to make as much of its 
research work as possible available 
to the general public. This avoids 
unnecessary duplication of re- 
search effort, and the Branch itself 
benefits from insights obtained by 
having its work examined by out- 
side experts. During the past year, 
the Research Branch made 11 for- 
mal research reports available to 
the general public. (See Appendix 
FF) In addition, a number of work- 
ing papers have been produced as a 
result of the Branch’s participation 
in the interdepartmental studies 
concerned with competition in the 
highway and air modes. These 
working papers will in due course 
be published as formal research re- 
ports. As a result of very favourable 
user reaction to the 1977 version of 
the Transport Review, an updated 
version was published in 1979. 
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Representative projects carried out 
by the Research Branch during the 
past year, on a modal basis, are as 
follows: 


Air Transport 


At the request of the Vice-President 
of the Commission, the Research 
Branch carried out a major analysis 
of Air Transport Committee deci- 
sions issued over the years 1973- 
78, from the standpoint of eco- 
nomic consistency. This was partly 
in response to outside suggestions, 
including the 1978 study by H.M. 
Janisch for the Law Reform Com- 
mission of Canada, that the CTC 
undertake an appraisal of its regu- 
latory activities. It was concluded 
that the Air Transport Committee 
decisions have followed a consist- 
ent pattern. The Committee’s pri- 
mary socio-economic objectives of 
adequacy and stability of service 
have generally taken precedence 
over competition. This regulatory 
approach still seems appropriate in 
the majority of Canadian air trans- 
port markets which are too small to 
lend themselves to direct competi- 
tion. However, the extension of this 
approach to high density routes is 
now being questioned, as adequacy 
and stability of service may best be 
secured by market forces. Similar 
analysis is now underway for the 
rail mode. 


The CTC contribution to the in- 
terdepartmental competition/regu- 
lation studies included extensive 
work on the air mode. This in- 
cluded an examination of the pric- 
ing and market structure of the 
Canadian airline industry; an anal- 
ysis of airline costs and revenues 
on different routes, including 
cross-subsidization; and an exami- 
nation of economies of scale and of 
route density. The analysis has al- 
ready been used by the Air Trans- 
port Committee in licensing stud- 
ies. 


Research support for the Air Trans- 
port Committee included work re- 
lating to the experience of Cana- 
dian air carriers in providing low 
priced air fares in the domestic 
market, a study of air fares, and an 
examination of the impact of regu- 
lations concerning the sale of char- 
ter transportation. A significant as- 
pect of this study was a large scale 
market survey undertaken on likely 
traveller reaction to changes in the 
conditions of sale of Advanced 
Booking Charters, both domestic 
and international. The Branch also 
examined the possible use of bel- 
ly-hold cargo capacity available in 
passenger aircraft used in charter 
services. 


Rail Transport 


The most important project carried 
out by the Branch in the area of rail 
transport, in terms of resource utili- 
zation, has been an examination of 
rail costing methodologies required 
by an Order-in-Council. The draft 
Phase II document of this project 
was submitted to members of the 
Steering and Technical Committees 
in the spring of 1979. Following ex- 
tensive review and discussions 


with the railways and the prov- | 
inces, revisions were made to the 
draft document and the report was | 
finalized late in the fall. The Final 
Report of Phase II of the study is 
presented in five separate volumes, | 
Submitted to the Minister of Trans- — 
port in December were the sum- 
mary volume, including conclu- 
sions and recommendations, and 
Volume II, which outlines ap- | 
proaches to the estimation of capi- 
tal costs. The remaining three vol- 
umes of Phase II will be submitted _ 
early in the new year. 


The Research Branch has also | 
worked closely with the Railway 
Transport Committee on the Re- | 
view of the Uniform Classification _ 
of Accounts. Ata public hearing to | 
consider an allowance for income 
tax in the railway cost of capital en- | 
tering into subsidy calculations, 
the Branch provided staff assis- 
tance. 4 


With respect to rail branch line eco- | 
nomics, the Branch maintains a 
computer model that simulates the | 
effect of potential changes in 
branch line configuration on rail, 
trucking and elevator costs.

Assistance has been pro- 
‘ided on all recent hearings on 
ranscontinental and regional pas- 
enger train services. This has in- 
luded the preparation of initial 

act books, assistance at the hearing 
irocess, the preparation of digests 

f information and assistance in the 
‘reparation of decisions. 


leeds and problems of the handi- 
apped are of great concern to the 
sommission. An open meeting on 
‘ansportation of the handicapped, 


in all modes under federal jurisdic- 
tion, was held in November and 
chaired by the Vice-President, Re- 
search. A report is currently being 
prepared on this important ques- 
tion. 


Water Transport 


Several working papers prepared 
earlier by the Research Branch with 
regard to Shipping Conferences 
operating in Canada were consoli- 
dated into one document and is- 
sued as a public research report. 


The Canadian liner freight rate in- 
dex was further refined as part of 
the longer term requirements for in- 
vestigation of liner shipping. The 
index will provide some basis for 
monitoring liner conference activ- 
ity in the future. 


At the request of the Water Trans- 
port Committee, the Branch pre- 
pared an extensive listing of deep- 
sea cargo vessels owned and/or op- 
erated by companies with a corpo- 
rate link to Canada. The study cov- 
ered bulk and general cargo vessels 
operating in the deep-sea trades un- 
der Canadian or foreign flags. De- 
tailed vessel information and pro- 
files of major companies were also 
compiled from published sources. 


Highway 
Transport 


As part of the Commission’s contri- 
bution to the interdepartmental 
committee on competition/regula- 
tion, two major working papers 
were completed on the trucking in- 
dustry. These were an examination 
of the cost and capital structure of 
the industry and an econometric 
measurement of the effects of regu- 
lation. Both studies are currently 
being reviewed by the provinces 
and by the industry and will be is- 
sued as research reports in the near 
future. 


The Branch commissioned two 
consultants to undertake studies of 
the trucking industry in Quebec 
and Alberta, two provinces which 
have adopted widely differing ap- 
proaches to the economic regula- 
tion of the industry. 


Staff also provided assistance to the 
Motor Vehicle Transport Commit- 
tee in connection with hearings 
held in Newfoundland with regard 
to service levels provided by CN’s 
Roadcruiser bus. 


International 
Transport 


The Reseach Branch continues to 
provide support on various interna- 
tional agreements dealing with in- 
surance and liability, including the 
new Convention on Claims and Li- 
ability. The Branch has recently 
published a report on the cargo res- 
ervation provisions contained in 
the new Convention on a Code of 
Conduct for liner conferences. The 
objective of this study was to exam- 
ine the share of Canada’s foreign 
trade carried by major maritime 
shipping nations and to determine 
the amount of cargo that would be 
reserved for a potential Canadian 
merchant fleet under the Code’s 
provisions. 


At the request of the International 
Transport Policy Committee, the 
Branch completed a study related 
to the international transport of 
bulk commodities with reference to 
merchant marine considerations. 


Work related to the air modes in- 
volved participation at two ICAO 
conferences concerning the regula- 
tion of scheduled and charter serv- 
ices, and extensive analytical stud- 
ies in connection with bilateral air 
negotiations between Canada and 
the United Kingdom. 


Traffic and Tariffs

he Maritime Freight Rates Act has 
ten in force since 1927. It author- 
i2s subsidies to rail carriers in the 
(lantic Region, on movements of 
“signated traffic performed by 


such carriers westbound from the 
“select territory” to destinations in 
Canada. Such subsidies are paid in 
recognition of reductions in freight 
rates imposed by the Act. The “‘se- 
lect territory” comprises all rail 
lines east of Diamond and Levis, 
Que. and south of the St. Lawrence 
River in the provinces of Quebec, 
New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island and New- 
foundland. 


The Atlantic Region Freight Assis- 
tance Act, which has been in force 
since 1969, authorizes the dis- 
bursement of subsidies to truckers 
on westbound movements from the 
“select territory” to points in Can- 
ada outside the ‘‘select territory” 
and payment of special assistance 
to carriers on movements per- 
formed within the “select territo- 
ry’. Subsidies paid under the first 
category are similar to those paid 
rail carriers under the provisions of 
the Maritime Freight Rates Act on 
westbound movements. 


All subsidies are disbursed in ac- 
cordance with regulations pre- 
scribed by the Governor in Council 
as follows: 


1. The Atlantic Region Freight 
Assistance Regulations relate to 
movements performed by truck- 
ers from points within the ‘‘select 
territory” to destinations in Can- 
ada outside the ‘‘select territory”. 


2. The Atlantic Region Selective 
Assistance Regulations pertain to 
movements performed by truck- 
ers, railways and railway express 
companies on designated com- 
modities from points within the 
“select territory” to destinations 
in Canada outside the “‘select ter- 
ritory”’. 

3. The Atlantic Region Special 
Selective and Provisional Assis- 
tance Regulations deal with 
movements of designated com- 
modities between points situated 
within the “‘select territory’. 


These Regulations apply to 
truckers, railways, railway ex- 
press companies and water carri- 
ers. 


Traffic and Tariff 
Studies Division 


The main functions of this Division 
are to administer, direct, review 
and edit the programs of investiga- 
tion and analysis required to pro- 
vide direct assistance and/or advice 
to other branches and to modal 
committees, in performance of 
their responsibilities as set out in 
the statutes. Its three specialized 
sections, Special Studies, Traffic 
Studies and Tariff Studies, respond 
to requests and enquiries from in- 
dustries, associations, agencies and 
the general public. 


Special Studies Section 


This Section investigates and ana- 
lyzes complaints, both formal and 
informal, received by the Commis- 
sion on matters of tariffs, rates, tolls 
and service, and makes recommen- 
dations to the modal committees. 


During the year, extensive studies 
were conducted on three applica- 
tions under Section 23 of the 
National Transportation Act and 
Section 281 of the Railway Act. Un- 
der these provisions, any person 
may apply to the Commission for 
leave to appeal the tolls for, or con- 
ditions of the carriage of freight 
traffic and passengers, respectively, 
on the grounds that they may be 
prejudicial to the public interest. 
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Woodpulp Disparities Case 


A group of Western Canadian 
woodpulp producing mills filed 

a formal application in 1977 under 
Section 23 of the National 
Transportation Act. A formal hear- 
ing, in 1978, was followed by an 
investigation and a decision in 
August 1979 directing the 


reinstatement of a formerly existing 


rate parity. The implementation or- 
der issued in October, 1979 was the 
subject of a second hearing in De- 
cember; a decision is awaited early 
in 1980. 


Woodpulp Incentives Case 
Another application, filed on be- 


half of virtually all Canadian wood- 


pulp producers, had to do with the 
absence of incentive rail rates on 
woodpulp shipments by Canadian 
producers. Staff action is continu- 
ing as it is anticipated the issue 
may be pursued following resolu- 
tion of the Disparities Case. 


Rail Passenger Fares - 
Vancouver Island 


In 1979, a citizens group on Van- 
couver Island filed an application, 
under Section 281 of the Railway 
Act, for leave to appeal VIA Rail 
passenger fare increases put into ef- 
fect during the year. An investiga- 
tion was carried out and a staff re- 
port prepared for the Railway 
Transport Committee. The report 


was subsequently forwarded to VIA 


Rail and the Vancouver Island E&N 
Steering Committee for their com- 

ments. A decision respecting leave 
to appeal is expected early in 1980. 


Other investigations were initiated 
with regard to VIA Rail passenger 
fares and services in eastern Cana- 
da, following numerous individual 
complaints. 


Staff also assisted the Railway 
Transport Committee in the prepa- 
ration of additional information re- 
specting CN’s application to with- 
draw its intra-provincial trucking 
services in Saskatchewan. 


Informal Complaints 


After investigating a number of in- 
dividual complaints from local mu- 
nicipalities and individuals, the 
Section prepared a report for the 
Railway Transport Committee on 
1979 fare increases and services on 
CN and CP Rail commuter lines in 
the Montreal area. 


Acting on a complaint from the 
B.C. Council of Forest Industries, 
an investigation was carried out to 
monitor the impact of discontinued 
through freight rates on carloads of 
lumber moving from northwestern 
United States origins to destina- 
tions in Eastern Canada. A final re- 
port on the subject is being com- 
pleted. 

Another study dealt with a com- 
plaint by Cast North America Lim- 
ited on container rail rates and the 
currency exchange surcharge on 
shipments handled at the Port of 
Montreal vis-a-vis competing 
movements via U.S. ports. A report 
was submitted to the Railway 
Transport Committee and the mat- 
ter was ultimately resolved to the 
satisfaction of the complainant. 


Studies and Reports 


Staff of the Special Studies Section 
participated in interdepartmental 
study groups conducted by Agri- 
culture Canada, Transport Canada, 
and Energy, Mines and Resources. 


Traffic Studies Section 


This Section is responsible for the 
investigation, analysis and the sub- 
mission of recommendations to 
modal committees on matters deal- 
ing with traffic flows, distribution 
and conditions of carriage. 


It also prepares reports on various 
subjects relating to transportation 
pricing, traffic movements and — 
market conditions of the transpor 
tation industry. A comprehensive 
traffic information data base is als 
developed and maintained in this 
Section. 


Formal Applications: 


Kamloops - Interswitching 


In 1977 the City of Kamloops au-

Introduction 


[he Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion is responsible for the regula- 
ion of transportation in Canada 
inder federal jurisdiction. 


Established by the National Trans- 
portation Act on Sept. 19, 1967, it 
succeeded and absorbed the Board 
of Transport Commissioners for 
Canada, the Air Transport Board, 
and the Canadian Maritime Com- 
nission. A western division was set 
1p in Saskatoon in 1979 to give 
Nestern Canadians direct access to 
he Commission. 


Nith the general objective of co- 
wdinating and harmonizing all 
arrier operations under federal 
urisdiction, the CTC is required to 
rerform all the functions vested in 
‘by the National Transportation 
ict, the Railway Act, the Aeronau- 
‘cs Act, the Transport Act and 
ther statutes. 


he CTC is a court of record. Its 
ecisions, though binding, are 
ibject to appeal; to the Federal 
ourt of Canada on questions of 

w or jurisdiction, and, in other 
ises, to its own Review Commit- 
e, the Transport Minister, or the 
overnor in Council. It consists of 
‘maximum of 17 commissioners. 
‘ney include the President and two 
‘ice-Presidents, the first being 
isponsible for matters of law and 
«ministration, the other for re- 
sarch. 


“1e powers and duties of the 
Ommission are divided among its 
Sven committees and two 

tanches. Five of these committees 
ryulate the different transport 
nides: air, rail, motor vehicle, 

V ter, and commodity pipeline. 

le two other committees deal

international transport policy. The 
two branches handle research as 
well as traffic and tariff questions. 


Focus in 1980 


During 1980, CTC committees 
issued 364 decisions and 3,146 
orders; it held 93 hearings over 187 
sitting days. 


Safety 


The Commission has been greatly 
concerned with rail safety. It was 
represented by counsel throughout 
the 127 days of the Grange Inquiry 
into the 1979 Mississauga derail- 
ment, and two Commissioners and 
a staff member of the Commission 
gave evidence. It also investigated 
and issued a report on the 1980 
MacGregor accident. There were 
continuous discussions on tighten- 
ing the regulations for the transpor- 
tation of dangerous goods. Regula- 
tions on the safety of railway 
employees who run trains were 
approved and referred to the Privy 
Council Office for promulgation. 
The Commission participated in 
federal-provincial-municipal meet- 
ings in December on improving 
rights-of-way regulations, and also 
approved funding of “Operation 
Lifesaver’, a Railway Association 
of Canada public education pro- 
gram on level-crossing hazards. 


The Handicapped 


Considerable attention was also 
paid to the transportation of the 
handicapped. In March, the Com- 
mission issued a report on a 1979 
public meeting on the subject, 
chaired by the Vice-President, 
Research; the issues raised led to 
the creation of a special advisory 
panel. Changes were made to tariff 
regulations, allowing self-reliant 
passengers in wheelchairs to travel 
without attendants, and requiring 
VIA Rail to provide lifting devices 
for their assistance. Members of 


the Commission appeared as wit- 
nesses before the Special Parlia- 
mentary Committee on the Dis- 
abled and the Handicapped, and 
also took part in the World Con- 
gress of Rehabilitation Interna- 
tional held in Winnipeg. 


Efficiency 


Changes in Commission structure 
and procedure were made to im- 
prove efficiency. The Railway 
Transport Committee was orga- 
nized from four into three 
branches, resulting in a better use 
of personnel. Prompted by the 
Auditor General’s Report, the 
committee also tightened up and 
streamlined its costing procedures 
which eliminated verification 
loopholes. A new classification of 
railway accounts was issued and, 
similarly, air transport accounting 
and statistical reporting was 
simplified. 


Flexibility 


More flexible regulations and 
simplified accounting procedures 
were established to permit greater 
carrier competition and less ‘“‘reg- 
ulatory burden”. An interim ex- 
change agreement was authorized 
enabling CP Rail to move grain to 
the CN-served port of Churchill. 
Changes in charter carrier regula- 
tions in February now allow space 
sharing between charter flight 
passengers and cargo. Certain 
specialty air services (i.e., aerial 
survey, crop-spraying, parachuting) 
have been exempted from comply- 
ing with air carrier regulations. For 
scheduled flights, carriers can now 
innovate fare reductions of nearly 
50 per cent.

Western Division 
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Western Division 
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The establishment of the Western 
Division of the CTC came about in 
1979 following a decision by both 
Cabinet and the Commission to 
have a visible presence in the 
West. 


The Western Division brings the 
Commission closer to Western 
Canadians. It facilitates communi- 
cation with the grain industry, air 
carriers, towns and communities, 
and users of transportation in the 
West, making it easier for the 
Commission to handle both formal 
applications and informal com- 
plaints. Through its interpretation 
of the role and function of the 
Canadian Transport Commission, 
the Western Division promotes a 
more effective public participation 
and awareness. Two Commission- 
ars operate out of the Commission’s 
western office in Saskatoon. 


Rail

Accident Investigation 


Between April 23 and June 27, 
1980, in response to a directive 
from the Minister of Transport, a 
public hearing and investigation 
were conducted into a major rail- 
way chemical spill which came to 
be known as the MacGregor De- 
railment. This accident occurred 
early on the morning of March 10, 
1980, on the Canadian National 
main line, at Deer, Man., west of 
Winnipeg. The Report of Inquiry 
Into the MacGregor Derailment 
was issued in September. It consid- 
ered all aspects of the accident and 
made a number of specific recom- 
mendations on how a recurrence 
might be avoided and failing that, 
on how one might be better han- 
dled. The report was widely circu- 
lated throughout Canada and was 
well received by all levels of gov- 
ernment, carriers, industry and the 
general public. 


An investigation was also con- 
ducted into an accident in CP 
Rail’s Winnipeg Yard, April 6, 
1980, when a moving train hit the 
side of a parked rail tank car con- 
taining methanol, a dangerous 
liquid chemical. The tank car 
ruptured and spilled part of its 
contents. The division is participat- 
ing in the monitoring of the imple- 
mentation of the recommendations 
contained in its ensuing report. 


Bulk Commodity Co- 
ordination 


The division’s regional office in 
Thunder Bay, Ont. was responsible 
for co-ordinating and expediting 
the transportation of a near record 
volume of grain products through 
that port. The Vancouver office, on 
the other hand, had to overcome 
the difficult circumstances and 
delays encountered by Vancouver 
export rail tonnage because of the 


closing of CN’s Second Narrows 
Bridge after an accident, and other 
transportation difficulties. 


Rail Relocation Projects 


During 1980, the Western Division 
was instrumental in the furthering 
of rail relocation projects at Regina, 
and Yorkton, Sask. Its Commission- 
ers also met with Lethbridge civic 
officials to discuss a relocation 
proposal, and a formal application 
is expected soon. 


Rail Grade Crossings 


Beginning in 1981, any matter 
concerning applications for signal 
crossing protection or any other 
improvement to crossings at grade 
for rail lines west of Thunder Bay, 
will be referred to and handled by 
the Western Division. 


Prairie Branch Line 
Rehabilitation Program 


Beginning in 1981, the Western 
Division will undertake manage- 
ment of the auditing functions of 
the Prairie Branch Line Rehabilita- 
tion Program. 


Passenger Train Service 


During 1980, a passenger service 
public hearing was held dealing 
with the CN/VIA Winnipeg-Far- 
lane service. A bench decision was 
issued Sept. 9, 1980 ordering this 
service to be maintained. A deci- 
sion was also issued on March 20, 
1980, dealing with CN’s Saskatoon- 
The Pas service. The public hear- 
ings had taken place between Nov. 
28 and Dec. 11, 1979. This service 
was ordered to be abandoned. 
Western Division personnel also 
took part in a CTC-conducted study 
of the Prince Albert-Saskatoon-

Railway Transport Committee 
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Railway Transport Committee 


The Railway Transport Committee 
RTC) regulates rail transportation 
under the jurisdiction of several 
federal statutes, such as the Na- 
tional Transportation Act, the 
Railway Relocation and Crossing 
Act and the Railway Act, and 
issues decisions and orders dealing 
with specific requests and applica- 
ions. 


[t holds weekly meetings and its 
nearings deal with matters affecting 
he safety and convenience of the 
oublic and users of the Canadian 
ail transportation system. The 
sommittee held 13 hearings during 
\9 sitting days in 1980, and issued 

{4 decisions and 1,651 orders. 


n 1980, the RTC reorganized its 
our branches into three. The new 
ranches at Commission headquar- 
ers are: Safety and Services, Stan- 
ards and Development, and Rail 
‘conomic Analysis. The committee 
lso has regional offices in Monc- 
m, Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg, 
‘algary, and Vancouver. 


he RTC administrative operations 
iclude inspection and evaluation 
f railways’ infrastructure, equip- 
‘ent, service and construction to 
asure compliance with safety 
andards and regulations. The 
ymmittee investigates accidents 
id administers subsidy programs 
hen railways are ordered by the 
TC to operate a rail service at a 
ss, in the public interest.

Equipment Quality Control 


The branch pursued its programs of 
evaluation, monitoring and regula- 
tion of the quality of railway rolling 
stock and stationary equipment. 


During the year, 26,739 units were 
inspected, and indications were 
that 3,271 motive power units and 
6,410 cars had defects of some 
kind, this being a decrease from 
1979 when 29,598 units were in- 
spected and 10,693 had defects. Of 
the 958 stationary and portable 
equipment units inspected in 1980, 
148 units were shown to have 
defects. 


Railway Infrastructure 
Quality Control 


Staff shortages once again pre- 
vented the establishment of specific 
programs to evaluate the state of 
the railway infrastructure. The 
branch was therefore forced to 
carry out inspections and investi- 
gations on an as-and-when-re- 
quired basis when complaints were 
received or when processing appli- 
cations for the approval of less than 
standard clearances, fencing ex- 
emptions, and bulk storage facili- 
ties for the handling of dangerous 
commodities. 


Appendix C lists the types, num- 
bers and disposition of applications 
received in 1980. 


The committee hopes that programs 
to monitor and evaluate the condi- 
tion of highway/railway crossings, 
track and right-of-way, as well as 
railway structures will be in opera- 
tion in 1981. 


Train Operations, Passenger 
and Freight Services Quality 
Control 


Railways’ performance in this area 
is constantly monitored. Particular 
emphasis, however, was placed this 
year on two experimental passen- 
ger train services, one between 
Halifax and Yarmouth, and an- 
other between Regina, Saskatoon, 
and Prince Albert, both having 
been ordered into operation by the 
committee. 


In a decision issued on the trans- 
portation of the handicapped, the 
committee, among other things, 
concluded that the effective Pas- 
senger Tariff should be amended, 
interpreted, or otherwise changed, 
to allow any self-reliant handicap- 
ped person in a wheelchair to 
travel on a train without an attend- 
ant. 


The test run of the LRC train con- 
structed for the use of Amtrak in 
the United States was keenly ob- 
served by the branch. The train is a 
prototype of the model to be intro- 
duced into Canadian service by 
VIA Rail sometime in the coming 
year. 


The 120 complaints about railway 
services were investigated or will 
be shortly. 
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Rationalization of Services 


The railways submitted 46 applica- 
tions for the abandonment and/or 
removal of non-prairie branch 
lines, sidings, and spur tracks. (See 
Appendices D, E and F) 


Hearings were held on the aban- 
donment of the CP Rail’s Mani- 
waki Subdivision and CN’s Yar- 
mouth, Dartmouth, Inverness, 
Marmora, and Haliburton subdi- 
visions. 


The branch played a consulting 
role in the formation of the Mid- 
Western Ontario Gray/Bruce Rail 
Rationalization Study to look into 
the rationalization of branch lines 
in that area. Officials of the Ontario 
Ministry of Transportation, CP 
Rail, and CN are participating in 
this study. 


At the beginning of 1980, Canadian 
National Railways had 14 agency 
centralization applications before 
the committee. During the year, 
two were withdrawn and subse- 
quently refiled, and new applica- 
tions were submitted for three 
servocentres. After thorough inves- 
tigation, eight servocentre applica- 
tions were approved and one was 
referred to the Western Division 
for further consideration. 


Accident Investigation 


Accidents investigated under sec- 
tion 226 of the Railway Act in- 
clude: a derailment in February of 
VIA Rail passenger train No. 1 on 
CP Rail’s Ignace subdivision, Ont.; 
in April, a side collision of two CP 
Rail freight trains at Winnipeg 
Yard resulting in spillage of metha- 
nol; in June, a derailment of a CP 
Rail freight train on the Windsor 
subdivision, Ont.; in August, a rear- 
end collision of two CP Rail freight 
trains on Nemegos subdivision, 


Ont.; in September, a side collision 
of two CP Rail freight trains on the 
Kaministiquia Subdivision, Thun- 
der Bay, Ont. 


The committee held public inquir- 
ies on two major accidents. In 
March, on the Rivers subdivision, 
Man., 31 cars of a CN freight train 
derailed. Twelve tank cars were 
carrying vinyl chloride monomer 
(VCM) and two were found to be 
leaking. In December, a CP Rail 
coal train derailed on the Fording 
River subdivision, B.C. 


Mississauga Derailment 


Commissioners and senior staff 
appeared before the Grange In- 
quiry to provide advice on all 
aspects of the Commission’s rail 
safety program. 


Standards and 
Development Branch 


This branch was created as a result 
of the reorganization of the Rail- 
way Transport Committee. Its areas 
of responsibility comprise those 
formerly handled by the Rail Sys- 
tems Development Branch, namely, 
the regulation of all construction 
that takes place on or near railways 
under the Commission’s jurisdic- 
tion and the administration of the 
Railway Grade Crossing Fund. 
Added to this is the compliance 
with Regulations for the Transpor- 
tation of Dangerous Commodities 
by Rail, formerly handled by the 
Rail Services Branch, and the 
development of regulations and 
safety standards for railway opera- 
tions, formerly handled-by the 
Safety and Standards Branch. 


Standards 
Regulations 


Nine changes were made to regula- 
tions. Three were revoked, two 
revoked and replaced, and four 


amended. Of these four, three 
concerned the transportation of 
dangerous commodities. 


Procedures 


Four new procedures were issued, 
one internal and three external. 


Railway Safety Advisory 
Committee 


The Railway Safety Advisory | 
Committee held three meetings _

Rail Economic 
Analysis Branch 


The branch is responsible for 
railway accounting, costing and the 
economics of specific services 
including subsidy administration.

Work began on the development of 
a continuous program to audit CN 
and CP Rail charges to VIA Rail. 


Accounting Systems Analysis 


This division is responsible for the 
Uniform Classification of Accounts 
(UCA), the audit of railway records, 
depreciation and cost of capital 
rates, and the analysis of financial 
reports. 


A two-year review and a hearing 
held in March resulted in the 
issuance of a new classification of 
accounts in 1980, identified as the 
UCA and Related Railway Re- 
cords. Meetings were held by the 
committees concerned with the 
implementation of the revised 
classification and more will take 
place in 1981. 


The overall quality of audit pro- 
grams continued to improve during 
1980 and a number of audits were 
performed using the new programs. 


An income tax decision issued 
during 1979 made it necessary to 
start developing methodologies for 


calculating the income tax allow- 
ance in cost of capital for subsidy 
purposes. For 1979 and subsequent 
years, each Class I and Class II 
railway must submit a claim to the 
committee for its cost of capital and 
the rate of income tax allowance. 


Costing Systems Analysis 


Responsibilities of this division lie 
in the development of costing 
methodologies and computerized 
costing systems to be employed by 
the Class I and II railways and the 
verification of unit and specific 
costs. 


A cost study on determining esti- 
mated variability of general admin- 
istration and communications was 
drafted and is scheduled for RTC 
review in early 1981. RTC approval 
for the costing method related to 
government-funded rehabilitation 
expenses and assets under the 
Railway Act was issued. 


There was extensive participation 
in the revised Uniform Classifica- 
tion of Accounts hearing and tech- 
nical committees, and attention was 
focussed on the development and 
implementation of geographic cost 
centres and related costing meth- 
ods. 


Development work was completed 
on costing methodologies for Class 
II railways for Northern Alberta 
Railways, Ontario Northland 
Transportation Commission, and 
Algoma Central Railway. 


The division successfully converted 
its computerized costing systems 
from the Canada Systems Group 
(CSG) to Industrial Technical 
Services (ITS) to improve overall 
efficiency. In response to the Audi- 
tor General’s Report, controls were 
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introduced to improve systems 
security and back-up capabilities. 


Costing regulations were amended 
to incorporate the committee’s 
decision on the approval of an 
allowance for income tax in the 
cost of capital calculations. 


Other achievements include: 


the completion and approval by the 
committee of final unit costs for 
1978 and considerable progress in 
the verification of final unit costs 
for 1979 (parallel verification pro- 
cedures are being rewritten in 
response to the Auditor General’s 
Report); 


development work and price level 
index approval were completed for 
1979 (actual), 1980 and 1981 (esti- 
mated) for use in determining unit 
costs for CP Rail and CN. Several 
methodological improvements were 
developed for implementation in 
the forthcoming revision of base- 
year weighting systems; 


CP Rail branch line and passenger 
train specific costs, which represent 
approximately 30 per cent of total 
railway costs, were finished up to 
1977. RTC decisions on specific 
administration and station employ- 
ees providing a portion of their 
time to passenger services were 
issued. Specific cost verification 
procedures were completely re- 
vised during the process. 


Rail Services Analysis 


The division’s main responsibility 
is to determine and recommend the 
payment of subsidies to compen- 


sate railways for uneconomic 
services operated as an imposed 
public duty. The staff also provides 
analytical support at hearings and 
develops cost estimates for the 
establishment of freight rate levels. 


In keeping with the policy of pro- 
gress payments for prior years’ 
claims, based on repayment with 
interest in case of overpayments, 
the RTC approved, as an interim 
measure, payments to Canadian 
National of $23.8 million for 1976- 
78, and to Algoma Central of 
$600,000 for 1979. 


At year end the total difference 
between railway claims and Com- 
mission subsidy payments for the 
period 1968-1980 was approx- 
imately $378 million. However, this 
difference does not represent 
amounts payable to the railways as 
it represents disallowances made 
by the RTC on over-claims, ineli- 
gible claims, and amounts held 
back pending final verification. 
Subject to committee decisions on 
oustanding issues and total verifi- 
cation of claims, the current staff 
estimate of probable eventual 
payments in respect of this differ- 
ence is $130 million. (See Appen- 
dices.) 


The resolution of outstanding 
branch line issues related to CN, 
CP Rail and NAR subsidy claims 
for prior years progressed during 
the year. For example, detailed 
investigation of NAR claims, car- 
ried out during 1980 for prior years, 
will enable NAR claims for all 
years to be completed during 1981. 


The Commission assisted in effect- 
ing the efficient movement of 
export grain to market by allowing, 
for subsidy purposes, the inclusion 
of Prince Rupert in the existing 
Reciprocal Grain Agreement 


framework (effective Aug. 1, 1980} 
and by allowing the inclusion of 
costs of moving CP Rail cars to the 
port of Churchill in CN’s subsidy 
claims, thus making this move 
possible. 


The Commission continued its 
financial support for those passen- 
ger services not provided by VIA 
Rail, such as the portion of the 
“Northlander” operated by CN anc 
Class II railway passenger trains. | 
The Commission also advanced its 
program to finalize all outstanding | 
subsidy claims from previous years 
for CN, CP Rail and the Class II — 
railways. 


Two experimental passenger ser- _ 
vices were inaugurated during 198 
under the direction of the Commis: 
sion, one operating between Hali- | 
fax and Yarmouth, N.S., and the 
other serving Regina, Saskatoon 
and Prince Albert, Sask. Their 
operations are being monitored by 
the Commission in cooperation 
with representatives of local public 
and private organizations. Deter- — 
mining the public response to and 
financial effect of certain im- 
provements to regional services 
will provide an indication of the 
future potential for these trains. 


Hearings were held by the Com- | 
mission on a passenger train dis- 
continuance application for the 
Winnipeg-Farlane service and to 
review changes in the operation ol 
the Sudbury-White River service. - 
Decisions issued during the year — 
ordered the discontinuance of two 
services and frequency changes in 
a number of others. 


Air Transport Committee 
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Air Transport Committee 


The Air Transport Committee 
(ATC) was established under the 
National Transportation Act for 
the purpose of carrying out the 
responsibilities of the Canadian 
Transport Commission in matters 
of transport by air. It administers 
the Aeronautics Act and formulates 
the Air Carrier Regulations for 
enactment by the Commission. 


Responsibilities 


A primary function of the commit- 
tee is the licensing of commercial 
air services. A substantial part of its 
work is therefore related to the 
analysis and processing of applica- 
tions. Under section 16 of the 
Aeronautics Act, the modal com- 
mittee must be satisfied that a 
proposed commercial air service is 
and will be required by the present 
and future public convenience and 
necessity before a licence is issued. 
Nevertheless, the ATC may sus- 
pend, cancel, or amend a licence 
where, in its opinion, the public 
convenience and necessity so 
requires. (See Appendix Y) 


Jircumstances sometimes dictate 
hat the committee grant a licence 
m application for services estab- 
ished as a result of international 
igreements, and the Commission 
nay, by regulation, exempt services 
rom the requirement to meet the 
est of public convenience and 
ecessity. Other categories of ser- 
ice, such as crop spraying by 
flying farmers’, some types of 
2ases, and certain occasional 
perations by foreign air carriers, 
ave also been exempted from the 
quirement to hold a licence. 


0 facilitate licensing and applica- 
on, the committee has established 
asses of service, and groupings 
cording to aircraft size. 


oe 


Air carriers operating unit toll and 
charter services are normally re- 
quired to file their tariffs with at 
least a 30-day advance notice. 
Tariffs come into effect as filed, 
unless disallowed or suspended by 
the committee. Parts V and VI of 
the Air Carrier Regulations, issued 
pursuant to section 14 of the Aero- 
nautics Act, confer authority on the 
committee to deal with tariffs and 
to determine the justness and 
reasonableness of tolls; the ATC is 
also empowered to substitute or 
prescribe rates in light of these 
criteria. 


Air carriers are required to furnish 
transportation in accordance with 
the terms and conditions of their 
licence, and provide adequate 
service, equipment, and facilities. 


Most international air service 
agreements provide for consulta- 
tion between designated airlines, 
use of International Air Transport 
Association (IATA) rate-making 
procedures where applicable, 
consultation between aeronautical 
authorities, and arbitration as a 
final resort. Resolutions approved 
at IATA Traffic Conferences are 
subject to acceptance and/or ap- 
proval by aeronautical authorities. 


Under section 12 and 13 of the 
Aeronautics Act, the committee is 
authorized to conduct investi- 
gations and surveys, and make 
recommendations to the Minister of 
Transport in all matters relating to 
civil aviation, either on direction 
from the Minister or on its own 
motion. 


Organizational Structure 


The committee has four branches: 
The Administration Branch, the Air 
Services Analysis Branch, the 
International Air Transport Branch 
and the Operations Branch. Each 
branch reports to the committee 
through the ATC Executive 
Director. 
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Administration 
Branch 


The Administration Branch com- 
prises the Executive Director’s 
office and the Secretariat, headed 
by the Secretary. Its general func- 
tions include the signing of orders, 
licences, and official committee 
correspondence; the drafting and 
preparation of regulations, orders, 
and decisions; responsibility for 
agendas and minutes of committee 
meetings; liaison role between the 
committee and its branches or 
Commission committees; and the 
co-ordination of estimates and 
forecasts for budget purposes. The 
Executive Director directs and co- 
ordinates all ATC staff programs 
and acts as an adviser to the Chair- 
man, ATC, and the Commission as 
a whole. (Significant decisions and 
orders at the end of the ATC 
section) 


Air Services 
Analysis Branch 


Within this branch, five divisions 
provide economic, regulatory, 
financial, and operational analysis 
and advice. 


The Economics Analysis Division 
provides economic advice to the 
committee; assesses applications; 
investigates whether or not pro- 
posed services meet the tests of 
public convenience and necessity 
and of public interest; participates 
as support staff at hearings; and 
carries out economic investigations 
and surveys relating to both spe- 
cific air carrier operations and the 
industry as a whole. 
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The Audit Division maintains a 
continuing review of air carrier 
accounting and, when required, 
makes recommendations on 
changes in the committee’s guide- 
lines and regulations dealing with 
financial matters as well as on 
standards of financial fitness appli- 
cable to Canadian commercial air 
services. It assesses all applications 
submitted to the committee for new 
air service authorities, transfers of 
controlling interest, mergers, and 
consolidations. The division period- 
ically carries out field audits of air 
carriers to ascertain the validity of 
subsidy claims. Frequently the 
division is required to make special 
financial investigations of violations 
of the committee’s rules and reg- 
ulations; it also provides financial 
expertise to the Enforcement Sec- 
tion of the Operations Branch in 
connection with their field investi- 
gations. 


The Financial Analysis Division 
provides advice to the committee 
on the validity of proposed fare 
and tariff changes, their justness 
and reasonableness, the adminis- 
tration of air carrier subsidies, the 
continuing review of financial 
adequacy of carriers operating 
international charters and the 
protection of passengers’ advance 
payments. It is studying the prob- 
lem of rates of return and making 
other financial analyses relevant to 
the air carrier industry. 


The Operations Analysis Division 
conducts studies and submits re- 
ports on the operation and manage- 
ment of air carriers. It also investi- 
gates and reports on the 


performance and operational char- 
acteristics of aircraft and equip- 
ment utilized in specific existing 
and proposed commercial air 
services. The division is responsi- 
ble for the developing and super- 
vising of computer processing of 
aviation statistics. 


The Policy Advisory Division 
develops and recommends amend- 
ments affecting the economic as- 
pects of the Air Carrier Regula- 
tions. It also reviews and 
recommends modifications to the 
committee’s statistical reporting 
requirements, and represents the 
committee at economic and statisti- 
cal conferences of the International 
Civil Aviation Organization. It also 
participates in the reassessment of 
government aviation policies with 
interdepartmental committees. 


Changes in Regulations 


The Air Carrier Regulations were 
amended to exclude, for a period 
of three years beginning Jan. 1, 
1980, proposed Class 7 Specialty 
(aerial application and distribution, 
aerial photography and survey, and 
commercial air services) from the 
requirement to prove present and 
future public convenience and 
necessity as required by subsection 
16(3) of the Aeronautics Act. A 
similar exemption was made for 
existing rotating wing licensees 
(Class 4 or Class 7 Specialty, flying 
training) who apply for authority to 
use helicopters in groups for which 
they are not authorized, or for 
removal of restrictions on the 
number or type of aircraft they may 
use for these services. Their three- 
year exemption period began Aug. 
1, 1980. They were also exempted, 
for the same period, from including 
long-term charter rates in their 
tariffs. 


In February, the Governor in 
Council amended the international 
and domestic advance booking 


charter rules to permit changes in 
reservations, the carriage of belly- 
hold cargo and, within Canada 
only, last minute sales of passenger 
transportation up to one third of 
the capacity of the aircraft. 


Use of aircraft for commercial air 
services in glider, glider-towing 
and parachute-jumping operations 
have been exempted from the 
requirement to hold a licence 
under section 16 of the Aeronautics 
Act. 


In 1979, the regulations had been | 
changed to permit air carriers | 
operating small aircraft under valid 
charter licences to provide courier © 
air services. During 1980, the com- | 
mittee considered whether or not tc 
extend this permission to include | 
medium and large size aircraft and, 
at year’s end, was considering if 
carriers holding international 
charter licences should be permit- | 
ted to provide transborder air 
courier services. | 


On Oct. 31, 1980, the Air Transport 
Committee released a discussion 
paper on the provision of low-cost | 
domestic air travel. This staff paper 
proposed new approaches and 
discussed the need to develop a 
simplified regulatory regime which 
would significantly reduce the 
difficulty, complication, and 
workload for both the air carriers | 
and the regulatory authority. To 
this end, it was proposed that the 
charter services now provided 
under the ABC domestic regula- 
tions be replaced by a new class of. 
service called, tentatively, Class 10, 
- Variable Specific Point Unit Toll} 
commercial air service. A deadline

Another interdepartmental group, 
known as the Aviation Statistics 
Requirements Committee (ASRC), 
and composed of representatives 
from Transport Canada, Statistics 
Canada, and the CTC, was formed 
to review all statistical and finan- 
cial data provided regularly to the 
Air Transport Committee through 
the Aviation Statistics Centre. In 
determining the essential needs for 
Canadian and foreign air carrier 
data, the ASRC held a series of 
informal discussions during the 
spring of 1980 at which the users of 
aviation statistics within Transport 
Canada, Statistics Canada and the 
Commission were given the oppor- 
tunity to define and defend their 
essential requirements. The ASRC 
was then able to develop a new 
reporting system, incorporating 
reduced reporting frequency and, 
in many instances, a lessening in 
the amount of data required, as 
well as a simplification in the 
layout of statements compared to 
the reporting format used up to 
1980. 


In December, a proposal to intro- 
duce the revised statistical report- 
ing system was sent to air carriers 
for comment. At the same time, the 
carriers were advised that they 
would be exempted, until further 
notice, from completing and filing 
the forms currently prescribed by 
Part VIII, (described in Schedule X 
of the Air Carrier Regulations on 
information pertaining to 1981 
operations) and that monthly and 
quarterly statements prescribed by 
the new system for January to the 
end of June 1981 would not have to 
be filed until September of that 
year. 


Concurrently with the statistical 
review, the committee’s Uniform 
System of Accounts and Reports is 
being re-issued to conform with 
recent advances in airline account- 


ing. A study of methods of alloca- 
tion of costs and revenues by routes 
or networks is also in progress. 


Regional Air Carrier 
Subsidies 


Subsidy audits were carried out on 
EPA’s and Quebecair’s routes 
supported under the regional air 
carrier subsidy policy, as well as on 
Perimeter Airline (Inland) Ltd.’s 
Winnipeg-Brandon-Dauphin ser- 
vice subsidized by Transport 
Canada. 


Subsidies were paid out of the 
committee’s budget to Quebecair 
for its subsidiary’s Lower North 
Shore service, and to Eastern 
Provincial Airways (1963) Ltd. for 
its continued losses on three routes 
in the Atlantic region which serve 
remote areas and are deemed 
essential to the public interest. One 
additional service for which EPA 
applied for a subsidy was ruled 
ineligible by the committee. 


Fares and Rates 


In 1980, cost increases forced pas- 
senger fares up at an unprece- 
dented rate with fuel costs increas- 
ing at nearly twice the rate of other 
costs. By the end of 1980, the ap- 
proximate increase in domestic 
scheduled passenger air fares over 
those in force at the end of 1979 
were, for Air Canada 16 per cent, 
CP Air 16 per cent, Pacific Western 
17 per cent, Eastern Provincial 17 
per cent, Quebecair 22 per cent 
and Nordair 17 per cent. Domestic 
cargo rate increases of the same 
percentages were also found neces- 
sary. 


One application for a passenger 

fare increase of seven per cent by 
most of the mentioned air carriers 
was disallowed, but the committee 
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agreed to increases of up to three 
per cent, principally to cover fuel 
cost increases. One carrier applied 
to the Review Committee for a 
review of the disallowance. Fol- 
lowing referral of a portion of the 
application by the Review Commit- 
tee to the Air Transport Committee, 
the case was reconsidered and the 
original order of disallowance was 
reaffirmed. 


International Air 
Transport Branch 


The responsibilities of this branch 
are to ensure that the regulatory 
structures and mechanisms in 
bilateral and multilateral agree- 
ments on international air services 
suit the needs of Canadian users of 
air transport and help to increase 
the economic benefits to Canada 
and Canadian air carriers. This 
branch is a part of the Air Trans- 
port Committee staff organization 
but also reports to the International 
Transport Policy Committee on 
policy matters concerning interna- 
tional air transport. 


Principal activities of the branch 
are: 


¢ preparing for and negotiating 
agreements leading to the develop- 
ment and operation of air services 
between Canada and other coun- 
tries; 


° assisting in the implementation 
and administration of agreements 
through analysis and interpretation 
of their condition and operative 
clauses, and advising on their effect 
upon Canadian users and carrier 
interests; and 


* representing Canadian interests at 
meetings of international and 
intergovernmental organizations 


such as the International Civil 
Aviation Organization (ICAO) and 
the European Civil Aviation Con- 
ference (ECAC). 


Bilateral Scheduled Air 
Services Agreements 


Germany 


At the request of German authori- 
ties, consultations were begun on 
revising the present route structure; 
further discussions will be held in 
the new year. 


Mexico 


Exploratory talks and negotiations 
were held with the Mexican autho- 
rities to discuss revisions to the 
scheduled air services agreement. 
Further negotiations are expected 
to take place in Ottawa in February 
1981. 


Scandinavian countries 


The object of these consultations 
with the Scandinavian authorities 
was to achieve 4 common under- 
standing on several technical is- 
sues. Talks on access to Toronto by 
Scandinavian Airlines Systems 
(SAS) were not resumed because of 
the moratorium on additional 
access to the Toronto airport. 


United States of America 


One round of negotiations with 
U.S. authorities was held to discuss 
revisions to both the scheduled and 
non-scheduled air services agree- 
ments. Further discussions are now 
planned for March 1981. 


United Kingdom 


As a result of five rounds of talks 
held between the two governments 
over the course of the year, a new 
agreement for air services between 
the two countries was initialled. 
Essentially, it provided the oppor- 
tunity for British Airways to start 
direct services to Western Canada 


across the Atlantic and for a yet-tc 
be-designated British airline to sta 
services to Western Canada from 
Hong Kong. In their turn, Canadia 
airlines will have the opportunity 
to expand their services to other 
countries through points in United 
Kingdom territory. 


International Civil Aviation 
Organization (ICAO) 


A representative of the branch 
continues to be the Canadian 
alternate delegate to the Air Trans 
port Committee of ICAO, which — 
considers economic matters relate 
to international aviation. ) 


In the field of facilitation, the 
director of the branch acts as chai) 
man of the Canadian National 
Facilitation Committee. During 
1980, the committee’s primary 
concern was the amendments of | 
Annex 9 to the Chicago conventio, 
dealing with the international 
Standards and Recommended 
Practices on Facilitation. These 
amendments were brought about | 
by the 9th Session of the ICAO ©

‘perations Branch 


‘his branch is organized into two 
Cyisions: Tariffs and Services, and 
Lsensing. 
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The Tariffs and Services Division 
(formerly Fares, Rates and Services 
Division) comprises two sections: 
one for unit toll services, which is 
responsible for the tariffs, tolls and 
services of Class 1, 2, 3, 8, 9-2 and 
9-3 air carriers; and the other 
section charged with jurisdiction 
over charter tariffs, tolls, and ser- 
vices of Class 4, and 9-4 air carri- 
ers. 


The role of this division is ensuring 
that consumers’ interests are pro- 
tected; that the conditions of car- 
riage and the level of tolls are 
reasonable and non-discriminatory; 
and that the fences surrounding 
special fares are such that there is 
an adequate supply of services at 
prices which will promote travel 
with optimum utilization of re- 
sources by carriers. The division 
also deals with complaints and 
conducts investigations into mal- 
practices by air carriers. 


The Licensing Division administers 
the committee’s domestic and 
international licensing policies and 
regulations. It has four sections. 


The Domestic Section works pri- 
marily in the area of analysis and 
compliance as it applies to licens- 
ing of unit toll (route) and charter 
(base) operations, including com- 
plaints involving operations out of 
another carrier’s base and between 
points on another carrier’s licence. 


The International Section handles 
the licensing of both scheduled and 
charter international air services, 
into and out of Canada, and over- 
sees the large volume of interna- 
tional advance booking and inclu- 
sive tour charters; it also attends in 
support of certain international air 
negotiations between Canada and 
other countries. 


The Analysis Section is responsible 
for providing analytical reports on 
regulations, licences and applica- 
tions. It has revised, on a continu- 


ing basis, all air licences to achieve 
conformity with new weight group- 
ings made part of the Air Carrier 
Regulations in 1972. This project 
was completed in 1980. 


The Enforcement Section is pri- 
marily responsible for the investi- 
gation and prosecution of illegal 
and unlicensed air operations. 
Regional offices are located in 
Vancouver and Edmonton. This 
section has just completed its first 
full year of operation; results 
achieved and comment from the 
industry have been very 
satisfactory. 


Enforcement 


During the period January to De- 
cember 1980, 168 cases were dealt 
with. Eighty-five cases were refer- 
red to the RCMP for further in- 
quiry. Court proceedings resulted 
in a range of judgements from 
absolute discharge to fines of up to 
$15,000. An increase was recorded 
in cases investigated disclosing 
offences against statutes other than 
the Aeronautics Act. The results of 
these investigations were referred 
to the appropriate agencies for 
action. 


In addition to ATC enforcement 
investigations, the division devoted 
much time to assisting the RCMP 
by explaining, interpreting and 
investigating aeronautic infractions. 
Similar assistance was given to the 
Department of Justice in the prepa- 
ration and presentation of cases 
being prosecuted. 


Since its inception the Enforcement 
Section has placed a great deal of 
emphasis on increasing liaison with 
the RCMP, the Department of 


Justice, Transport Canada and 
licenced air carriers. One-day 
seminars, outlining enforcement 
concerns and responsibilities under 
the Aeronautics Act and applicable 
regulations, have been held with 
three RCMP Sub-Divisions, as a 
part of a RCMP three-day national 
seminar at Halifax. When re- 
quested, the section provides assist- 
ance to the RCMP in conducting 
investigations under the Act. 


Enforcement Section liaison with 
the Department of Justice has 
resulted in a noticeable im- 
provement in the prosecution of 
cases under the Aeronautics Act 
because the court is provided with 
a better understanding of the of- 
fense. This has generally resulted 
in the levelling of a more severe 
fine against the accused and ob- 
viously creates a stronger deterrent 
to other would-be offenders. 


Greater liaison with Transport 
Canada and air carriers has re- 
sulted in better identification of 
offenders and assistance in gather- 
ing necessary evidence on which to 
base prosecution. 


Complaints 


The number of complaints in- 
creased in 1980, compared to the 
previous year.

There were fewer complaints 
against inevitable fuel surcharges 
but more passengers inquired why, 
after paying for a ticket, they had to 
pay extra to compensate for a fare 
increase. 


Internal Procedures 


During 1980, internal procedures 
were established to allow carriers 
to recover, without undue adminis- 
trative delay, increases in fuel costs 
or changes in currency. 


Comments on guidelines previously 
distributed are being evaluated. 
They would allow greater freedom 
to carriers to innovate “deep dis- 
count” fares, in certain circum- 
stances, without justification. 


At the end of 1980, a uniform 
system of justification for changes 
in tolls was developed and insti- 
tuted to simplify and standardize 
the presentation of data in support 
of changes. 


Significant Decisions and 
Orders 


Decision No. 6068 authorized 
Canadian Intercity Airspeed Cou- 
rier Ltd. to operate a Class 3 ser- 
vice with Group C aircraft trans- 
porting envelopes and packages 
between Montreal, Ottawa, To- 
ronto, Winnipeg, Calgary and 
Vancouver. 


Decision No. 6073 approved 
Swiftair Cargo Limited’s Class 3 
service with Group G aircraft for 
goods only, serving Montreal, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, Edmonton, and 
Abbotsford/Vancouver. 


Decision No. 6099 approved CP Air 
service to Halifax and denied EPA 
service to Toronto. This decision 
was subsequently reversed by the 
Governor in Council. 


Decision No. 6169 authorized Class 
8 service by Republic Airlines Inc. 
between Montreal and Detroit. 


Decision No. 6160 approved a Clas 
9-2 service by Frontier Airlines Inc 
serving Regina, Saskatoon, and 
Minot (North Dakota).

Water Transport Committee 


The Water Transport Committee 
(WTC) administers the Transport 
Act, which governs the transport of 
goods and passengers by ship, from 
one port to another in Canada, 
within areas proclaimed by the 
Governor in Council. 


committee jurisdiction under the 
Act is two-fold. Its judicial func- 
ions include licensing and the 
ipproval of tariffs. In considering 
ipplications for water transport 
icences, the committee must deter- 
aine whether public convenience 
nd necessity require the service. 
‘he committee must also approve a 
tandard tariff of tolls or, if this is 
eemed to be unjust or unreason- 
ble, disallow the tariff and either 
2quire the substitution of a new 
riff or prescribe another. 


he administrative authority of the 
»mmittee embraces freight classi- 
cation, financial and statistical 
‘turns, and filing procedures for 
tiffs and licence applications. 


(ther statutes confer additional 
isponsibilities on the WTC. 


‘ie Pilotage Act, in force since 

hb. 1, 1972, provides for pilotage 
srvices in four geographical re- 
ns across Canada. A pilotage 
ethority has been created for each 
rzion to establish, operate, main- 
tin, and administer, in the inter- 
es of safety, an efficient pilotage 
S'vice. 


Ech pilotage authority is required 
bthe Act to give public notice in 
th Canada Gazette of every tariff 
0 dilotage charges that it proposes 
‘Orescribe. Any interested person 
Wo believes that the proposed 

laff is prejudicial to the public 
rest may file a notice of objec- 
ha. It is upon receipt of such 


notice that the committee acquires 
jurisdiction. The proposed changes 
may not be implemented until the 
committee has conducted an inves- 
tigation, which may include the 
holding of public hearings. The 
appropriate authority is then gov- 
erned by the WTC recommenda- 
tion. 


The St. Lawrence Seaway Author- 
ity Act empowers this authority to 
establish tariffs of tolls and, where 
such tariffs are not set by agree- 
ment between -Canada and the 
United States, they must be filed 
with the committee. The tariffs 
become effective on their date of 
filing. 

The committee is also responsible 
for administering the Shipping 
Conferences Exemption Act, 1979, 
which came into effect April 1, 
1979, replacing previous legislation 
that had expired March 31, 1979. 
The new legislation exempts cer- 
tain shipping conference practices 
from the provisions of Combines 
Investigation Act and requires the 
shipping conferences to file freight 
tariffs and other documents with 
the Commission. 


Under the Energy Supplies Emer- 
gency Act, 1979, the Energy Sup- 
plies Allocation Board is empow- 
ered, among other things, to direct 
the Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion to order that a Canadian ship 
be used or sailed as required by the 
Board, and, to authorize a non- 
Canadian ship to carry any control- 
led product between points in 
Canada when no Canadian ship is 
available to ensure adequate sup- 
plies of these products. 


The Coasting Trade Exemption 
Regulations provide for the exemp- 
tion of certain non-Canadian ships 
engaged in the coasting trade of 
Canada from the application of 
Part XV of the Canada Shipping 
Act. The committee advises the 


Minister of National Revenue on 
the availability of suitable Cana- 
dian ships when vessels of a for- 
eign country are being considered 
for engagement in the coasting 
trade. 


The committee also deals with 
notices of proposed acquisitions 
made to the Commission pursuant 
to section 27 of the National Trans- 
portation Act, if such proposals 
contemplate the acquisition of an 
interest in a water transport 
undertaking. 


Pilotage Authorities 


As no objections were received, 
amendments, published Jan. 19, 
1980 by the Great Lakes Pilotage 
Authority Ltd., to its tariff regula- 
tions came into effect March 27, 
1980, without committee in- 
volvement. 


For the same reason, amendments 
to the Fraser River Tariff Regula- 
tions of the Pacific Pilotage Author- 
ity, filed June 7, 1980 became ef- 
fective July 24, 1980, without a 
public hearing. The Pacific Pilotage 
Authority also published amend- 
ments to its Coastal Tariff Regula- 
tions on April 28 and Aug. 16, 1980, 
and, since no objections were filed, 
the tariffs became effective June 12, 
and Oct. 20, 1980, respectively. 


Following the recommendations of 
Decision WTC 12-79, the Atlantic 
Pilotage Authority published a new 
tariff which came into effect Feb. 4, 
1980. It also published an amend- 
ment to its Tariff Regulations on 
April 19, 1980, which, came into 
effect on July 11, 1980, no objec- 
tions having been received. The 
Authority published additional 


amendments to its Tariff Regula- 
tions on Sept. 5, 1980. In this con- 
nection, notices of objections were 
filed with the Commission by 
Irving Oil Limited and Kent Line 
Limited, The Shipping Federation 
of Canada, Saint John Port Devel- 
opment Commission, Dominion 
Marine Association, and Atlantic 
Towing Limited. The committee 
also received notices of interven- 
tion from the St. John’s Port Associ- 
ation, the Atlantic Provinces Trans- 
portation Commission, and the 
Strait of Canso Industrial Develop- 
ment Authority. Following a public 
hearing held in Saint John, N.B. 
from Nov. 25 to Nov. 28, 1980, 
Decision WTC 9-80 was issued 
Dec. 30, 1980. 


Amendments published Sept. 1, 
1979, to the Pilotage Tariff Regula- 
tions of the Laurentian Pilotage 
Authority came into effect on Jan. 
25, 1980 upon withdrawal of the 
only objection received. Further 
amendments were published Dec. 
15, 1979, and became effective Feb. 
11, 1980, without a public hearing 


as no objections had been received. 


Finally, on Nov. 22, 1980, the Au- 
thority gave notice of proposed 
amendments to its Pilotage Tariff 
Regulations. By year’s end, notices 
of objection had been filed by the 
Dominion Marine Association and 
The Shipping Federation of 
Canada. 


Shipping Conferences 
Exemption Act, 1979 


The Water Transport Committee 
administers this Act. It exempts 
certain shipping conference prac- 
tices from the provisions of the 
Combines Investigation Act, sub- 


ject to prescribed obligations 
placed on its member lines. The 
legislation has been in force since 
April 1, 1979 and, although there 
has been insufficient time to assess 
its effectiveness fully, no major 
problems have yet appeared. The 
situation is constantly monitored 
and will be reviewed before March 
31, 1984. 


The committee is represented on 
an interdepartmental committee 
reviewing the Act in preparation 
for a report to Cabinet in 1981. 


Regular meetings are held with the 
Canadian Shippers’ Council to 
determine the effectiveness of the 
provision which requires shipping 
conferences to meet with the Coun- 
cil, the “Shipper Group” desig- 
nated by the Minister of Transport 
pursuant to section 15 (2) of the Act. 
One concern to the Council is the 
justification of bunker surcharges 
assessed by shipping conferences, 
caused by escalating oil costs. The 
Council is currently attempting to 
solve problems encountered in 
obtaining pertinent information 
from shipping conferences; the 
Water Transport Committee has 
advised the Council of the options 
available under the Act if it consid- 
ers the information unsatisfactory. 


Shipping Conferences 


As of Dec. 31, 1980, the Commis- 
sion had on file documents of 47 
shipping conferences whose mem- 
bers provided service at Canadian 
ports, a net increase of two from 
the previous year. The member 
lines of these two conferences 
provide northbound services from 
Australia and New Zealand to the 
Canadian Pacific coast. 


The 47 conferences represent 86 
lines providing 381 services at 
North American ports; 60 of the 
lines offered 281 services at Cana- 
dian ports.

St. Lawrence Seaway 
Authority 


As required by section 16 of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway Authority Act, 
The St. Lawrence Seaway Author- 
ity filed with the Commission 
amendments to its St. Lawrence 
Seaway Wharfage and Storage 
Charges Tariff and to its St. Law- 
rence Seaway Tariff of Charges for 
Crane Service. The amendments 
were published in the Canada 
Gazette March 26, 1980. 


Coasting Trade Exemption 
Regulations 


The committee, in accordance with 
its responsibility under the Coast- 
ing Trade Exemption Regulations, 
continued to review applications 
made to the Minister of National 
Revenue for waiver of Part XV of 
the Canada Shipping Act. 


During the year, 100 such applica-

Services

he Minister upheld the WTC 
ecision. The Federal Court of 
anada has yet to hear the other 
peal. 


roposed Acquisitions 


‘ree companies filed notices of 
joposed acquisitions pursuant to 
‘ction 27 of the National Trans- 
prtation Act. Canadian National 
ve notice of a proposed indirect 
quisition of an interest in Man- 
Cester Liners Limited, but later 
vthdrew it. A.B. McLean Ltd. 
ttified the CTC of its proposal to 
Frchase all outstanding common 
Sires of A.B. McLean and Sons 
Inited, Great Lakes Barge Lim- 
itd, and Seaway Dredge and Dock 
Cmpany Inc. A notice was pub- 
led in the Canada Gazette Jan. 
e 


16, 1980. As there were no objec- 
tions, the Commission’s file was 
closed. Puget Sound Tug and Barge 
Company of Seattle, Wash., a 
subsidiary of Crowley Marine 
Corporation, has given notice to the 
Commission that it proposes to 
acquire shares of the Fednav Lim- 
ited holding in Arctic Transporta- 
tion Ltd. 


The case is still being processed by 
the committee because the original 
notice had to be revised each time 
the proposed acquirer supplied 
new information. 


The committee also investigated 
various mergers, transfers and 
acquisitions to determine whether 
or not section 27 of the National 
Transportation Act applied in each 
case. 


Great Lakes Transportation 
Regulation Inquiry 


The Report of the Great Lakes 
Transportation Regulation Inquiry 
was completed in 1980 and will be 
released to the Minister as soon as 
translation is completed. 


Economics Branch 


The Economics Branch continued 
to provide shipping expertise and 
assistance to the Research Branch 
of the Commission. It also assisted 
other federal government depart- 
ments namely Transport Canada, 
Energy Mines and Resources, 
Statistics Canada, and Revenue 
Canada. 


The Shipping Services Section of 
the branch undertook economic 
studies and analyses of water 
transportation and maintained up- 
to-date computerized data on 
approximately 3,000 Canadian 
registered cargo vessels and other 
types of craft and 1,000 ship- 
owners/operators. In all cases, the 
information dealt with commercial 


activities in the Mackenzie River 
area or in the Great Lakes trans- 
border, coasting or international 

trades. 


These data are up-dated weekly 
and used extensively by the Water 
Transport Committee, the Research 
Branch, Transport Canada, Na- 
tional Defence, Industry Trade and 
Commerce, and Statistics Canada. 
The Shipping Services Section also 
compiled and issued the commit- 
tee’s Canadian Merchant Fleet 
lists, an annual publication on 
Canadian ships and other craft. 


International 
Maritime Transport 
Branch 


The branch continued its analysis 
of the major international factors 
that affect maritime economic and 
regulatory policy. It also studied 
their potential effect on the mainly 
foreign-flag shipping of Canadian 
export and import trade. In this 
respect, the branch now directly 
serves both the International 
Transport Policy Committee and 
the Water Transport Committee. 
Both committees are advised on the 
economic impact on Canada of 
international maritime agreements. 
Positions taken by the committees 
on general economic or regulatory 
policy issues are then presented by 
the branch when Canadian govern- 
mental positions are formulated or 
international agreements negoti- 
ated. 


The branch again represented the 
Commission as a member of the 
Canadian delegation to multilateral 
negotiations at the Organization for 


Economic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment (OECD) and contributed to 
Canada’s role in the formulation of 
a general maritime policy covering 
the shipping relationships between 
OECD and other countries, the 
former including Canada’s major 
trading partners and suppliers of 
shipping tonnage for exports and 
imports. If formally accepted, 
certain negotiated agreements 
having an economic benefit to 
Canada will serve as a guideline 
for the national maritime policies 
of OECD countries. 


Preparation is underway to partici- 
pate in the logical outcome of the 
OECD initiative (the formulation of 
maritime policy guidelines for 
shipping relationships in trade 
among OECD countries). Negotia- 
tions are to begin early in 1981. 


At the United Nations Conference 
on Trade and Development (UNC- 
TAD), the branch participated as 
the Commission representative on 
the Canadian delegation to a num- 
ber of conferences, the most impor- 
tant being the UNCTAD Commit- 
tee on Shipping at which the 
developing countries pressed to 
continue work on major issues. 
One of these is the eventual phas- 
ing-out of ‘flag of convenience’ 
shipping. (Liberian flag ships pro- 
vide almost a quarter of Canada’s 
ocean shipping needs). Another is 
the study aimed at eliminating 
alleged barriers to entry by ships of 
developing country registry into the 
bulk cargo trade, particularly that 
of iron ore, phosphate or bauxite/ 
alumina. These issues affect the 


stability of market supply and 
demand for shipping tonnage and 
are of vital economic concern to 
Canada. The branch has contrib- 
uted Commission viewpoints to the 
Canadian position that would 
guard Canadian interests while 
meeting the legitimate aspirations 
of the developing countries to 
participate in world shipping on 
the basis of their own economies. 
The main hurdle in this area is the 
seemingly inevitable increase in 
the level of foreign governmental 
regulation on shipping. 


Following its earlier initiative at 
UNCTAD, the branch continued to 
express Commission interests in a 
Canadian position on marine insur- 
ance and to assist in the formula- 
tion of international standard 
clauses for voluntary adoption by 
the parties in the marine insurance 
policy. Close liaison and consulta- 
tion were maintained not only with 
underwriters, brokers, and consum- 
ers, but also with an interdepart- 
mental committee convened for 
that purpose by the Commission. A 
political decision in the UNCTAD 
Committee on Shipping giving 
priority to hull/machinery insur- 
ance, a contingency which had 
been allowed for, led to support for 
the ‘named perils’ approach and 
international recognition given to 
this system which is currently used 
in the Canadian industry. 


The branch continues to monitor 
the development, by the countries 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC), of a common mari- 
time policy. It is also participating 
in the examination of the tentative 
application to shipping of the 
competition rules that regulate 
market sharing, and the cartel-like 
activities of commercial ocean liner 
shipping interests supplying the 
major part of Canada’s 
requirements. 
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International 
Multimodal! and 
Facilitation Branch 


The branch carries out analyses 
and assessments of international 
economic and legal regulatory 
matters affecting transportation by 
multimodal means into and out of 
Canada and represents the Com- 
mission in the formulation of Cana- 
dian positions and the negotiation 
at international meetings of matters 
having an economic effect on 
multimodal transport operations. 


The branch co-ordinated the inter- 
departmental and industry consul- 
tations that led to the development 
of the “Convention on Interna- 
tional Multimodal Transport of 
Goods”, adopted at a United Na- 
tions conference in May, 1980. This 
convention provides uniform rules 
for multimodal transport movement 
of goods between countries, under 
a single contract. The rules apply 
when at least two different modes 
of transport are used in the interna- 
tional transport of goods that are 
taken in charge by a multimodal 
transport operator. 


Other activities of the branch on 
behalf of the Commission include: 


e participation in the on-going 
interdepartmental activities and 
industry consultation on container 
standards and facilitation matters; 


¢ co-ordination of the Canadian 
position for the Inland Transport 
Committee of the Economic Com- | 
mission for Europe (ECE) at the 
senior level intergovernmental 
meeting held in Geneva. The In- 
land Transport Committee reviews 
the work of its subsidiary groups: 
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xperts on combined transport, 
‘ansport statistics, custom ques- 
ons and perishable foodstuffs. The 
ranch monitors all Inland Trans- 
ort Committee work for its effect

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Motor Vehicle Transport Committee 
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Motor Vehicle Transport Committee 
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The committee is primarily enga- 
ged in processing and ruling on 
applications from motor vehicle 
carriers for the transport of goods 
on Sundays as authorized by the 
Lord’s Day Act. It also administers 
Section 27 of the National Trans- 
oortation Act as it applies to the 
acquisition of bus or truck compa- 
nies by any other that is subject to 
he jurisdiction of the Parliament of 
Janada. 


art III of the National Transporta- 
ion Act establishes direct federal 
egulation of extra-provincial 
ommercial motor transport. This 
art was proclaimed by the Gover- 
or in Council in 1970. It is not in 
ffect however except for the CN 
‘oadcruiser bus service in New- 
gundland, which, by Order in 
‘ouncil, came under the jurisdic- 
on of the Motor Vehicle Transport 
ommittee in August 1976. 


1 addition, the Traffic and Tariffs 
ranch of the Commission admin- 
ters the Atlantic Region Freight 
ssistance Act (ARFAA) on behalf 
‘the Committee. Under this Act, 
ibsidy payments are made to 
esignated carriers for freight 
lansported within and out of the 
lantic Provinces region. Common 
(rrier truckers are included in this 
Gsignation. 


Lord’s Day Act 


The Commission is empowered 
under Section 11(x) of the Lord’s 
Day Act to permit the transporta- 
tion of goods on Sunday. In reach- 
ing a decision, the Commission is 
required to have regard for the 
object of the Act, that Sunday be a 
day of rest whenever possible, and 
also for the prevention of undue 
delay in the delivery of goods. 


In 1980, the committee granted 39 
permanent authorities and 254 
temporary authorities on Lord’s 
Day applications by for-hire and 
private truckers. 


Acquisitions 


The Commission is empowered to 
disallow proposed motor vehicle 
transport acquisitions if it finds that 
they are unduly restrictive of com- 
petition or otherwise prejudicial to 
the public interest. In 1980, the 
committee received 48 applications 
for the acquisition of motor carrier 
undertakings. The files were closed 
on 45 of those cases because no 
objections were received. The 
Commission may launch an investi- 
gation into a proposed acquisition 
only if an objection is made by 
“any person or any association or 
other body representing carriers or 
transportation undertakings af- 
fected by such acquisition.” The 
other three applications were being 
processed at year’s end. 


On Dec. 24, 1980, the Canadian 
Transport Commission received 
notice from Transport Husband 
(Québec) Inc., a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Canadian National 
Railways, that it proposes to ac- 
quire an interest in the business of 
Les Entreprises Bussiéres Ltée, of 
Ancienne Lorette, Québec, which 


controls the following companies: 
Bellechasse Transport Inc., Ri- 
mouski Transport Limitée, Pétroles 
Bussiéres Limitée, Rimouski Trans- 
port, Entreprises F.P.B., Belmont 
Express, Belmont Transit, Momac 
Corporation, Deménagements 
Rimouski Ltée, Speedway Express 
Ltd., Lorne Cole’s Transport, Cole’s 
Transfer, Location Speribel, Hebb’s

Hearings 


The Motor Vehicle Transport 
Committee held 32 public hearings 
during the year. All of them dealt 
with applications for transportation 
on Sunday. 


Atlantic Region Freight 
Assistance Act (ARFAA) 


Under this Act, subsidy payments 
are made to motor carriers for 
freight traffic within and out of the 
Atlantic provinces region. The 
subsidy program was started in 
1969 and is similar to the Maritime 
Freight Rates Act (MFRA), which 
provides payment on railway 
freight shipments in the same area. 


Payments certified for truckers 
under the Atlantic Region Freight 
Assistance Act during 1980 
amounted to $39.1 million com- 
pared to $37.6 million in 1979. (See 
Appendix DD) 
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International Transport Policy Committee 
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International Transport Policy Committee 


The International Transport Policy 
Commitee has two main areas of 
responsibility. 


Although it has no direct regulatory 
function, the committee advises the 
Commission on the development of 
any regulation affecting transport 
between Canada and other coun- 
tries. It is concerned, in particular, 
with the economic and legal as- 
pects of international transport 
issues and with the reconciliation 
of Canadian interests in the domes- 
tic and international fields. 


The committee provides Commis- 
3ion representation at international 
and government organizations 
soncerned with transport matters 
iffecting regulatory action and 
sontributes to the formulation of 
Janadian policies. Its representa- 
ives participate in negotiating 
nternational transport agreements, 
eports on their probable economic 
nd legal effects, and suggests 
ppropriate measures of implemen- 
ition. In carrying out these func- 
ons, the committee consults, when 
ecessary, with relevant Canadian 
gencies, both public and private. 


11979, certain changes were made 
) the structure of the committee to 
rable it to better assist the Com- 
ission in discharging its responsi- 
lities in international matters and 


to provide a broader forum for its 
deliberations. The membership of 
the committee was enlarged. 


The committee is served by an 
Executive Director, Secretariat and 
a Documentation Centre and its 
activities are conducted by three 
branches attached to the Air Trans- 
port Committee and the Water 
Transport Committee: International 
Air Transport, International Mari- 
time Transport, and International 
Multimodal and Facilitation. Their 
activities are detailed in the Air 
Transport Committee and the 
Water Transport Committee 
respectively. 


International Air 
Transport Branch 


The responsibilities of this branch 
are to ensure that the regulatory 
structures and mechanisms govern- 
ing international air transport 
services, developed and embodied 
in bilateral and multilateral agree- 
ments, are appropriate to the needs 
of Canadian users of air transport 
and serve to maximize the eco- 
nomic benefits to Canada and 
Canadian air carriers. 


International 
Maritime Transport 
Branch 


The branch provides a continuous 
analysis of the major factors at the 
international level affecting mari- 
time economic policy and their 
impact upon shipping, mostly 
foreign flag, serving the import and 
export trades of Canada. Positions 
taken by the committee on eco- 
nomic regulatory policy are pre- 
sented by the branch during formu- 


lation of Canadian governmental 
positions and international multi- 
lateral negotiations. Reports on the 
economic benefits to Canada of 
international maritime agreements 
are made to the committee. 


International 
Multimodal and 
Facilitation Branch 


The branch maintains continuing 
analysis and assessment of interna- 
tional economic and legal regula- 
tory matters affecting transportation 
by multimodal means into and out 
of Canada. It also participates as 
the Commission representative in 
the formulation of Canadian posi- 
tions and negotiations at interna- 
tional meetings on matters having 
economic impact on multimodal 
transport operations. 
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Commodity Pipeline Transport Committee 
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Authority for the Commodity Pipe- 
line Transport Committee (CPTC) 
is conferred under Part II of the 
National Transportation Act. CPTC 
jurisdiction applies to “commodity 
pipelines” which connect a prov- 
ince with any other province, state 
or territory. Its judicial functions 
encompass the issuance of certifi- 
cates of public convenience and 
‘necessity to construct and operate 
such pipelines, and the filing, 
lisallowance, substitution, or pre- 
scription, of pipeline tariffs. 


4 “commodity pipeline” is best 
lefined as a pipeline that transmits 
\ liquid or a mixture of fluid and 
‘ranular solids, but which does not 
ransmit solely oil or gas. Most 
ommodity pipelines are designed 
o transmit a solid-liquid mixture, 
sually referred to as a slurry. The 
quid part of the slurry is usually 
vater, although oil or other liquids 
uch as methanol can also be used, 
articularly with coal particles. If 
1e liquid medium is a hydrocar- 
on, such as oil, CPTC shares its 
irisdiction with the National 
nergy Board. 


ommodity Pipeline 
‘evelopment 


‘ommodity pipeline technology is 
‘ell developed. Many short-dis- 
ince systems have operated since 
te early 1900's, mainly in the in- 


plant, water- based movement of 
mine mineral and waste products. 
Since the 1950’s the application of 
the concept to the long-distance 
transportation of coal, iron ore, 
wood chips, sulphur, potash, metal- 
lic concentrates and other resource 
products has been studied in depth. 


At present, there are a number of 
long-distance slurry systems operat- 
ing in the world, mainly for ther- 
mal coal and iron ore. Although 
there are no long-distance systems 
in Canada, many potential applica- 
tions have been studied by industry 
and government. CTC has initiated 
and funded part of a national 
research and development effort on 
the technological aspects, unique to 
Canadian environment and pro- 
ducts of large-scale slurry pipe- 
lines. 


Canadian industry and government 
have expended large sums of 
money since the late 1960’s assess- 
ing the economic and technical 
feasibility of commodity pipeline 
projects at specific sites. In the past, 
serious efforts have been made on 
pipeline projects to move thermal 
coal from Alberta and British 
Columbia to Thunder Bay for 
transhipment to Ontario, and met- 
allurgical coal to Vancouver for the 
Japanese markets; sulphur from 
Alberta to Pacific Coast ports; 
potash from Saskatchewan to the 
United States; iron ore from the 
Labrador Trough area to the St. 
Lawrence ports of Sept Isles and 
Pointe Noire; anhydrous ammonia 
from Alberta to the United States 
and numerous smaller projects. 
None of these projects has yet 
materialized. More recently, effort 
has turned to evaluating the poten- 
tial of commodity pipelines to move 
newly forecast tonnages of thermal 
coals from Alberta and B.C. to 
Pacific coast ports for overseas 
markets. 


Substantially more effort has been 
made in the United States than in 
Canada to develop the pipeline 
mode for thermal coal movement. 
There are at least six major Ameri- 
can projects on the ‘drawing 
board” ranging in length from 200 
to 1,500 miles, with capacities from 
10 to 45 million tons per year, and 
capital cost estimates from $300 
million to $2 billion. With increas- 
ing domestic and foreign demand 
and rising railway costs, however, 
the pipeline option may become 
more practicable in Canada in the 
future. 


Experience shows that for com- 
modity pipeline to be feasible, the 
commodity traffic volume must be 
large (traditionally estimated at five 
to 10 million tons per year). It 
would require hundreds of millions 
of dollars and every day of delay 
would be expensive. For this rea- 
son, CPTC has maintained itself in 
a state of readiness to deal quickly 
with certificate applications. To this 
end, a series of rules and regula- 
tions have been prepared to assist 
both the applicants and the com- 
mittee to expedite hearings. As 
well, CPTC has kept itself aware of 
international technological inno- 
vations and has held discussions 
with numerous Canadian and U.S. 
pipeline proponents on potential 
applications, construction and 
design standards, regulations, 
policy and their effect on railway 
transportation and resource 
industries.

When it considers an application, 
the committee first determines 
whether the order or decision is 
one which is reviewable. This 
occurs when new and relevant 
facts have arisen which could have 
had a bearing on the modal com- 
mittee in issuing its decision or 
order. The committee will also 
review a decision or order if it 
shown that the modal committee 
erred in its application of the law, 
or in respect of the facts, or if it is 
shown that the modal committee 
breached the rules of natural jus- 
tice, or if there is an important 
matter of principle at stake. 


Once the committee has ac- 
knowledged that there is a prima 
facie case for review, it may deal 
with the matter itself or refer it 
back to the modal committee. As a 
general rule, it is only when there 
is new and relevant evidence that 
the Review Committee will refer 
the matter back to the modal 
committee. 


Applications 


During 1980, 88 applications for 
review were filed with the commit- 
tee; in addition eight aplications 
were carried over from the pre- 
vious year for a total of 96 applica- 
tions. Of these, 41 were denied, 
there being no grounds justifying a 
review; 36 applications resulted in 
a review of the original decision or 
order; six applications were super- 
seded by Order in Council P.C. 
1980-1749; 13 applications had not 
been considered by year-end, the 
pleadings not being complete. (See 
Appendix EE) 


Of the 36 cases in which a review 
took place, seven cases resulted in 
a confirmation of the original order 
or decision, and 10 resulted in a 
modification or rescission of the 
original order or decision. At year- 
end, 16 applications referred to the 


modal committees to conduct the 
review had not yet been decided 
and three others were still before 
the Review Committee. 


The committee held two public 
hearings in 1980. (See Appendix 
FF) 


Other avenues of appeal that are 
open to a party who is dissatisfied 
with a Commission decision or 
order, are the Federal Court of 
Canada, the Governor in Council, 
and in some instances the Minister 
of Transport. 


The Minister of Transport deliv- 
ered 14 judgements during 1980 on 
appeal from a decision or order of 
the Commission. Of the 14 appeals, 
nine were dismissed, three resulted 
in a modification to or rescission of 
the original decision or order and 
two were referred back to the 
Commission for review. By year- 
end, the Commission had not yet 
disposed of the two cases referred 
to it by the Minister. (See Appen- 
dix GG) 


Of the two cases referred back to 
the Commission by the Minister in 
1979, and still pending at the end of 
that year, one, respecting an appeal 
by Highline Airways, resulted in a 
modification of the original deci- 
sion, and the other, respecting an 
appeal by Eastern Flying Services, 
resulted in a reaffirmation of the 
original decision. 


Out of the 19 applications for re- 
view still under consideration 
before the appropriate modal 
committee at the end of 1979, six 
resulted in the reaffirmation of the 
original decision, and thirteen 
modified the original decision. (See 
Appendix HH) 
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Significant Decisions 
Special Discount Air Fares 


Decision 1980-02; Jan. 25, 
1980 


Application by CP Air for review 
of Air Transport Committee 
decision no. 6056, which 
disallowed certain tariff 
amendments respecting the 
“Avant-Garde” coupon fare 
program. 


In accordance with the require- 
ments of the Air Carrier Regula- 
tions, CP Air filed a tariff amend- 
ment with the Air Transport 
Committee under the title of 
“Avant-Garde”. The purpose of this 
amendment was to establish a 
system whereby, from Jan. 14 to 
Feb. 28, 1980, CP Air would issue 
each fare-paying passenger travel- 
ling between the major cities on its 
domestic network, on flights other 
than Skybus, an Avant-Garde 
voucher. Each voucher would 
entitle its holder to purchase one 
round trip or circle trip economy 
class ticket on CP Air at the special 
Avant-Garde fare, for use from 
March 1 to June 22, 1980, between 
the same Canadian cities. 


By decision no. 6056, the Air Trans- 
port Committee disallowed the 
proposed tariff rule that would 
bring the Avant-Garde project into 
force, citing as its reason that the 
rule contained general terms and 
conditions for discount air fares on 
scheduled air services that were 
contrary to section 113 of the Air 
Carrier Regulations. This section 
requires that tolls and terms or 
conditions of carriage be just and 
reasonable and that they be 
charged equally to all persons at 
the same rate. 


Following the issuance of this 
decision, CP Air applied for it to be 
stayed, pending preparation of a 
formal application for review. The 
Air Transport Committee granted 
this request and appraised the 
Review Committee of CP Air’s 
intent to file the application for 
review. On Jan. 23, 1980, the Re- 
view Committee informed CP Air 
that its application would be heard 
on Jan. 28. 


The hearing of the applicant was 
held in the form of a trial de novo 
with officers of CP Air as well as 
members of the Air Transport 
Committee staff being present. The 
panel’s decision was delivered 
orally from the bench. 


The application was allowed on the 
grounds that, although the pro- 
posed tariff modifications had some 
objectionable features, the Avant- 
Garde program was an experimen- 
tal one and CP Air should be 
allowed to carry it through to its 
conclusion on June 22, 1980. The 
Review Committee also required 
that, after that date, the financial 
results of the program should be 
analyzed by the company and 
made available to the ATC. 


Passenger-train Service 
Abandonment 


Decision 1980-04; April 25, 
1980 


Application by Bob Ogle, Rod 
Murphy and Vic Althouse, 
Members of Parliament, and 
Application by Transport 2000 
Saskatchewan for review of 
Railway Transport Committee 
order no. R-30574WD, which held 
that Canadian National Railways 
be allowed to discontinue 
passenger-train service between 
Saskatoon and The Pas.

Holding that 
where, as in this case, a matter had 
been brought before a superior 
forum, the latter should be left to 
exercise its jursidiction and there- 
fore, the committee declined to 
hear the applications. 


Air Services in the District of 
Keewatin 


Decision 1980-05; July 14, 
1980 


Application by Calm Air 
International Ltd. and Application 
by Pacific Western Airlines Ltd. 
for review of part of Air Transport 
Committe decision no. 6046, by 
which the transfer of certain 
licenses from PWA to Calm Air 
was not disallowed and by which 
waiver was granted to Lambair 
Limited from a route protection 
condition attached to its licence. 


The disappearance of Transair 
from the air transport market in 
Canada by reason of its merger into 
Pacific Western Airlines Ltd. led to 
a realignment of services in the 
District of Keewatin, the eastern 
portion of the Northwest Territo- 
ries. Part of this process involved 
the transfer of authority to serve 
certain Keewatin points from PWA, 
the successor company to Transair, 
to Calm Air, a Manitoba-based 
third level carrier. The transfer of 
commercial air services required to 
effect this change was approved by 
the Air Transport Committee in 
decision no. 6046 on Jan. 22, 1980. 


The reason for Calm Air’s and 
PWA’s applications for review was 
that in the same decision, the 


committee had waived the route 
protection clause from the licence 
pursuant to which Lambair was 
serving the points that were being 
transferred from PWA to Calm Air. 
This removal would allow Lambair, 
a charter carrier, to compete freely 
with Calm Air, whose unit toll 
licence obliged it to conduct reg- 
ularly scheduled services. 


The Review Committee based its 
finding on the ATC’s opinion that a 
fair trial period was required to 
evaluate how the new arrangement 
would function and that re-exami- 
nation of the one item related to 
the waiver of route protection 
granted to Lambair would provide 
no more than a partial response to 
the arguments raised in the plead- 
ings. It held therefore, that an 
inquiry pursuant to section 81 of 
the National Transportation Act 
should be held into the adequacy 
of air services in the Keewatin. The 
report of this inquiry was to be 
circulated and later examined at a 
public hearing, the timing and 
location of which it left to ATC’s 
choice. 


In accordance with the foregoing, 
the Review Committee granted 
both applications for review, re- 
turned the entire matter to the Air 
Transport Committee and recom- 
mended that that body initiate 
urgent consideration of the rein- 
statement or continued waiver of 
Lambair’s route protection clause 
in an interim report, prior to the 
convening of the section 81 inquiry. 


Enforcement of Review 
Committee Decisions 


Review Committee Meeting 
of Sept. 5, 1980 


Referral by the Air Transport 
Committee of a question relating 
to Spur Aviation and the Review 
Committee’s decision of Oct. 5, 
1979. 


In a decision rendered Oct. 5, 1979, 
the Review Committee rescinded 
ATC decision no. 5855 and granted 
Spur Aviation authority to operate 
a commercial air service. The 
Review Committee decision indi- 
cated that the licence was to issue 
once the carrier had satisfied the 
financial, filing and other require- 
ments of the ATC. 


From the date of the above deci- 
sion until August 1980, the carrier 
had not complied with the condi- 
tions attached to the Review Com- 
mittee’s finding. The Air Transport 
Committee was of the opinion that 
it could not overturn a Review 
Committee decision and yet de- 
sired to have the October 1979 
decision rescinded. In conse- 
quence, it requested the Review 
Committee to consider this matter 
again and to review its own earlier 
decision. 


In an opinion communicated to the 
Secretary of the Air Transport 
Committee by memorandum, the 
Review Committee held that it 
could not render a decision in this 
instance, as there was no applica- 
tion for review presented to it. A 
complete decision was also said to 
have been issued already. It was 
the obligation of the Air Transport 
Committee to conform not only to 
that part of the Review Committee 
decision which granted the author- 


ity written into the licence, but also 
to enforce and execute the proviso 
attached to the said grant. In this 
process, it was said to be the modal 
committee’s responsibility to apply 
its procedures to the fulfillment, or 
lack thereof, of a licensing condi- 
tion. The effect of a Show Cause 
Order issued by the ATC would 
thus be to enforce the Review 
Committee’s ruling, rather than to 
countermanzd it. 


By virtue of the National Transpor- 
tation At, the Commission is the 
body which has the right to render 
decisions. As no committee is 
subordinate to any other within the 
Commission, it is open to the ATC 
to enforce another committee’s 
decision, as it was bound to do in 
this case. 


Passenger-train Service 
Abandonment 


Decision 1980-06; Sept. 8, 
1980 


Application by Transport 2000 
Canada for review of Railway 
Transport Committee order no. 
R-30934, deleting area no. 4 from 
schedule I of its earlier order no. 
R-6751. 


The effect of RTC order R-30934, 
issued May 29, 1980, was to enable 
Canadian Pacific Limited to reclas- 
sify their railway operations 
between Montreal and Farnham 
from a “passenger-train service” to 
a “commuter service” for purposes 
of sections 260 and 261 of the 
Railway Act. The distinction 
between these classes of service 
resides in that the former may only 
be abandoned upon application to 
the Commission and provision of 
evidence of actual financial loss, 
while the latter may be discontin- 
ued on simple notice. Commuter 
services are also eligible for assist- 
ance from provincial governments. 


Transport 2000 Canada applied in | 
June 1980 for rescission of the RTC. 
order on the ground that the Com- | 
mission had neither the jurisdiction 
nor the discretion to declare that 
the service in question was not a 
passenger-train service. CP Rail’s 
reply defended the CTC’s jursidic- | 
tion and added that no new facts _ | 
were set forth which would war- 
rant a review. 


The Review Committee considered 
the matter and concluded that the | 
applicant’s interpretation of the Ac! 
was erroneous. It held that accord-. 
ing to the proper interpretation, 
unless a limit is written by Parlia- | 
ment into a power to include (a 
service in the schedule to an order) 
then it must be read to mean that it 
is coupled with the power to ex- 
clude. The Railway Transport 
Committee was therefore empow- | 
ered to reach the conclusion it did | 
and the application was rejected. | 
Transport 2000 Canada later ap- — 
pealed this ruling to the Federal | 
Court; the decision of that tribunal 
appears in the Federal Court 
section. | 


Interpretation of a Railway | 
Tariff 


Decision 1980-07; Oct. 17, 
1980 


Application by VIA Rail Canada — 
Inc. for review of Railway 
Transport Committee order no. | 
R-31067, by which the Vancouver |

Pssenger-train Service 
Ayandonment 


Rview Committee meetings 
oSept. 5, Sept. 24, Oct. 17 
aid Dec. 5, 1980 


Aplications by the Ontario 
Mhistry of Transportation and 
Cmmunications, the New York 
Ste Commissioner of 
Transportation and various other 
paties for review of Railway 
Trasport Committee order no. 
R-|299, which allowed 
ditontinuance of the passenger- 
traa service connecting Toronto, 
Haailton, Welland, Fort Erie and 
Bualo. 


The issue by the RTC of this deci- 
sion Aug. 14, 1980 gave rise to nine 
applications for review. While 
some parties argued in favour of 
the retention of local service 
between Toronto, Buffalo and the 
intermediate points, the more 
important consideration advanced 
was that the discontinuance, if 
allowed to proceed, would deprive 
Toronto of a direct rail link with 
New York. 


The first application considered 
was rejected by the Review Com- 
mittee. When this matter was again 
taken up on Sept. 24, the committee 
issued an ex-parte stay of the RTC 
order, pursuant to section 71 of the 
National Transportation Act and 
ordered the railway companies 
involved, VIA Rail, CP Rail, To- 
ronto Hamilton and Buffalo Rail- 
way and Conrail, to continue con- 
ducting the services in question 
until a further order was issued. In 
rendering this decision, the com- 
mittee took note that in the mean- 
time, the RTC had ordered VIA to 
carry out an in-depth study of the 
viability of the route. 


At the next examination of this 
matter, the committee extended the 
delays within which parties could 
submit replies and answers to the 
previously issued stay order. 


Finally, at its meeting of Dec. 5, 
1980, the committee reached the 
conclusion that the applicants had 
not discharged the onus upon them 
by virtue of section 71 of the Na- 
tional Transportation Act to show 
that the stay order should be lifted. 
They had not advanced reasons 
which were sufficient to vacate the 
stay. The applications for removal 
of the stay were therefore denied. 
The committee also made it under- 
stood that it was not prejudging the 
merits of the decision which it 
would be up to the RTC to take, to 


authorize or refuse the abandon- 
ment of the services in question. 
The matter of such abandonment 
was referred to the RTC, to be 
reviewed after the VIA Rail study 
was completed. 


Bankruptcy of an Air Carrier 


Decision 1980-08; Dec. 30, 
1980 


Applications by Aklavik Flying 
Services Ltd., Simpson Air Ltd. 
and Northwest Territorial 
Airways Ltd. for review of the Air 
Transport Committee’s letter 
decision of July 4, 1980 and of Air 
Transport Committee order no. 
1980-A-401, whereby certain 
licenses of Northward Airlines 
Limited were suspended as of July 
29, 1980 and were to be cancelled 
as of Jan. 1, 1981, unless 
proposal(s) for transfer(s) of the 
commercial air services involved 
were submitted. 


In March 1980, Northward Air- 
lines, a local carrier serving some 
parts of Alberta and the Northwest 
Territories, went bankrupt and 
ceased operations. Acting pursuant 
to subsection 16(8) of the Aeronau- 
tics Act, the Air Transport Commit- 
tee suspended Northward’s inac- 
tive licences and allowed the 
trustees of the bankrupt firm, Tou- 
che Ross Limited, until Jan. 1, 1981 
to find prospective operators for the 
air services which the disappear- 
ance of Northward had rendered 
available for re-licensing. 


The applicants in this file argued 
that as of the time of the bank- 
ruptcy, the licences involved 
became dormant authorities and 
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ought therefore to have been can- 
celled either forthwith or upon 
failure by the licensee to reinstitute 
service within a reasonable time. 


The applicants further contended 
that, while the relevant portion of 
the Aeronautics Act granted the 
ATC a discretionary power to 
suspend, cancel or amend licences 
or parts thereof when the public 
convenience and necessity re- 
quired it, that discretion had, in this 
instance, been improperly applied, 
because it was inconsistent with 
committee practice. 


The Review Committee held that in 
consideration of the particular facts 
of this case the course of action 
chosen by the ATC was not unrea- 
sonable. First, in order to minimize 
inconvenience to the public, the 
committee had given temporary 
authority for the duration of the 
suspension to a number of licens- 
ees, including the present appli- 
cants, to operate the former ser- 
vices of Northward. Also, in order 
to maintain the willingness of air 
carriers’ creditors to provide ongo- 
ing financial assistance which 
renders these carriers able to offer 
their services to the public, the 
committee’s assistance to creditors, 
by its giving the trustee a reason- 
able opportunity to endeavour to 
dispose of the assets at the highest 
possible price, was essential. The 
Review Committee also found that 
the ATC’s chosen course would 
best serve public convenience and 
necessity, because it permitted the 
possibility of alternate proposals for 
the operation of Northward’s 
former network. The applications 
were consequently dismissed. 


CTC Cases before 
the Supreme Court 
and the Federal 
Court 


Supreme Court of Canada 


CP Limited, CN, Dominion 
Atlantic Railway, Quebec Central 
Railway Co., and Canadian 
Demurrage Bureau, appellants, 
and CTC and Canadian National 
Millers Assoc., respondents. 
Appeal No. (1980) 1 S.C.R. 319 
(decided March 3, 1980) 


APPEAL from a judgement of the 


Federal Court of Apeal (1979 2 F.C. 


809) dismissing an appeal from an 
order of the Railway Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Trans- 
port Commission which had 
granted relief to the Canadian 
Millers Assoc. from the appellant 
railways filed tariffs raising demur- 
rage charges on export flour at 
certain export ports, a tariff action 
RTC had found to be in contraven- 
tion of section 272(2) (b) of the 
Railway Act which imposes a 
limitation on the level of ‘‘rates on 
flour moving for export to an east- 
ern port ...” 


The main point for argument was 
whether section 272 of the Act 
applies to charges for demurrage. 
The appellant railways submitted 
that both the Federal Court of 
Appeal and the Commission had 
erred in law in deciding that the 
said section of the Act applies to 
demurrage charges. 


HELD: 


Appeal dismissed with costs. The 
Supreme Court was of the unani- 
mous opinion that the disposition 
made of this appeal by the Federal 


Court of Appeal disclosed no error. 


Federal Court of Appeal

Fd. Court File A-65-80 (decided

APPEAL from a decision of the 
Railway Transport Committee of 
the Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion which had concluded, follow- 
ing an investigation of the commit- 
tee pursuant to section 23 of the 
National Transportation Act, that 
the imposition of a tariff increase 
by CP Rail and CN on western 
Canadian Mills for the carriage of 
woodpulp from destinations in 
western Canada to destinations in 
the United States had disrupted a 
long-established policy of parity 
existing between the tariffs of tolls 
established by Canadian and 
United States railways on 
woodpulp from western Canadian 
producing origins, and United 
States Pacific Northwest producing 
origins, to the same United States 
markets, and that this unilateral 
overturning of parity constituted an 
act prejudicial to the public interest 
under section 23 of the Act. Ac- 
cordingly the committee ordered 
the appellant railways (1) to seek 
the voluntary concurrences of the 
United States participating carriers 
to tariff action in respect of joint 
international through rates that 
would restore rate parity for the 
carriage of the woodpulp in ques- 
tion; and (2) failing an agreement to 
restore parity, to take such tariff 
action as will restore it. 


In their appeal, CN and CP Lim- 
ited argued a number of points of 
law and jurisdiction which could 
be reduced to the following princi- 
pal issues: 


a) whether the RTC had properly 
interpreted section 23 of the Act; 


b) whether the committee had 
properly dealt with the issue of 
foreign exchange; 


c) whether the committee has 

jurisdiction to order the appellants 
to negotiate with the United States 
railways in the United States; and 


d) whether the committee had 
failed to observe a principle of 
natural justice by depriving the 
appellants of their right to be heard 
with respect to prejudicial evidence 
obtained by the committee from 
one of the respondents after the 
close of the proceedings. 


HELD: 


The appeal was allowed in respect 
only of the allegation of error 
referred to in d) above. In all other 
respects, the appeal failed. Accord- 
ingly the Court certified to the 
Commission that in its opinion, the 
committee order was invalid and 
ought to be set aside and that the 
matter in respect of which the 
order was made ought to be recon- 
sidered and re-determined by the 
committee after affording the ap- 
pellants an opportunity to be heard 
at a hearing limited to that one 
aspect of the case, namely, breach 
of natural justice. 


The appellant railways subse- 
quently sought leave to appeal this 
judgement to the Supreme Court of 
Canada, but leave to appeal was 
denied.

designation of one of the points 
mentioned therein, namely, ‘‘God’s 
Lake” and substituting therefor 
specific points on that Lake (i.e.

APEAL (pursuant to leave granted 
onAug. 5, 1980) from a ruling of 
Railway Transport Committee 


of the Canadian Transport Com- 
mission, dated Feb. 4, 1980 (con- 
firmed by the Review Committee 
on April 28, 1980), which found that 
the actual loss determination that is 
made by the Commission pursuant 
to section 253(4) of the Railway Act 
relative to an application by a 
railway to abandon a branch line is 
not “final and binding” within the 
meaning of section 329(3) of the 
Act, and that interested parties 
could challenge same at the public 
hearing convened pursuant to 
section 254(1) of the Act to deter- 
mine whether the branch line 
proposed for abandonment is 
uneconomic and likely to continue 
to be uneconomic. 


In 1977, pursuant to section 252 of 
the Act, CN applied to the RTC to 
abandon a branch line, namely a 
portion of its Cowichan/Tidewater 
subdivision on Vancouver Island.

The question which is before the 
Federal Court arose out of repeated 
attempts by British Columbia For- 
est Products to obtain from CN 
certain costing information in the 
belief that the RTC actual loss 
determination made pursuant to 
section 253(4) of the Act (on the 
basis of CN’s statement of costs and 
revenues attributable to the branch 
line in question, pursuant to section 
253(3) of the Act), was open to 
challenge. 


At a hearing convened by the RTC 
on Nov. 5, 1979 to examine CN’s 
objections to such cost disclosure, 
the RTC gave the ruling referred to 
above, first from the bench, and 
subsequently supported by written 


reasons (issued on Feb. 4, 1980) in 
which the following principal 
issues are examined: 


1) the effect of section 329(3) of the 
Railway Act on the actual loss 
determination; 


2) the policy of the RTC regarding 
disclosure of railway cost informa- 
tion; and 


3) the requirements of sections 253 
and 254 of the Act. 


Grounds for Appeal: 


Alleged error in law and jurisdic- 
tion by the RTC when it found: 


1) that by virtue of section 63 of the 
National Transportation Act, the 
committee is always free to recon- 
sider any decision (including a cost 
determination) and nothing in 
section 329(3) of the Railway Act 
precludes such discretion; 


2) that in any given case it is for the 
committee to say whether cost 
disclosure is necessary in the pub- 
lic interest and that there is no 
restriction placed on the committee 
by section 331 of the Railway Act 
on what matters it may take into 
account in making such a decision;

Research Branch

“he Research Branch provides 
esearch support to the Commission 
nd its committees, responds to 
equests from Transport Canada, 
nd carries out relevant anticipa- 
ory studies, all as required under 
1e various provisions of the Na- 
onal Transportation Act. 


n area of major public concern is 
ie needs and problems of handi- 
apped persons with regard to 
ublic transportation under federal 
irisdiction. A public meeting on 
ansportation of the handicapped, 
naired by the Vice-President, 
esearch, was held in 1979. The 
(ommission issued a summary of 
le proceedings in March 1980, and 
lter created a Special Advisory 
hnel on the transportation of the 
lindicapped, chaired by the Vice- 
lesident, Research, to co-ordinate 
etivities in this area among CTC 
rdal committees, Transport 
(nada and other public and 

fivate organizations. 


‘le Research Branch also con- 
dcted studies contributing to the 
wrk of other government depart- 
mnts, such as Transport Canada, 
ad interdepartmental committees. 
Mjor efforts in this area included 
a ontinuing study of railway cost- 
ir methodologies required by a 
17 Order-in-Council, and further 
prticipation in studies of competi- 
tin/regulation in the air, highway, 
Mrine and rail modes for an 
Irerdepartmental Steering Com- 
mtee chaired by Transport 

Crada. 


Over research activity included: a 
Sees of studies for the Interde- 
petmental Committee on the new 
Inrnational Convention on Multi- 
mdal Transport; an analysis of 
alinative assistance proposals 


associated wth the movement of 
grain, requested by the Grains 
Group of Transport Canada; partic- 
ipation in an interdepartmental 
committee concerned with rail 
passenger issues in order to de- 
velop a new rail passenger policy; 
and participation in a review of 
Canadian international aviation 
policy for an interdepartmental 
committee chaired by Transport 
Canada. The branch also continued 
to work with the Canadian Live- 
stock Feed Board on a study of 
Eastern feed grains and represents 
the CTC on the Supply Advisory 
Committee and the Provincial 
Advisory Committee of the Energy 
Supply Allocation Board. 


The remainder of the branch re- 
sources were used for a variety of 
activities which included research 
on emerging issues, the preparation 
of informational brochures (such as 
A Guide for the Canadian Air 
Traveller), preparatory work on the 
next issue of the Transport Review 
and general administration of the 
branch. 


The branch, which is divided into 
four sections, is headed by an 
Executive Director who reports to 
the Vice-President, Research. 
Because of continuing government 
restraint, the number of profes- 
sional staff members was reduced 
to 40 in 1980 from 50 in 1979. 


Three of its four sections serve the 
direct needs of the CTC commit- 
tees: the Freight Studies Section 
deals with the transport of bulk 
freight, primarily by rail, and the 
transportation of agricultural pro- 
ducts, particularly grain; the Pas- 
senger and Aviation Economics 
Section specializes in the air mode 
and in passenger transport in other 
modes, and the Transport Indus- 
tries Analysis Section operates in 
highway, water and international 
multimodal transport. Finally, the 
Economic and Social Research 
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Section acts as a support group and 
provides specialized advice on 
economics, econometrics and 
sociology to other groups in the 
branch or directly to the modal 
committees and other government 
departments. 


It has always been the Commis- 
sion’s policy to make as much of its 
research work as possible available 
to the general public. This avoids 
unnecessary duplication of re- 
search effort, and the branch itself 
benefits from having its work 
examined by outside experts. Dur- 
ing 1980, the Research Branch 
made 13 publications available to 
the general public (See Appendix 
IT) and it expects a wide distri- 
bution, early in 1981, of an infor- 
mational brochure produced in 
1980 as a further consumer guide to 
air travel. 


The following is a more detailed 
review, on a modal basis, of repre- 
sentative projects carried out by the 
Research Branch in 1980. 


Air Transport 


Branch participation in the Interde- 
partmental Committee concerned 
with competition/regulation in the 
air mode consisted in an analysis of 
the incidence of cross-subsidy in 
the Canadian airline industry, and 
a public research report on earlier 
work on economies of scale in the 
airline industry. 


Research support for the Air Trans- 
port Committee included work 
related to the Commission hearing 
on the application by several carri- 
ers for a licence to operate a short 
take-off and landing service 
between Montreal, Ottawa and 
Toronto; assistance in developing 
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revisions to the reporting require- 
ments of Canadian airlines to the 
Aviation Statistics Centre; and an 
analysis of air courier services 
between Canada and the United 
States. 


To assist the Air Transport Com- 
mittee in monitoring developments 
in the area of domestic low-priced 
air fares, reports were prepared 
highlighting the principal trends 
and analyzing the effectiveness of 
some of the restrictions which 
permit airlines to distinguish 
between broadly defined segments 
of the market for air travel. The 
branch also initiated work concern- 
ing the capital requirements of the 
major Canadian airlines. 


Extensive analytical studies were 
also undertaken in connection with 
bilateral air negotiations between 
Canada and the United States, and 
Canada and the United Kingdom. 


Rail Transport 


A continuing project is the branch’s 
examination of rail costing method- 
ologies required by an Order-in- 
Council. All five volumes of the 
Final Report of Phase II of the 
study have now been released and 
the next stage will subject the 
findings, conclusions and recom- 
mendations contained in the report 
to critical examination by all inter- 
ested parties. 


The CTC contribution to the Inter- 
departmental Committee con- 
cerned with competition/regulation 
in the rail mode included a thor- 
ough analysis of the effect of com- 
petition on the railway freight 
industry in Canada. 


The branch provided background 
material on selected aspects of 
railway safety to the Railway 
Transport Committee for the public 


inquiry conducted by Mr. Justice 
Samuel Grange into the Missis- 
sauga accident. In addition, the 
branch assisted the committee in 
the preparation of the Report of 
Inquiry into the MacGregor Derail- 
ment, and continues to monitor the 
implementation by CN, Transport 
Canada and the RTC of the recom- 
mendations it contained. 


Research staff played a major role 
in the preparation of final RTC 
decisions on both the inquiry into 
the White Pass and Yukon Corpo- 
ration, and the Conrail acquisition 
case; the plan filed by Conrail as a 
result of the latter decision is cur- 
rently under examination. Assist- 
ance is being given in the establish- 
ment of compensatory rates for 
haulage of zinc concentrates 
between Whitehorse, Yukon and 
Skagway, Alaska and, as requested 
by the CTC Western Division, work 
is under way to assess the feasibil- 
ity of interchanging railway freight 
cars between CN and CP Rail to 
facilitate the movement of grain to 
the port of Churchill. 


The branch has continued its anal- 
ysis of RTC decisions issued over 
the years 1967-80 and a report will 
be forthcoming in 1981. 


In the area of rail branch-line 
economics, the branch maintained 
a grain transport computer model 
that continues to be used by the 
Commission, Transport Canada, 
and the Grain Transportation 
Authority for deliberations on 
branch lines. Assistance was again 
given to the CTC Western Division 
in the preparation of hearing books 
and of decisions on Prairie branch 
line abandonment applications. 


The branch continued to provide 
support to the Railway Transport 
Committee in the area of rail- 
passenger services. For instance, 
assistance was given in connection 
with hearings on regional and local 


passenger-train services and on t 
implementation of experimental 
services in Nova Scotia and 
Saskatchewan. | 


Water Transport 


At the request of the Water Trai 
port Committee, the branch up- | 
dated the information in its work 
ing paper on deep-sea cargo vess' 
owned and/or operated by Cana- 
dian companies. 


It also participated in the work of 
the Interdepartmental Committee 
concerned with competition/ reg- 
ulation in the marine mode, and 

contributed sections on liner ship 
ping and water transportation on 

the Mackenzie River in the repor 
prepared by the marine working 

group of the committee. 


The Research Branch undertook ¢ 
study of the liability regime gover 
ing passenger carriage by water i 
Canada and drew attention to son 
of the gaps currently found, in 
carrier liability for death or bodil 
injury to passengers, between 
water and other modes. 


A study to establish a liner freight 
rate index has progressed to the 
stage where the first series of indi 
ces covering the period from June 
1978 to March 1979 will be re- 
leased shortly. It is planned to 
provide these freight rate indices 
on a continuing basis for liner 
conferences serving the Canadian 
export trades, taking into account 
the various freight cost component 
(i.e. surcharges). 


At the request of the Water Tae 
port Committee, the branch has 
recently embarked on a study of

The branch was also an active 
member of various other interde- 
partmental committees concerned 
with highway transport. These 
included committees concerned 
with developing a statistical base 
for private trucking activity in 
Canada, and improving the existing 
For-Hire Trucking Survey. In 
addition, the branch represented 
the Commission on the Interdepart- 
mental Highway Committee which 
reviews all federal government 
expenditure on highways. 


International] 
Transport 


The Research Branch continued its 
participation in discussions leading 
to various international agreements 
dealing with liability and insur- 
ance, and gave special attention to 
the UN Convention adopted in 
May, 1980 on International Multi- 
modal Transport of Goods. A series 
of research studies has been under- 
taken by the branch to assess the 
potential economic implications of 
this convention for Canada. 


At the request of the International 
Transport Policy Committee, the 
branch prepared a study related to 
international major bulk shipping 
to and from Canada, with special 


reference to the characteristics and 
movements of vessels carrying bulk 
commodities. This follows a similar 
study completed last year that was 
intended to delineate a broader 
picture of our foreign bulk shipping 
by water focussing on major bulk 
commodities, trade partners and 
registry of carriers. 


At present, the branch is also 
engaged in compiling, at the re- 
quest of the Water Transport Com- 
mittee, a list of state-owned ship- 
ping lines in developing countries, 
and all available information on 
flag-discrimination/cargo-sharing 
legislation and practices in these 
countries with particular emphasis 
on those state-controlled lines 
which operate in the trades to or 
from Canada.

Rates Act and the Atlantic Region 
Freight Assistance Act and Regula- 
tions. 


Since 1927, the Maritime Freight 
Rates Act has made it possible for 
rail carriers in the Atlantic region 
to receive subsidies for westbound 
traffic originating in the “select 
territory” because of reductions in 
freight rates imposed by the Act. 
The “select territory” comprises all 
rail lines east of Diamond and 
Lévis, Quebec, and south of the St. 
Lawrence River in the provinces of 
Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island, and 
Newfoundland. 


The Atlantic Region Freight Assist- 
ance Act (1969), authorizes subsi- 
dies to truckers transporting goods 
to Canadian points west of the 
“select territory” and special assist- 
ance for movements within the 
same area. Subsidies of the first 
category are similar to those paid 
rail carriers on westbound 
movements under the provisions of 
the Maritime Freight Rates Act. 


All subsidy payments are pre- 
scribed by the Governor in Coun- 
cil. They include: 


¢ The Atlantic Region Freight As- 
sistance Regulations applying to 
movements handled by truckers 
originating in the “select territory” 
and directed to other points in 
Canada; 


* The Atlantic Region Selective 
Assistance Regulations pertaining 
to movements of designated com- 
modities by truckers, railways, and 
railway express companies from 
points within the ‘‘select territory” 
to other destinations in Canada; 


¢ The Atlantic Regional Special 
Selective and Provisional Assist- 
ance Regulations dealing with 
movements of designated commod- 
ities within the “‘select territory” by 
truckers, railways, railway express 
companies, and water carriers. 


The division also verifies claims 
submitted by railway companies on 
export grain and flour transporta- 
tion under Section 272 of the Rail- 
way Act. 


Traffic and Tariff 
Studies Division 


Three specialized sections of the 
division conduct programs of inves- 
tigation and analysis to aid CTC 
committees and branches in the 
performance of their statutory 
responsibilities. The division also 
responds to requests and enquiries 
from other federal government 
departments, provincial and mu- 
nicipal governments, industries, 
associations, agencies, consumer 
groups, and individual members of 
the general public. 


The division comprises three spe- 
cialized sections: Complaints and 
Applications Studies, Traffic 
Studies, and Tariff Studies. 


Complaints and Applications 
Studies Section 


This section investigates and ana- 
lyzes complaints and applications 
on transportation rates, service, and 
conditions of carriage that could be 
prejudicial to the public interest. 


During 1980, formal applications, 
under Section 23 of the National 
Transportation Act, were submitted 
by Continental Grain Company 
(Canada) Ltd. on conditions of 
railway freight car demurrage 
payments, and on railway freight 
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rates applicable to the movement 
of rapeseed meal to westcoast ports 
and Churchill, Man., for export. 
The demurrage case has not yet 
been resolved and the rapeseed 
meal application was dismissed. 
The section is investigating an 
application, under Section 23, by 
Cyprus Anvil Mining Corporation 
against the White Pass and Yukon 
Railway on the grounds that rates 
for the movement of lead-zinc 
concentrates for export are prejudi- 
cial to the public interest, and 
another by Arctic Grain Ltd., on 
conditions of railway demurrage 
payments. 


Other activities included the inves- 
tigation of applications received by 
the Railway Transport Committee, 
under Section 281 of the Railway 
Act, claiming that passenger fares 
contained in VIA Rail tariffs are 
prejudicial to the public interest, 
and an application by the Vancou- 
ver Island E & N Steering Commit- 
tee concerning fares between 
points on the Esquimalt and Na- 
naimo Railway on Vancouver 
Island that is scheduled for public 
hearings early in 1981. Public 
hearings on a similar application by 
Mr. Paul Evraire on fares applica- 
ble between Locust Hill and To- 
ronto, Ont., are expected to be 
scheduled shortly, and an applica- 
tion by Mr. G.N. White about fares 
between Toronto and Grimsby, 
Ont., is still under investigation. 


Some applications submitted under 
Section 281 were received and 
investigated, but subsequently 
withdrawn. 


The section studied a reconsidera- 
tion of a 1979 Railway Transport 
Committee decision issued under 
Section 23 of the National Trans- 
portation Act which determined 
that international rail rates for 
moving woodpulp from western 
Canada to the U.S. were prejudi- 
cial to the public interest. A new 
decision was issued in December 
after new public hearings ordered 
by the Federal Court of Appeal. 


Traffic Studies Section 


This section carries out economic 
studies of major issues affecting the 
Canadian transportation industry. 
Studies sometimes result in agree- 
ments between transportation 
companies, transportation compa- 
nies and shippers, or large shipper 
associations, or they may lead to 
the issue of General Orders by the 
Commission, or major amendments 
to Commission regulations. At 
present, the section is studying: 
conditions and practices for free 
and reduced transportation by rail 
carriers; rules and regulations on 
filing of tariffs; the potential impli- 
cations of computerization of rate 
making; and present needs in 
railway interswitching regulations. 


It is developing a computerized rail 
freight traffic data base. It uses 
sophisticated economic and statisti- 
cal methods to analyze the infor- 
mation for use in various studies 
and investigations in the division 
and elsewhere. It maintains a 
computerized rate-making mileage 


table, and a data base of highway 
traffic similar to that in existence 
for rail traffic. 


A large file of information on rail 
and truck deregulation in the U.S. 
is being compiled to allow a thor- 
ough analysis of U.S. legislation. 


The section published statistical 
reports of Canadian and North 
American railway traffic flows, and 
a supplement to up-date and com- 
plement the three volumes, re- 
leased in 1978 and 1979, of the 
Standard Point Location Code. 


Tariff Studies Section 


It investigates formal and informal 
complaints received by the Com- 
mission on such matters as: passen- 
ger fares and conditions of travel; 
railway freight rates, service and 
conditions (such as foreign cur- 
rency surcharges and stop-off 
privileges on agricultural imple- 
ments); and levels of rates, condi- 
tions of carriage, and levels of | 
service for railway express traffic 
within Canada. 


The section provided 37 rate analy- 
ses requested by other branches of 
the CTC, government departments, 
and the private sector. 


Its members represented the Com- 
mission on planning groups for 
metrification in the Canadian 
transportation industry and the 
rights of handicapped persons in 
public transportation.

seven committees and two bran- 
ches. Five of these committees 
regulate the different transport 
modes; air, rail, motor vehicle, 
water, and commodity pipeline. 
The two other committees deal 
with review and appeals and with 
international transport policy. The 
two branches handle research as 
well as traffic and tariff questions. 


During 1981, CTC committees 
issued 418 decisions and 3,032 
orders; they held 87 hearings over 
197 sitting days. 


Highlights of 1981 
Safety 


Rail safety continues to be one of 
the major concerns of the Commis- 
sion. Four days after the Jan. 19, 
1981 House of Commons tabling of 
the Report of the Mississauga 
Railway Accident Inquiry, the 
Railway Transport Committee 
ordered the 23 railways under its 
jurisdiction to “show cause” why 
the committee should not adopt 
immediately the first three recom- 
mendations of Mr.Justice Samuel 
G.M. Grange and restrict the length 
and speed of trains transporting 
dangerous commodities. The res- 
ponse by the railways, and submis- 
sions by large freight shippers, tank 
car companies, and the public, 
prompted the committee to hold 
public hearings that lasted two 
months in the spring and summer. 
In its Sept. 30 decision, the commit- 
tee not only adopted part of the 
inquiry recommendations, it went 
beyond and ordered implementa- 
tion of 18 safety initiatives that will 
help protect the public while safe- 
guarding the competitive position 
of the railways relative to other 
modes of transport.

As it is responsible for the preven- 
tion and investigation of railway 
crossing accidents, the Commission 
joined with Transport Canada, the 
Canada Safety Council, the Rail- 
way Association of Canada and all 
provinces in ‘Operation Lifesaver,” 
a public awareness campaign 
designed to cut down the number 
of accidents at railway/highway 
crossings. The campaign was laun- 
ched in Ottawa Sept. 23 and will 
be extended gradually across 
Canada. The Commission has 
made its Railway Transport Com- 
mittee offices across the country 
available to assist “Operation 
Lifesaver.” 


The Handicapped 


A highlight in the Commission’s 
involvement with the transporta- 
tion of the handicapped was the 
CTC Inquiry into Intercity Bus 
Service to the Disabled in New- 
foundland. This inquiry was stimu- 
lated by a recommendation in the 
report entitled ‘‘Obstacles” issued 
by the Special Parliamentary Com- 
mittee on the Disabled and the 
Handicapped in February. Two 
officers were appointed from within 
the Commission to conduct the 
inquiry. They travelled across 
Newfoundland to meet with the 
disabled and their associations, as 
well as officials from CN Roadcrui- 
ser and representatives of the 
provincial government. Their 
September report was submitted to 
the Motor Vehicle Transport Com- 
mittee (MVTC), which has jurisdic- 
tion over the CN Roadcruiser bus 
service in Newfoundland. The 
proposals contained in the MVTC 


decision, Dec. 29, reflected the 
recommendations of the inquiry 
report. They called for the creation, 
if funds are made available by the 
Minister of Transport, of a new 
service within the Roadcruiser 
intercity network that would provi- 
de mobility for both ablebodied 
and disabled. Such a service would 
be a first in North America. 


STOL 


In 1980, the Air Transport Commit- 
tee had determined that a proposed 
short take-off and landing service 
(STOL) in the Toronto-Ottawa- 
Montreal triangle was required by 
the public convenience and neces- 
sity. However, consideration of five 
applications for the service had to 
be adjourned pending the resolu- 
tion of a number of uncertainties 
concerning the facilities at Toronto 
Island Airport and the STOLport in 
Montreal, and opposition by the 
City of Toronto. In the summer of 


1981, after being informed by the 
Minister of Transport that these 
uncertainties had been resolved, 
the committee proceeded with its 
selection and, on Aug. 28, City 
Center Airways Limited of London, 
Ont. was selected. This decision 
was appealed at different levels — 
the Review Committee, the Minis- 
ter of Transport and the Federal 
Court of Appeal, and the situation 
had not been entirely resolved at 
the end of 1981. 


Management 


As reported last year, an intensive 
review of management practices 
and financial controls throughout 
the Commission was undertaken to 
identify areas where improvement 
was required to meet the high 
standard of management expected 
of government departments and 
agencies entrusted with public 
funds. The review was completed 
and an Action Plan developed, 
which spelled out a program of 
implementation of improved practi- 
ces and procedures. The Action 
Plan, which touches upon most 
aspects of the Commission’s opera- 
tions was endorsed by the Comp- 
troller General in March 1981, and

program activity commenced in 
April 1981. 


In addition to improving internal | 
management and financial control, 
the Commission, as a regulatory 
agency, has continued to contribute 
to federal initiatives respecting 

regulatory reform, and has revised 
its own general rules to reflect 

recent advances in that area. Re- — 
ports of the Economic Council of 
Canada, the Institute for Research | 
in Public Policy and the Special 
Parliamentary Committee on Regu- 
latory Reform are being reviewed _ 
to determine their relevance to and 
appropriateness for the Commis- — 
sion operations. The Action Plan is. 
being pursued in close liaison with 
the Office of the Comptroller Gene 
ral (OCG) which office provides 
financial support and advice to 
departments and agencies imple- | 
menting approved Action Plans. It 
is hoped that, upon completion of - 
the program, the Commission will | 
report savings substantially in / 
excess of the cost of the program. —

[ring 1981, the Western Division 
hid a total of 13 public hearings 

0 applications to abandon prairie 
binch lines. A total of 11 branch 
lie decisions were issued (See 
Apendix A). Of these 11, seven 
dult with portions of subdivisions 
ail the other four with entire 
sudivisions. Total mileage ordered 


abandoned amounted to 238.5 
miles; with mileage to be retained 
totalling 32.4. In addition, 10.6 
miles of connecting trackage was 
ordered to be constructed. 


The division issued 542 orders 
dealing with such matters as auto- 
matic crossing protection, rail grade 
crossings, abandonment of tracka- 
ge, and freight rate matters. 


The 1982 branch line program 
involves public hearings on 13 
applications for abandonment of 
lines that were outstanding at the 
end of 1981 (See Appendix B). 


Branch Line Rehabilitation 
Program 


The objective of this Canadian 
Government program, which com- 
menced in September, 1977, is to 
restore or upgrade some 5,600 miles 
of grain dependent railway branch 
lines in the permanent rail network 
in Western Canada. The standard 
to which these rail lines are being 
upgraded is one which will permit 
the movement of carloads weighing 
up to 220,000 pounds at speeds of 
30 miles per hour in year-round 
service. Expenditures to March31, 
1981, totalled $240 million. 


On May 26, 1981, Transport 
Canada and the Canadian Trans- 
port Commission formally agreed 
that the Western Division of the 
Commission would have prime 
responsibility for all audits and 
inspections for the branch line 
rehabilitation program. 


Two outside contracts were awar- 
ded in 1981 for auditing of costs 
and for engineering inspections 
and other additional work related 


to the program. The auditing work 
was to be done under a $339,000 
contract awarded to Coopers & 
Lybrand, Chartered Accountants of 
Winnipeg, and the engineering 
inspections under a $400,000 con- 
tract awarded to Reid Crowther 
and Partners of Regina. Expenditu- 
res being audited are those incur- 
red for the period September, 1977 
to March 31, 1981. This work will 
be completed early in 1982, Engi- 
neering inspections are now com- 
pleted for all work done during the 
period 1977-1981, with the 1977-80 
inspections being performed by the 
engineering consultants and the 
1981 inspections by consultants 
working from the Railway Trans- 
port Committee’s regional offices in 
Winnipeg and Calgary. 


During 1981, the Federal Govern- 
ment further extended the Branch 
Line Rehabilitation Program 
through to March 1981 by the 
addition of $255 million. Long-term 
estimates place completion of the 
entire program in 1992 at a cost of 
$1.6 billion. 


Rail Relocation Projects 


In 1981, an anticipated rail reloca- 
tion proposal was received from 
the City of Lethbridge, Alta. The 
application was subsequently 
approved, and the relocation pro- 
ject is now underway. 


The Western Division continued to 
assist with rail relocation projects 
being undertaken at Regina and 
Yorkton, Sask.

Vancouver Port Study 


The Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion, in 1981, joined with Transport 
Canada and the four Western 
Provinces in a Vancouver Rail 
access capacity study. The basic 
objective of the study will be to 
find ways to move greater volumes 
of rail tonnage through the port by 
improving operations on a system 
basis. 


Three specific tasks have been 
identified for immediate action. 
These include collection and analy- 
sis of traffic information, descrip- 
tion of major rail-port facilities, 
and identification of operational 
and capacity problems. Once these 
are complete, a further period will 
be required for development and 
assessment of alternatives leading 
to specific recommendations. 


The entire project, funded and 
directed by the Commission, Trans- 
port Canada and the provinces of 
British Columbia, Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, is expected 
to take two-and-a-half years to 
complete. 


CP Rail Roger’s Pass Project 


An application was received from 
Canadian Pacific Ltd., under Sec- 
tion 119 of the Railway Act, for 
permission to proceed with a grade 
improvement project at Roger’s 
Pass, B.C. This undertaking, to span 
about three-and-a-half years and to 
cost an estimated $500 million, calls 
for the construction of 21 miles of 


main track which will reduce the 
westward grade and increase main 
line track capacity to the Pacific 
Coast. Also included in the propo- 
sal are two tunnels, of nine miles 
and one mile in length, along with 
11 bridges. A public hearing was 
held Dec. 16-17, 1981, and a bench 
decision approving the application 
was issued Dec. 17, 1981. 


Accident Investigation 


In September, 1981, the Western 
Division issued a Report and Re- 
commendations to the Railway 
Transport Committee with regard 
to the MacGregor Inquiry. This was 
pursuant to the public hearing held 
in Winnipeg during April and June, 
1980, having to do with a railway 
chemical spill in March, 1980, and 
the subsequent Report of Inquiry 
into the MacGregor Derailment 
that was issued by the Western 
Division in September, 1980. These 
recommendations for the handling 
of dangerous commodities by rail 
should, the report suggests, be the 
foundation of regulations applica- 
ble to all railways under the juris- 
diction of the Commission. 


Passenger Train Service 


During the year, six public hearings 
were held at locations between 
Winnipeg, Man. and Churchill, 
Man. dealing with a combined 
CN/VIA Rail application to aban- 
don existing passenger service in 
the area. A bench decision was 
issued July 30, 1981, rationalizing 
the service. A report and order 
issued Sept. 28, 1981. 


The Western Division also held a 
public hearing in Victoria, B.C., 
having to do with a complaint, 
under Section 281 of the Railway 


Act concerning minimum fare 
increases instituted by VIA Rail 
between the cities of Victoria and 
Courtenay, B.C. A decision on this 
matter was issued Dec.30, 1981, 
ordering VIA Rail to re-establish 
the former $3.00 minimum fare. 


Agency Closures 


In May the division conducted a 
series of public hearings dealing 
with a Canadian National Railway: 
application to centralize certain 
agencies in Manitoba. This deci- 
sion was pending at year end. 


On Dec. 31, 1981, Canadian Natio- 
nal Railways was granted approval 
to remove the agency positions and 
station buildings at six locations in 
Saskatchewan. This was in accor- 

dance with Canadian National’s _ 
Phase II Prince Albert Servocentre 
plan.

The increasing importance of this 
function is demonstrated by the rail 
traffic forecasts for the 1980’s. An 
overall 58% traffic increase is 
projected, made up of a 92% in- 
crease in bulk commodities and a 
32% increase in other traffic. Geo- 
graphically, 70% of the rail traffic 
increases will occur in Western 
Canada. The following table illus- 
trates the trend in the estimated 
total westward movements of bulk 
commodities by all modes of trans- 
port during the decade.

This division improved its coordi- 
nating function through the provi- 
sion of information processing 
equipment late in the year. A 
mechanized processing and repor- 
ting link was established between 
Saskatoon, Thunder Bay and Van- 
couver. The many bulk commodity 
management reports will be gene- 
rated on a routine as well as an 
inquiry basis. Certain pertinent 
data will be provided to other 
parties such as the Canadian 
Wheat Board, the railways and the 
grain companies and will be achie- 
ved by a telex link with the infor- 
mation processors. 


Traffic and Tariff Matters 


During 1981, the Western Division 
experienced an increase in the . 
number of requests for information 


and/or advice relative to the va- 
rious aspects of transportation and 
the governing statutes. 


These queries come from indivi- 
duals, industry, farm organizations 
and various levels of governments 
and this upsurge in numbers is no 
doubt attributable to the increased 
awareness of the existence of the 
Western Division. 


The activity generated by these 
inquiries and complaints has va- 
ried. The majority were resolved, 
requiring a minimal amount of time 
and effort, while others necessita- 
ted considerable input, and indeed 
some are still ongoing. 


Intervention by the Western Divi- 
sion resulted in an amicable agree- 
ment between parties previously 
involved in a lengthy dispute regar- 
ding carload freight rates for non- 
ferrous ore from Pine Point, N.W.T. 


Complaints arising out of the as- 
sessment of a per car charge by the 
railways in an effort to offset the 
additional cost of moving export 
goods to Vancouver north shore 
during the Second Narrows bridge 
closure were also resolved. 


Numerous requests were received 
during the year regarding the 
interpretation or application of the 
rules and regulations governing 
various freight or express tariffs. 


A number of requests for additio- 
nal minimum compensatory rates 
for rapeseed oil and meal were 
received from the industry. 
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Section 23 Application 


During 1981, the division received 
and is now in the process of han- 
dling a formal application for leave 
to appeal under Section 23 of the 
National Transportation Act. Prai- 
rie Malt (Canada) Ltd., Biggar, 
Sask., alleged that certain tariff 
actions by Canadian National 
Railways, covering rail carloads of 
barley malt moving from Biggar, 
Sask. to Vancouver, B.C., were 
prejudicial to the public interest. 


A prima facie decision, granting 
Prairie Malt’s application for leave 
to appeal, was issued Dec. 18, 1981, 
and it is anticipated that a public 
hearing will be held on this matter 
in Saskatoon during 1982. 

Air 

Commencing in April, 1981, appli- 
cations for amended and new 
licences, in classes 4, 6, 7 and 9-4, 
as well as notices of proposals, for 
all non unit toll authorities opera- 
ted, or to be operated, with nonjet 
aircraft based in the four western 
provinces, were directed to the 
Western Division for processing. 
Applications were also received 
and processed for waivers of licen- 
ce requirements pursuant to Sec- 


tions 10, 12 and 17 of the Air Car- 
rier Regulations. 


From the end of April to Dec. 31st, 
117 applications were received 
representing 141 separate licence 
authorities. The division dealt with 
37 applications. 


Since June, the division has issued 
a total of 76 orders and 48 deci- 
sions, pertaining to Western Cana- 
dian air matters. This includes 14 
decisions, and 20 orders related to 
applications commenced and con- 
cluded by the Western Division. 


During 1981 the Commission an- 
nounced three decisions which had 
a significant impact on air transpor- 
tation in Western Canada. In Ja- 
nuary, Pacific Western Airlines was 
granted authority to serve Brandon, 
Man., via a Calgary-Brandon- 
Toronto route. In September, both 
PWA and Time Air Ltd. were 
granted authority to link Lethbrid- 
ge, Alta. and Vancouver, with an 
intermediate stop in the British 
Columbia interior. This decision 
was appealed to the Minister of 
Transport who withdrew authority 
for the PWA service and removed 
the restriction of the Kelowna- 
Vancouver local traffic by Time 
Air. Finally, in December, CP Air’s 
application to add Regina and 
Saskatoon, Sask. to its transconti- 
nental Class 1 licence was appro- 
ved. 


The division’s air transportation 
advisor, during the course of the 
year, received numerous inquiries 
with regard to committee procedu- 
res and tariff filings. Individual 
consumer and industry complaints 
were also received and dealt with 
or directed to the appropriate 
authority. 


Other Activities 


The Western Division headquarters 
moved into a permanent quarters 
in Saskatoon, on Aug. 1, 1981. 


New word processing equipment 
was installed in the Western Divi- 
sion headquarters in 1981 and, 
early in 1982, EDP connections will 
be completed with Information 
Processing Services, Ottawa and 
the division’s two regional offices at 
Thunder Bay and Vancouver. 


In an effort to meet the increasing 
workload demands being placed 
upon it, the Western Division 
established two directorates during 
the year, i.e. Rail Operations and 
Engineering Programs. As well, in 
order to respond to an increased 
demand for timely economic analy- 
sis support for the various division 
functions, a senior economist was | 
added to the staff. Other senior 
personnel joining the division 
during the year were a financial 
advisor, a second legal counsel, a 
rail rehabilitation co-ordinator, and ©

dealing with complaints put for- 
ward by freight shippers, railway 
passengers and railway labour 
organizations. Regulation of quality 
of service used aproximately one- 
sixth of RTC resources in 1981. 


In the area of economic regulation, 
RTC is responsible for the auditing 
of the accounts of Canadian rail- 
ways under federal jurisdiction; 
analysis and development of rail- 
Way costing methodologies; the 
determination of subsidy payments 
under the Railway Act amounting 
to $316 million in 1981; and the 
auditing of charges made by the 
railways to VIA Rail currently 
running at over $300 million per 
annum. This activity absorbed 
almost one-third of RTC resources 
in 1981. The committee is also 
responsible for economic regulation 
of rail tariffs, but this is administe- 
red by the Commission’s Traffic 
and Tariffs Branch and is covered 
elsewhere in the present report. 


In common with the other Commis- 
sion committees, the RTC is direc- 
ted and managed by a chairman 
and commissioner committee mem- 
bers. The committee holds weekly 
meetings to deal with ongoing 
regulatory matters and holds public 
hearings into major transport is- 
sues. The most important of the 
public hearings in 1981 related to 
the carriage of dangerous commo- 
dities, following the report of Mr. 
Justice Samuel G.M. Grange from 
his inquiry into the 1979 Mississau- 
ga derailment of cars carrying 
propane and chlorine. In total, the 
committee held 32 hearings during 
109 sitting days in 1981, and issued 
41 decisions and 1,875 orders. 
These figures include rail hearings 
handled by the Western Division. 


Administratively, staff at headquar- 
ters are organized into three bran- 
ches. Technical regulation is car- 
ried out by the Safety and Services 
Branch and the Standards and 
Development Branch. The Rail 
Economic Analysis Branch is res- 
ponsible for the accounting, costing 
and subsidy activities. The commit- 
tee has six regional offices in 
Moncton, Montreal, Toronto, Win- 
nipeg, Calgary and Vancouver. 
These regional offices play a cru- 
cial part in the inspection programs 
necessary for the technical regula- 
tion of safety and quality of service. 
The activities of these regional 
offices are reported below under 
the programs of the headquarters’ 
branches, but their vital role in the 
successful performance of RTC 
technical regulation is evident in 
that nearly two-thirds of technical 
regulatory staff are located in these 
six regional offices. 


Safety and Services 
Branch 


This branch is responsible for three 
areas of technical regulation: 


¢ Accident Investigation 


¢ Equipment and Infrastructure 
Quality Control Monitoring 


* Quality of Service 


Accident Investigation 


Railways under federal jurisdiction 
are required to file reports on an 
immediate basis to the Canadian 
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Transport Commission on all acci- 
dents except those involving only 
minor financial damage. These 
accident reports include data on 
fatalities, personal injuries and 
financial damage caused by derail- 
ment, collisions, highway crossing 
accidents, dangerous commodity 
releases and other instances resul- 
ting from railway operations. De- 
pending upon the severity of the 
accident, a decision is made as to 
which of four levels of investiga- 
tion should be followed. (See Ap- 
pendix J) 


The first level of investigation 
relates to very serious accidents, 
which are subject to formal public 
inquiry by RTC commissioners. 
The major investigation of this type 
in 1981 related to the Mississauga 
derailment and this is described 
separately below. Work on the 
recommendations resulting from 
investigation of the 1980 MacGre- 
gor, Man., derailment involving 
cars carrying vinyl chloride mono- 
mer also continued and are repor- 
ted under the work of the Western 
Division. A further investigation 
also proceeded in 1981 at the com- 
missioner level into the derailment 
of coal cars at Fording, B.C. 


The second level of accident inves- 
tigation is to have a formal exami- 
nation by a RTC staff member 
appointed to carry out this work 
under Section 226 of the Railway 
Act. These investigations are repor- 
ted separately below. The third 


level of investigation is carried out 
by accident investigation officers in 
the six RTC regional offices. The 
fourth level of investigation relates 
to less serious accidents and this 
consists of monitoring the railway’s 
accident investigative processes 
and reviewing the railway’s close- 
out files, with further investigation 
as necessary carried out in the RTC 
regional offices. 


Mississauga Derailment 


In November, 1979, a serious de- 
railment of a CP Rail train took 
place at Mississauga, Ont., invol- 
ving tank cars loaded with liquid 
propane and liquid chlorine. The 
explosion received international 
media coverage and, although the 
derailment did not ultimately result 
in any injuries or. loss of life, it will 
be recalled that approximately 
250,000 residents of the area were 
obliged to evacuate their homes. 
The Federal Government appoin- 
ted an independent commissioner, 
Mr. Justice Samuel G.M. Grange, to 
conduct an inquiry into this derail- 
ment. His report was tabled in the 
House of Commons in January, 
1981. His first three recommenda- 
tions, which were classified as 
urgent, related to roller bearings 
and the retrofit of tank cars; hot 
box detectors; and speed, marshal- 
ling and length of trains. 


A week after receipt of the ‘“Gran- 
ge Report,” the RTC issued orders 
requiring the railways to show 
cause why the first three recom- 
mendations should not be imple- 
mented. As a result of substantial 
and wide-ranging response from 
the railways and from shippers, the 
committee decided to hold a show 
cause hearing on these three re- 
commendations. This lengthy 
hearing lasted from April 21 to July 


1, 1981, and the committee issued 
its decision on Sept. 30, 1981. 


During the course of the hearing, 
the committee had already issued 
an order to CP Rail to install addi- 
tional hot box detectors. The deci- 
sion itself required a speedier 
conversion to roller bearings; modi 
fications to the tank car fleet to 
increase safety; and the implemen. 
tation of inspection of trains car- 
rying dangerous commodities at th 
gateways to metropolitan areas anc 
within these areas, a provision to 
be extended later to other urban 
areas. The railways are now in 
process of implementing these 
orders and it is hoped that these 
measures will increase safety in th 
transport of dangerous goods. 


Section 226 Accident 
Investigations 


This type of accident investigation, 
is carried out by a RTC staff mem- 
ber given powers of independent © 
investigation under Section 226 of 
the Railway Act. It was decided in 
1981 to make increased use of this 
type of investigation and a total of 
10 investigations were authorized _ 
in 1981 as follow:

Equipment and 
Infrastructure Quality 
Control Monitoring 


The previous sub-section has consi- 
dered investigation of accidents 
after they have occurred. The other 
RTC activities in safety regulation 
are focussed on prevention of 
accidents. 


In the area of equipment and 
infrastructure quality control, the 
RTC objective is to monitor the 
overall quality of railway equip- 
ment and infrastructure. In the 
inspection of freight cars, for exam- 
ple, defects are reported to the 
railways and corrective action is 
monitored. However, the major 
RTC function is not to monitor all 
railway equipment and track, but to 
ensure that the railways have an 
adequate inspection and repair 
program and that equipment and 
track are adequately maintained. 
The RTC is therefore monitoring 
the quality control processes of the 
railways, as clearly the committee 
does not have the resources to 
carry out what is essentially the 
internal railway management 
function of ensuring that equip- 
ment and track are in good order. 


Equipment Quality Control 


The branch continued its programs 
of evaluation, monitoring and 
regulation of the quality of the 
railways’ rolling stock and stationa- 
ry equipment. 


During the year, 28,027 cars were 
inspected and 6,830 had defects of 
some kind. The inspection of loco- 
motives covered 3,707 units and, 
although very few of these were in 
perfect condition, the defects were 
not generally serious. Of the 978 


stationary and portable equipment 
units inspected in 1981, 115 units 
were shown to have defects. 


In addition to RTC inspections of 
locomotives and cars in rail yards, 
the committee also carries out a 
monitoring program of train opera- 
ting practices, with expert RTC 
staff members travelling on train 
locomotives and in train cabooses. 
With the addition of extra resour- 
ces available in 1982, it is the 
intention to expand the scale of 
both equipment and train opera- 
tions monitoring. 


Rail Infrastructure Quality Control 


The monitoring of railway infras- 
tructure consists of inspection of 
the track, roadbed and other rela- 
ted infrastructure; examination of 
railway records on tie and rail 
renewals, ballasting and surfacing, 
and track maintenance; and follow- 
up procedures to ensure corrective 
action. Until recently, staff shorta- 
ges prevented an ongoing monito- 
ring program in this area. The 
branch was therefore forced to 
carry out inspections and investiga- 
tions on an ad hoc basis when 
complaints were received or when 
processing applications for restric- 
ted clearances, drainage works and 
exemptions from fencing require- 
ments. Appendix D lists the types, 
numbers and disposition of appli- 
cations received in 1981. 


During the course of 1981, the 
branch co-ordinated an enginee- 
ring inspection program carried out 


by RTC Calgary and Winnipeg 
offices in the upgrading of track 
under the Prairie Branch Line 
Rehabilitation Program. 


With the recent addition of extra 
resources, the branch has develo- 
ped a track inspection program 
whereby additional track inspectors 
will be located in each regional 
office to carry out track monitoring 
on a routine continuing basis. 


As a rough rule of thumb, railway 
accidents are one-third attributable 
to equipment problems, one-third 
to operating and miscellaneous 
causes and one-third to track pro- 
blems. The RTC now has the re- 
sources to investigate all these 
causes on an ongoing monitoring 
program, in addition to required ad 
hoc investigations. 


Quality of Service 


The branch is responsible for 
quality of passenger train services, 
and providing technical input to 
branch line abandonment and 
agency centralization applications. 


Passenger Train Monitoring 


The passenger train monitoring 
activity is carried out by both spe- 
cialized staff and by the commissio- 
ners, and staff of the RTC in the 
normal course of their work. For 
example, a staff member making a 
business journey from Ottawa to 


Toronto for reasons unconnected 
with passenger monitoring may opt 
to make the journey in one direc- 
tion by train to do a quality of 
service inspection. 

During 1981, 365 passenger trains 
and 292 stations were monitored by 
RTC staff, with the examination 
covering quality of service both on 
the train and in the stations. A total 
of 338 defects were identified and 
reported to the railways, of which 
273 were train related and 65 were 
related to other areas of passenger 
service. 


Early in 1981, the Minister of 
Transport requested the CTC to 
investigate and report on the dif- 
ficulties experienced by VIA Rail 
in providing passenger services in 
Eastern Quebec and New Bruns- 
wick during the 1980-81 Christmas/ 
New Year holiday season. The 
investigation examined widespread 
complaints regarding lengthy de- 
lays, derailments. food and water 
shortages and allegations that 
freight trains were given priority 
over passenger trains and that 
emergency trains were not on duty 
to clear track. The viewpoints of 
Members of Parliament, the travel- 
ling public and the railway compa- 
nies were solicited and evaluated, 
and the branch issued its report 
May 1, 1981. The general conclu- 
sion was that particularly severe 
weather was mainly responsible for 
the operational delays and that the 
inclement weather had caused a 
very large increase in train utiliza- 
tion, necessitating the use of older 
equipment and leading to a limited 
variety of on-board food and beve- 
rages. Problems of communication 
between VIA Rail and its passen- 
gers were identified and brought to 
the attention of the railway 
company. 


Branch Line Abandonment 


The objective of this program is to 
ensure that the abandonment of 
branch lines and the removal of 
ancillary trackage is in the public 
interest and that the rationalization 
of the branch line network results 
in a more effective rail system. The 
Prairie Branch Line Abandonment 
Program is administered by the 
Commission’s Western Division 
and is covered elsewhere in this 
report. 


The non-prairie abandonment 
applications are listed in detail in 
Appendices C, E, F, G, H andL. 
During the year, the RTC had 
before it a total of 39 non-prairie 
abandonment applications under — 
Section 253 of the Railway Act, of — 
which five were new applications. | 
Public hearings were held in res- | 
pect of four applications, file deci- | 
sions were issued on two applica- 
tions and one application was 
rejected on the basis that it was not 
an uneconomic branch line. Howe- 
ver, as not all the cases involved mn 
public hearings had been decided 
by Dec. 31, 1981, the committee still 
had on hand a total of 34 non- 
prairie abandonment applications, | 
of which 23 were from CN and 11 
from CP Rail.

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Agency Centralization 


The agency centralization program 
of CP Rail has been completed for 
some time, but CN still had nine 
agency centralization applications 
before RTC at the beginning of 
1981. Five decisions were rendered 
in the course of the year, three as a 
result of file hearings while two 
applications were subject to the 
formal public hearing process. As 
of Dec. 31, 1981, the RTC still had 
Seven agency applications pending, 
with this figure including three new 
applications received in 1981, 


Standards and 
Development Branch 


This Branch is responsible for three 
areas of technical regulation: 


¢ Dangerous Commodities 
* Railway/Highway Interface 


¢ Standards and Regulations 


Dangerous Commodities 


In accordance with the require- 
ments of the Railway Act and the 
National Transportation Act, the 
Railway Transport Committee is 
responsible for regulating the 
transportation of dangerous com- 
modities by rail. Although conside- 
rable progress has been made in 
this area, the volume of dangerous 
commodities shipped by rail, cur- 
rently amounting to some 17 mil- 
lion tons, has increased some three 
times over the level of a decade 
ago. The monitoring and control 
problem is therefore substantial. 


Dangerous commodity programs 
are in two broad categories: regula- 
tion and compliance. 


Regulation 


This activity includes development 
of new and revised regulations for 
the transport of dangerous commo- 
dities by rail; amendment and 
revision of regulations for bulk 
storage facilities; extensive provi- 
sion of advice to shippers and 
carriers; and liaison with govern- 
ment departments, municipalities 
and the industries concerned, 


During 1981, the RTC issued seven 
amendments to existing regulations 
including a major revision to the 
so-called ‘‘Red Book,” the CTC 
Regulations for the Transportation 
of Dangerous Commodities by Rail. 
The changes involved standardized 
placarding and classification of 
dangerous goods to bring Canadian 
regulations in line with internatio- 
nal standards. Five orders were 
issued to approve independent 
inspection agencies, pursuant to 
section 71.15 of the Commission’s 
“Red Book.” 


In respect of CTC specifications for 
cylinders, orders were issued ap- 
proving five manufacturers and 
their inspection agencies. Ten 
orders were issued approving new 
bulk storage facilities and five 
orders terminated existing facilities. 


, 


Compliance 


Compliance activities include 
accident investigation where dan- 
gerous commodities are involved; 
monitoring the compliance of 
carriers with train marshalling 
requirements and other regulations; 
issuance of special permits; inspec- 
tion of bulk storage facilities; eva- 
luation of clothing facilities and 
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assessment, and approval of explo- 
sive handling sites. 


These activities in 1981 included 
analysis of 170 accident reports 
submitted by railway companies as 
required by section 74.508 of the 
Commission's Regulations for the 
Transportation of Dangerous Com- 
modities by Rail. Of these accident 
reports, 92 were handled to com- 
pletion with appropriate officials 
for the purpose of ensuring full 
compliance with the regulations. 
Dangerous commodities officers 
also participated in three of the . 
Section 226 accident investigations 
covered earlier in the present 
report. 


In the area of special permits 
under the Commission’s Regula- 
tions for the Transportation of 
Dangerous Commodities by Rail, 
there were 138 new special permits 
issued, 28 denied, 117 revised and 
six revoked. 


About 400 bulk facilities for the 
storage of dangerous commodities 
were inspected. In respect of facili- 
ties for hydrostatic retesting, 42 
were inspected and 34 were appro- 
ved. Finally, 11 explosive sites 
were approved and two were 
cancelled. 


Railway/Highway Interface 


The branch authorizes the cons- 
truction, reconstruction and impro- 
vement of railway/highway cros- 
sings at grade and of grade 


separations. It also authorizes the 
installation and modification of 
railway/highway warning systems 
for the protection, safety and con- 
venience of the public. Funding 
from the Railway Grade Crossing 
Fund has been in existence since 
the beginning of this century and 
has been a significant factor in 
decreasing hazards at crossings. 
Nevertheless, there were still 82 
fatalities as a result of railway 
crossing accidents in 1981, although 
this is a reduction from the 126 
fatalities 10 years ago. 


The Railway Transport Committee 
is very concerned at the continuing 
high incidence of railway/highway 
crossing deaths. RTC staff are 
therefore co-operating very actively 
with ‘Operation Lifesaver,” a 
program directed towards increa- 
sed public awareness of the ha- 
zards at level crossings. The pro- 
gram is jointly funded by the 
Railway Association of Canada and 
Transport Canada, with RTC staff 
participating in an expert advisory 
capacity both from headquarters 
and from the six regional offices 
across Canada. 


Railway Grade Crossing Fund 


Under this fund, the branch recom- 
mended commitments of $8,768,000 
in 1981 and payments were made 
during the year to roughly the same 
magnitude at $8,778,000. The list of 
projects completed was substantial. 
In crossings and crossing protec- 
tion, 795 projects were completed. 
In bridges and grade separations, 
120 projects were finished. The 
branch completed 51 projects 
relating to railway line relocation, 
72 projects relating to signal sys- 
tems and 51 projects of miscella- 
neous nature. 


Urban Transportation Assistance 
Program 


Payments under this program are 
made by Transport Canada for the 
purpose of allocating funds to the 
provinces for railway relocation 
and grade separations. The investi: 
gations are still carried out by the 
Railway Transport Committee to 
ensure that the proposed work 
satisfies engineering requirements 
and is realistic in terms of cost. In 
1981, 18 orders for grade separa- 
tions were issued after recommen- 
dations had been approved by the 
Minister. 


The branch was also involved in | 
the first RTC public hearing for a 

grant to relocate railway lines. Thi: 
related to the application of the — 
Town of Amos, Que., for relocatior 
of CN rail lines within the bounda 
ries of the area.

Standards and Regulations |

The branch is responsible for 
setting operating and engineering 
standards to keep pace with te- 
chnological, organizational and 
administrative changes in the 
railway industry.

level of activities on other regula- 
tions from that of previous years. 
However, the committee issued 
new procedure P-5120-6 for the 
construction requirements of farm 
crossings; it amended General 
Orders E-4, relating to highway and 
railway crossings at grade, and 
E-10, relating to pipe crossings 
under railways, and it revoked 
General Order 0-4, relating to the 
handling of freight at flag stations, 
as the provisions of this regulation 
had become redundant over time. 


Seven major regulations are cur- 
rently under review, covering such 
items as vision and hearing acute- 
ness, air brakes and railway signal 
and traffic control systems. Nine 
new regulations are in process of 
development, covering a wide 
range of concerns such as protec- 
tion of track units and maintenance 
workers, passenger car safety 
standards, and railway caboose 
emergency valves. 


Rail Economic 
Analysis Branch 


The branch is responsible for 
railway accounting, costing and the 
economics of specific services 
including subsidy administration. 
(See Appendices K to W)

Accounting Systems Analysis 


This division is responsible for the 
Uniform Classification of Accounts 
(UCA), the audit of railway records, 
depreciation and cost of capital 
rates, and the analysis of financial 
reports. 


The UCA Manual, which prescri- 
bes accounting instructions and the 
framework of accounts for rail 
operations, was fully revised and 
issued in final form during the 
year. Implementation of the revised 
UCA will be phased-in with the 
bulk of change taking place in 
1982. A mechanism has been esta- 
blished for the continuous review 
and issuance of rulings, and inter- 
pretation bulletins. 


The overall quality of audit pro- 
grams continued to improve during 
1981, and at the same time the 
division is in the process of formu- 
lating plans to reduce overlap of 
audits by working with the rail- 
ways’ internal and external 
auditors. 


Major Audit Activities 


The division recognized that CN 
was being reimbursed twice for 
losses incurred on uneconomic 


branch line and passenger train 
operations prior to 1978: first, when 
the deficits that included those 
losses were reimbursed by Trans- 
port Canada under annual appro- 
priation acts; second, when pay- 
ments were made by the CTC 
under the Railway Act in 1978, 
1979 and 1980 in respect of years 
prior to 1978. The Auditor General 
has recommended that this matter 
be resolved by the responsible 
ministers. 


The division concluded its audit 
examination during the year resul- 
ting in the certification of the sale 
value of equipment in passenger 
service by CN to VIA Rail. 


Corporate administrative overhead 
expenses are common to both rail 
and non-rail operations. Equitable 
and fair allocations of these ove- 
rhead expenses for 1980 to rail 
operations so as to appropriately 
determine its fair share in the 
calculation of rail subsidies were 
completed. 


In the past, the onus was on each 
railway to apply for changes to 
approved depreciation rates. Under 
the new system, the division has 
established procedures whereby 
annual reviews of such rates will 
be undertaken to determine their 
adequacy. 


The Commission has begun a 
general inquiry into the cost of 
capital. A technical committee 


composed of representatives from 
the railways, the provinces, and the 
wheat pools, has been established 
to review all aspects of this matter. 
When these meetings are conclu- 
ded, unresolved issues will be 
referred to a formal public hearing 
some time in 1983. 


Costing Systems 
Development 


Responsibilities of this division lie 
in the development of costing 
methodologies and computerized 
costing systems to be employed by 
the Class I and II railways, the 
verification of unit and specific 
costs for purposes of determining 
subsidy payments, and the manage- 
ment of all electronic data proces- 
sing (EDP)-related systems within 
the RTC. 


A research study on the adequacy 
of current models used in costing 
Class I railways’ roadway mainte- 
nance was undertaken by this 
division. Improved alternative 
models were developed, approved 
by the RTC, and employed by CN 
and CP Rail in their development 
of related unit costs for 1979 and 
subsequent years. 


The Commission’s Review Commit- 
tee directed, under Section 63 of 
the National Transportation Act, 
that the RTC consider its decision 
respecting exclusion of ownership 
costs on assets provided to the 
railways by the Federal Govern- 
ment under the Prairie Branch 
Line Rehabilitation Program. Back- 
ground material has been prepared 
in support of a file hearing. 


As part of the revision to the Uni- 
form Classification of Accounts, 
geographic cost centres are being 
developed for the Class I railways 
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for selected cost accounts; a detai- 
led design of geographic cost cen- 
tres has been completed and is 
currently under review. 


Implementation of costing metho- 
dologies for Class II railways was 
completed for Northern Alberta 
Railways, Ontario Northland 
Transportation Commission 
(ONTC) and Algoma Central Rail- 
way. The RTC gave approval to th 
ONTC methodology, costing ma- 
nual, unit and specific costs for 
1974, 1975 and 1976. 


The division completed the verifi- 
cation of final unit costs for 1979, 
leading to the approval by the 
committee; considerable progress 
was made in the verification of 
final unit costs for 1980. CN and C 
Rail passenger train specific costs 
for 1977-1978 and 1978-1979, res- - 
pectively, were finalized. This 
completed the Railway Act Sectio! 
261 specific cost determinations fo 
these railways. | 


In response to requests from VIA - 
Rail and the Minister of Transpor' 
a review was undertaken of addi- 
tional charges for 1980 contained i 
the CN and CP Rail annual invoi- 
ces submitted to VIA Rail. These | 
invoices relate to services rendere 
in the operation of VIA Rail’s 
passenger-train services. Staff 
conclusions and recommendation‘ 
as to the reasonableness of these _ 
additional charges were provided 
to VIA Rail and Transport Canadi 
in August, 1981. Subsequently, « 
division staff appeared before the 
Senate and House of Commons — 
Committees on Transport to pre- 
sent a brief on VIA Rail costing 
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natters and the relevance of the 
Sommission’s Railway Costing 
tegulations and Cost Order No. 
‘-6313. Currently ongoing is the 
udit of charges from CN and CP 
ail to VIA for 1978 and 1979. The 
ationale for these charges is detai- 
:d in the operating agreements 
‘ith the respective railways and 
ich charges are based upon the 
ommission’s costing order. This 
adit has consumed a substantial 
mount of the division’s resources.

ment backlog, thereby putting the 
Commission closer to a final pay- 
ment position in respect of these 
claims. 


In 1981, a comprehensive branch 
line hearing program was initiated 
to address outstanding prairie and 
non-prairie applications for aban- 
donment. From the commencement 
of the program in mid-July through 
Dec. 31, a total of 12 public hea- 
rings were held, including eight by 
the Western Division. The objective 
of the hearing program is to hear 
all applications currently outstan- 
ding by Dec. 31, 1982. 


The Commission issued 10 deci- 
sions and/or orders relating to 
passenger-train service applications 
during 1981. In this regard, passen- 
ger-train service between Toronto, 
Hamilton, Welland and Fort Erie 
(Buffalo) was ordered discontinued. 
This decision permitted the establi- 
shment of a through Toronto- 
Niagara Falls-New York City 
passenger service, the first co- 
operative venture of Amtrak and 
VIA Rail. Also, the experimental 
stage of the Halifax — Yarmouth 
rail link came to an end and, based 
on the results of the experiment, 
the service was retained on a 
regular basis. A request by the 
Quebec North Shore and Labrador 
Railway Company to have the 
Commission declare trains between 
Sept-Iles-Schefferville and Ross 
Point Junction-Wabush/Labrador 
City as a passenger-train service is 
under consideration. 


At the request of the Minister of 
Transport, the Commission under- 
took an investigation of CN and CP 
Rail’s charges to VIA Rail for 


services rendered in the operation 
of VIA’s passenger-train services. 
The railways’ charges are being 
analyzed to ensure costs have been 
determined in accordance with the 
Commission’s Cost Order No. 
R-6313 and the Railway Costing 
Regulations. In addition, Commis- 
sion staff responded to a number of 
requests from VIA Rail and Trans- 
port Canada for assistance in obtai- 
ning costing information and resol- 
ving cost-related issues. 


The Federal Government, through 
Order-in-Council P.C. 1981-2172, 
made major changes to passenger- 
train services operated by VIA Rail 
by varying or rescinding a number 
of decisions and orders of the 
Railway Transport Committee. 
Order R-31300 is being revised 
accordingly. The Commission 
provided information to committees 
of both the Senate and the House 
of Commons with respect to these 
changes. 


Costing of rail operations was 
carried out for the purpose of 
establishing freight rates related 
primarily to movements subject to 
“Eastern rates” payments and the 
transportation of rapeseed products 
governed by Order-in-Council P.C. 
1976-894. Cost for “Eastern rates” 
movements for the year 1980 and 
rapeseed movements for 1981 were 
verified for both CN and CP Rail, 
and forwarded for rate-making. 


The Year Ahead 


Although no work plan is ever 
carried to full completion as new 
priorities emerge and cause the 
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diversion of resources from plan- 
ned objectives, nevertheless, a 
brief review of the committee's 
short-term priorities for the 1982/83 
fiscal year may be useful. 


Safety 


e There is a need for more sophisti- 
cated statistical analysis of the 
accident data base to ensure that 
no relevant information is being 
overlooked; 


¢ The RTC must develop a formal 
monitoring control system for track 
infrastructure in addition to the 
present ad hoc program of investi- 
gation; 


e Although the RTC program rela- 
ting to the transport of dangerous 
goods has been adequate in quality, 
it is a priority need to implement 
an enlarged program of inspection; 


e Arising out of the Grange show 
cause decision, the RTC will start 
on regulations for the mechanical 
inspection of rail cars in a train, at 
interchange points and at specific 
intervals; and 


¢ In view of the heavy loss of life in 
railway crossing accidents, RTC 

must continue its co-operation with 
Operation Lifesaver and its existing 
programs to reduce this loss of life. 


Quality of Service 


¢ The priority is to dispose of all 
outstanding branch line abandon- 
ment applications. 


Economic Regulation 


¢ RTC is committed to accelerate 
the audit of charges made by CN 
and CP Rail to VIA Rail: 


¢ The backlog on RTC payments of 
branch line subsidy claims has — 
been substantially reduced in 1981 
and this progress must continue in

¢ RTC is committed to a Cost of 
Capital Inquiry, with a public 
hearing scheduled provisionally fo 
1983, and this requires intensive 
technical work during the year 
ahead. 


Air Transport Committee 
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The Air Transport Committee 
ATC) administers the Aeronautics 
Act and formulates the Air Carrier 
Xegulations for enactment by the 
Jsommission. 


esponsibility and Authority 


istablished under the National 
‘ransportation Act for carrying out 
‘ommission responsibilities in air 
latters, one of its primary func- 
ons is the licensing of commercial 
ir services. As a result, a substan- 
al part of its work is the analysis 
id processing of applications. 
nder Section 16 of the Aeronau- 
2s Act, the modal committee must 
b satisfied that a proposed com- 
lercial air service is and will be 
iquired by the “present and future 
ltblic convenience and necessity” 
bfore a licence is issued. Not- 
\thstanding, the ATC may sus- 
tnd, cancel, or amend a licence 
were, in its opinion, the public 
Cnvenience and necessity so 
ryuires. (See Appendix Z) 


Te committee also issues licences 
0 application for services establi- 
shd as a result of international 
ayeements, and the Commission 
ry, by regulations, exempt ser- 
vies other than scheduled domes- 
lair services from the require- 
Mints to meet the test of public 
Ccvenience and necessity. Other 
eeagories of service, such as crop 
sFaying by “flying farmers,” some 


types of leases, and certain occasio- 
nal operations by foreign air car- 
riers, have also been exempted 
from the requirement to hold a 
licence. 


To facilitate licensing and applica- 
tion, the committee has established 
classes of service, and groupings 
according to aircraft size. 


Air carriers operating unit toll 
(scheduled) and charter services 
are normally required to file their 
tariffs with at least a 30-day advan- 
ce notice. Tariffs come into effect 
as filed, unless disallowed or sus- 
pended by the committee. Parts V 
and VI of the Air Carrier Regula- 
tions, issued pursuant to Section 14 
of the Aeronautics Act, confer 
authority on the committee to deal 
with tariffs and to determine the 
justness and reasonableness of 
tolls. Conversely, it is also empowe- 
red to substitute or prescribe rates 
in light of these criteria. 


All carriers are required to furnish 
transportation in accordance with 
the terms and conditions of their 
licence, and provide adequate 
service, equipment, and facilities. 
The committee investigates any 
complaints that carriers have failed 
to meet their obligations as licen- 
sees. 


The majority of international air 
service agreements provide for 
consultation between designated 
airlines, use of International Air 
Transport Association (IATA) rate- 
making procedures where applica- 
ble, consultation between aeronau- 
tical authorities, and arbitration as 
a final resort. Resolutions approved 
at IATA conferences are subject to 
acceptance and/or approval by 
aeronautical authorities. 


Under Sections 12 and 13 of the 
Aeronautics Act the Commission is 
authorized to conduct investiga- 
tions and surveys, and make re- 
commendations to the Minister of 
Transport in all matters relating to 
commercial air services, either on 
direction from the Minister or on 
its own motion. 


Organization 


There are four branches within the 
committee. They are: the Adminis- 
tration Branch, Air Services Analy- 
sis Branch, International Air Trans- 
port Branch and Operations 
Branch. Each branch reports to the 
committee through the ATC Execu- 
tive Director. 


Although the strength of Air Trans- 
port Committee staff has declined 
over the past several years, its 
activities have increased. (See 
Appendices X and AA) 


Administration 
Branch 


Its general functions include the 
issuance of orders, licences, and 
official correspondence authorized 
by the committee; the drafting and 
preparation of regulations, orders 
and decisions for consideration by 
the committee; the preparation of 
agendas and minutes of committee 
meetings; liaison between the 
committee and its branches or 
Commission committees; and the 
co-ordination of estimates and 
forecasts for budget purposes. 
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Air Services 
Analysis Branch 


There are five divisions within this 
branch. These provide economic, 
regulatory, financial and operatio- 
nal analysis and advice to the 
committee. 


The Economic Analysis Division 
acts as the committee’s economic 
consultants, assessing applications, 
evaluating whether applications 
meet the tests of public convenien- 
ce and necessity and that of public 
interest, participating as support 
staff at hearings and carrying out 
economic investigations and sur- 
veys relating to both specific air 
carrier operations and the industry 
as a whole. 


The Audit Division maintains a 
continuous review over air carrier 
accounting, and when required, 
makes recommendations for chan- 
ges in the Commission’s policies, 
rules and regulations of a financial 
nature as well as on standards of 
financial fitness applicable to 
Canadian operators of commercial 
air services under the committee’s 
jurisdiction. It assesses the financial 
aspects of all applications submit- 
ted to the committee for new air 
service authorities, transfers of 
controlling interest, mergers and 
consolidations. 


The Financial Analysis Division 
provides advice to the committee in 
respect of the validity of proposed 


fare and tariff changes, their just- 
ness and reasonableness, the admi- 
nistration of air carrier subsidies, 
the continuing review of financial 
adequacy of carriers operating 
international charters and the 
protection of passengers’ advance 
payments. It is pursuing studies on 
the problem of rates of return and 
other financial factors relevant to 
levels of fares and rates charged 
for commercial air services. 


The Operations Analysis Division 
conducts studies and submits re- 
ports on the operation and manage- 
ment of air carriers, investigates 
and reports on the performance 
and operational characteristics of 
aircraft and equipment utilized in 
specific commercial air services. 
The division is responsible for the 
supervision of the running and re- 
design of computer programs for 
processing aviation statistics. 


The Policy Advisory Division 
develops and recommends amend- 
ments to the economic aspects of 
the Air Carrier Regulations. This 
division is also involved in revie- 
wing and recommending modifica- 
tions to the committee’s statistical 
reporting requirements and in 
representing the committee at 
economic and statistical conferen- 
ces of the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organization. It also participa- 
tes in interdepartmental 
committees involved in the re- 
assessment of government aviation 
policies. 


International Air 
Transport Branch 


This branch is responsible for 
ensuring that the regulatory struc- 
tures and mechanisms in bilateral 
and multilateral agreements on 


international air services suit the 
needs of Canadian users of air 
transport. In addition, it helps to 
maintain an equitable balance 
between the economic benefits to 
Canadian and foreign air carriers. 
It also reports to the International 
Transport Policy Committee on 
policy matters concerning interna- 
tional air transport. 


The branch prepares for and parti- 
cipates in the negotiation of agree- 
ments governing air services bet- 
ween Canada and other countries. 
It assists in the implementation an 
administration of these agreements 
through analysis and interpretatior 
of their conditions and operative 
clauses, and advising on their effec 
upon Canadian users and carrier 
interests. 


Representing these Canadian 
interests is done through at 
nal and intergovernmental organi- 
zations such as the International | 
Civil Aviation Organization (ICAO 
and the European Civil Aviation 
Conference (ECAC). | 
Operations Branch — 
This branch has two divisions: 
Tariffs and Services Division, and 
Licensing Division. 


The Tariffs and Services Division | 
comprises two sections: one dealin 
with unit toll services, which is 
responsible for the tariffs, tolls anc 
services of Class 1, 2, 3, 8, 9-2 and. 
9-3 air carriers; and another con- | 
cerned with the charter tariffs, tol! 
and services of Class 4, and 9-4 
carriers. (See Appendices Y and 
AA) 
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‘he role of this division is to ensu- 
2 that consumers’ interests are 
rotected; that the conditions of 
arriage and the level of tolls are 
zasonable and non-discriminatory; 
ad that the fences surrounding 
yecial fares are such that there is 
1 adequate supply of services at 
tices which will promote travel 
‘ith optimum utilization of resour- 
es by carriers. The division also 
eals with complaints and conducts 
ivestigations into alleged malprac- 
tes by air carriers. 


Icensing Division administers the 
cmmittee’s domestic and interna- 
tnal licensing policies and regula- 
tns. It has four sections. 


Te Domestic Section works prima- 
ry in the area of analysis and 
cnpliance as it applies to licen- 
sig of unit toll and charter opera- 
tias, including complaints alleging 
uauthorized operations out of 
anther carrier’s base or between 
pints on another carrier’s licence. 


I'2 International Section handles 
h licensing of both scheduled and 
sIrter international air services, 

nb and out of Canada, and over- 
e3 the large volume of internatio- 
1¢ advance booking and inclusive 
o' charters; it also attends in 
uport of certain international air 
leotiations between Canada and 
thr countries. 


] 
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The Analysis Section is responsible 
for providing analytical reports on 
regulations, licences and applica- 
tions. It has revised, on a conti- 
nuing basis, all air licences to 
achieve conformity with new 
weight groupings made part of the 
Air Carrier Regulations in 1972. 


This project was completed in 1980. 


The Enforcement Section is prima- 
rily responsible for the investiga- 
tion and prosecution of illegal and 
unlicensed air operations. Regional 
offices are located in Vancouver, 
Edmonton and Winnipeg. 


Activity Highlights 


Bilateral Scheduled Air 
Services Agreements 


Germany 


Three meetings were held with 
officials of the Federal Republic of 
Germany. The German authorities 
wish to secure rights to serve cer- 
tain points in Western Canada and 
in exchange Canada seeks additio- 
nal rights beyond Germany. Fur- 
ther talks are planned for 1982. 


United States 


At the request of the United States, 
negotiations have begun towards 
revision of the air services agree- 
ment to permit additional rights 
and traffic points for both Canadian 
and U.S. designated airlines. A 
second round is scheduled for early 
1982. Consultations were also held 
with U.S. officials concerning the 
Canadian Fuel Compensation 
Recovery Charge designated to 
recover federal subsidies on impor- 
ted petroleum not consumed in 
Canada, which they feel is a viola- 
tion of the Air Agreement. 


Barbados 


The temporary air agreement with 
Barbados expired Oct. 31, 1981 
although the Barbadian authorities 
did permit Air Canada to continue 
its scheduled air services. Certain 
difficulties developed over tariffs 
and two meetings were held in an 
unsuccessful attempt to resolve 
these difficulties; further discus- 
sions are contemplated. 


Romania 


Two rounds of negotiations took 
place with Romania concerning the 
provision of air services between 
Romania and Canada. 


Jamaica 


Jamaica is seeking more extensive 
traffic rights in Canada and bet- 
ween Canada and the United 
States of America. Two meetings 
were held; others are 
contemplated. 


Mexico 


A round of negotiations aimed at 
expansion of services for the Mexi- 
can airlines to and through Canada 
was concluded without agreement. 
CP Air suspended operations to 
Mexico due to the non-viability of 
the route. The Mexican airline had 
previously suspended its 
operations. 


India 


The first round of negotiation was 
held with a view to establishing 
scheduled services between India 
and Canada. A second round is 
planned in 1982. 
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International Civil Aviation 
Organization (ICAO) 


In the field of facilitation of inter- 
national air services, which is an 
ICAO activity based on Annex 9 to 
the Convention on International 
Civil Aviation (Chicago Conven- 
tion), considerations in the past 
year included several specific 
problems of implementation of 
Annex 9 in Canada. 


The ICAO Panel of Experts on 
Regulation of Air Transport Ser- 
vices held its fifth meeting in July 
1981 and commenced its work on 
the subject “regulation of non- 
scheduled air transport” in confor- 
mity with the terms of reference 
established by the 1977 Special Air 
Transport Conference. In prepara- 
tion for the next phase of this 
project, the required input was 
developed for an ICAO question- 
naire on the implementation in 
practice of a modified ICAO defi- 
nition of scheduled services (re- 
classification of certain charter 
operations as scheduled services). 


There was participation in the 
Seventh Session of the ICAO Sta- 
tistics Division held in September 
1981 which decided, inter alia, on a 
broad survey to re-assess the use- 
fulness of individual parts of the 
ICAO statistical program and on 
the organization of traffic flow 
statistical reporting. 


A Commission observer attended 
the fifth meeting of the ICAO Fares 
and Rates Panel held in December 
1981. 


The Seventh Session of the Statis- 
tics Division was held in Montreal, 
Sept.1-16, 1981. Sessions of the 
Statistics Division are held approxi- 
mately every six years for the 
purpose of reviewing the statistical 
activities of ICAO and advising the 
organization’s Air Transport Com- 
mittee on statistical projects. There 
were 54 working papers considered 
at the Seventh Session by 101 
representatives from 41 contracting 
states and two international 
organizations. 


European Civil Aviation 
Conference (ECAC) 


The Seventh Tripartite (Canada/ 
ECAC/USA) Meeting on North 
Atlantic charters and tariffs was 
held in Washington, in March 1981. 
The meeting examined statistical 
data relating to air services in the 
North Atlantic region and financial 
results for carriers involved in 
these operations. There was also 
some initial exchange of views on 
multilateral tariff-making in the 
North Atlantic, as well as on seve- 
ral other problems of tripartite 
concern. 


A special meeting of aeronautical 
delegations of Canada, ECAC and 
USA devoted solely to multilateral 
pricing in the North Atlantic was 
held in Paris in December 1981. 


CATA/ATC Liaison Group 


Under the National Transportation 
Act, the Air Transport Committee is 
responsible for administering Part 
II of the Aeronautics Act while Part 
I of that Act is administered by the 


Canadian Air Transport Adminis- 
tration (CATA) of Transport 
Canada. To provide for maximum 
co-ordination of respective admi- 
nistrative policies and procedures 
a CATA/ATC Liaison Group con- 
sisting of senior officials of CATA 
and the ATC and chaired jointly | 
the Chairman, Air Transport Com 
mittee and the Administrator, 
CATA meets periodically to reviey 
issues of common interest and to 
ensure against conflict in adminis- 
trative procedures as these imping 
on the industry. 


Air Carrier Associations 
Meetings 


At the invitation of the organiza- 
tions concerned, ATC commissio- 
ners and senior staff attended the 
annual general meetings of air __ 
carrier associations held during th 
year which, as in previous years, | 
provided mutually valuable oppor 
tunities for the committee to ex- | 
plain proposed changes in policies 
and practices to member carriers © 
and to respond directly to questior 
of concern to the industry as a 
whole or to segments thereof.

Changes in 
Regulations 


The Air Carrier Regulations were 
amended to allow an air carrier 
licensed to operate Class 4 charter 
commercial air services to provide 
courier services with any group of 
aircraft it is authorized to operate 
rather than restricting this type of 
activity to Groups A, B and C 
aircraft only. In addition, regula- 
tions were introduced permitting 
air carriers holding Class 9-4 inter- 
national charter licences to provide 
international courier air services 
with Groups A, B, GC and D aircraft. 


On March 16, the committee distri- 
buted a notice of proposed amend- 
ments to the Air Carrier Regula- 
tions which dealt with establishing 
mandatory passenger liability 
insurance at $500,000 for each 
passenger seat in the maximum 
seating configuration of aircraft in 
an air carrier’s fleet and mandatory 
third party liability insurance of 
$450 per kilogram of the maximum 
authorized take-off weight of air- 
craft. These compare to the existing 
minima of $40,000 per seat for 
passenger liability and $250,000 per 
incident for third party liability. 
The deadline for submitting com- 
ments on this proposal was set at 
June 30, 1981, subsequently exten- 
ded to Aug.31st. A total of 24 writ- 
ten representations were received 
and committee staff are currently 
analyzing the comments made. 


The committee distributed another 
notice of proposed amendments to 
the Air Carrier Regulations on Aug. 


31, 1981 with a deadline for sub- 
mitting comments set at Nov. 30, 
1981, subsequently extended to 
March 12, 1982. This notice propo- 
sed the abolition of the system of 
surcharges instituted by General 
Order 1972-3 Air (Class 4 Positio- 
ning Charges Regulations) and the 
establishment of a system which 
would protect an air carrier’s Class 
4 Group A, B, C and D fixed wing 
base, subject to specific exceptions, 
through a regulatory prohibition 
against the enplanement of charter 
traffic by fixed wing air carriers not 
licensed at that base. The prohibi- 
tion would extend only to aircraft 
belonging to a group for which the 
base carrier is licensed. Analysis of 
the replies received is in its initial 
phase. 


The committee has sought and 
received industry comments on 
proposed amendments to the Air 
Carrier Regulations designed to 
improve the clarity and precision of 
the definitions of certain Class 7 
authorities, and also to authorize 
Class 4 licensees to provide, under 
their Class 4 authority, those Class 
7 air services which have been 
exempted under subsection 16(4) of 
the Aeronautics Act from the requi- 
rement to prove public convenien- 
ce and necessity. The committee 
has considered the comments 
received and the amendments 
finally adopted are now being 
processed for implementation. 
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Reports and Studies 


Participation by ATC representati- 
ves with members from Transport 
Canada, the Department of Consu- 
mer and Corporate Affairs and 
CTC Research in studies on econo- 
mic regulation and competition in 
the Canadian air carrier industry 
culminated with the March 31st 
distribution by Transport Canada 
of a draft discussion paper. This 
paper dealt with the existing fra- 
mework of economic regulation, 
the industry’s performance in 
meeting the needs of the public, 
and the likely effects of reducing 
regulation and increasing competi- 
tion. Comments on the discussion 
paper were requested by June 30, 
1981 and were expected to help to 
determine the extent to which the 
paper could be used by Transport 
Canada as a major source of gui- 
dance for policy decisions on futu- 
re economic regulation of the 
domestic air carrier industry. 


In December 1980, the committee 
tentatively adopted the recommen- 
dations of an interdepartmental 
group, known as the Aviation 
Statistics Requirements Committee 
(ASRC) with representatives from 
Transport Canada, Statistics 
Canada and the CTC, and distribu- 
ted a proposal to introduce a revi- 
sed statistical reporting system to 
air carriers for comments. On the 
basis of written representations 
received, the committee modified 
its proposed descriptions of three of 


the seven reporting levels to which 
air carriers can be assigned and 
extended the deadlines for filing 
statements. 


In October 1981, air carriers assi- 
gned to reporting Levels II through 
VI, which had previously been 
exempted from filing data pertai- 
ning to 1981 operations until that 
time, began to file according to the 
new system, with a few exceptions. 
As anticipated in the December 
1980 proposal, the implementation 
of certain new statements has been 
postponed, and Level II licensees 
and large charter operators have 
been exempted until further notice 
from filing one new statement and 
foreign scheduled air carriers have 
been exempted until further notice 
from filing two new statements and 
have been directed to continue 
filing statements previously prescri- 
bed in Part VIII of the Regulations. 


On the basis of written representa- 
tions from and meetings held with 
new Level I air carriers (the main- 
line and regional carriers and 
Wardair), the committee agreed 
that insurmountable difficulties 
would be created by insisting on 
the 1981 implementation of the 
new system for these carriers. Thus 
for 1981, this group of carriers 
continued to file statistical and 
financial information pursuant to 
the old format. Further discussions 
will determine how the new system 
will be phased in for these carriers 
and the extent to which the propo- 
sed system may require amend- 
ment. 


Documentation ancillary to finan- 
cial reports, i.e. a re-drafted Uni- 
form System of Accounts and 
Reports and Instructions Concer- 
ning the Allocation of Revenues 
and Costs to Routes or Subsystems 


were proposed by committee staff 
and sent to air carriers for com- 
ment, with a view to January 1982 
implementation. 


The committee’s annual publica- 
tion entitled “The Canadian Heli- 
copter Operating Industry” concer 
ning the previous year’s operation:

As in pre- 
vious years, investigations instituted 
under the Aeronautics Act uncove- 
red offences under other statutes, 
primarily the Excise Tax Act, 
which were dealt with by the 
RCMP and other agencies. 


The Enforcement Section devoted 
considerable time to developing a 
close working liaison with the 
RCMP by assisting in investiga- 
tions, identifying offences and 
evidence to substantiate charges, 
suggesting investigative procedures, 
interpreting applicable legislation 
and assisting in the preparation of 
court briefs. Discussion between 
RCMP and the ATC Enforcement 
Section at Ottawa headquarters 
resulted in the preparation of more 
definitive RCMP guidelines for 
officers involved in investigations 
under the Aeronautics Act. One- 
day seminars on the Enforcement 
Section’s mandate and responsibili- 
ties were held with 10 RCMP 
divisions and sub-divisions. 


Enforcement Section’s liaison with 
the Department of Justice and 
Crown attorneys has helped to 
improve case presentation in the 
courts by outlining the significance 
of unlicensed air carrier activity. 
This has generally resulted in the 
imposition of fines more directly 
related to the gross revenue gene- 
rated by the illegal operation. 


More open and direct lines of 
communication were established 
between enforcement examiners 
and Transport Canada counterparts 
to enable a much faster exchange 
of information and response to 
complaints in their respective 
jurisdictions. 


Significant Decisions and 
Orders 


The Air Transport Committee held 
eight public hearings, issued a total 
of 835 orders and 320 decisions in 
1981. Some of the more significant 
decisions and orders include: 


* Decision No. 6326, Jan. 12, 1981 
approved a scheduled service for 
Quebecair of four daily return 
flights between Montreal and 
Toronto, each of which must origi- 
nate or terminate at a point east of 
Montreal. 


* Decision No. 6333, Jan. 12, 1981 
approved for Pacific Western 
Airlines, for an experimental pe- 
riod of two years, a scheduled 
service between Calgary, Brandon 
and Toronto with a minimum 
frequency of six flights per week in 
each direction. 


* Decision No. 6352, Feb. 5, 1981 
approved a regular specific point 
service by Bradley Air Services 
(First Air) with HS 748 aircraft 
between Frobisher Bay and Nuuk 
(Godthaab) Greenland. 


¢ Decision No. 6392, March 10, 1981 
approved a regular specific point 
service by Aero Trades (Western) 
with Groups E and F aircraft ser- 
ving Winnipeg, Prince Albert and 
Calgary. 


* Decision No. 6443, May 13, 1981 
approved an international specific 
point air service with Group D 
aircraft by Superior Airways bet- 
ween Thunder Bay and Minneapo- 
lis. 


e Decision No. 6564, Oct. 8, 1981 
approved regular specific point 
services by Northwest Territorial 
Airways for Winnipeg which would 
allow services between Winnipeg 
and Yellowknife, Rankin Inlet and 
Frobisher Bay. 


e Decision No. 6580, Oct. 22, 1981 
among other things, approved the 
transfer of the services in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan from Northward 
Airlines (which had gone bankrupt) 
to Gateway Aviation and thence 
the services of the latter carrier to 
Time Air. 


e Decision No. 6511, Aug. 4, 1981 
among other things, approved a 
variety of services in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories, inclu- 
ding a transfer to Kenn Borek Air 
of a number of services which had 


been previously operated by Nor- 
thward Airlines Limited before it 
became bankrupt. 


e Decision No. 6529, Aug. 28, 1981 
approved a scheduled service with 
Dash-7 aircraft by City Center 
Airways between Toronto Island 
Airport, Ottawa International 
Airport and Montreal Victoria 
Carpark to commence within 18 
months, except that all three points 
need not be served during the first 
year. 


e Decision No. 6542, Sept. 3, 1981 
approved regular specific point 
service by Time Air with Dash-7 
aircraft serving Lethbridge, Kelow- 
na and Vancouver on an experi- 
mental basis for three years with 
no traffic rights between Kelowna 
and Vancouver, and scheduled 
service for the same period by 
Pacific Western Airlines between 
Lethbridge and various points in 
southern British Columbia restric- 
ted to a mandatory traffic stop

between Lethbridge and Vancou- 
ver and no traffic rights between 
Lethbridge and Calgary. This 
decision was appealed to the Mi- 
nister of Transport who withdrew 
authority for the PWA service and 
removed the restriction of the 
carriage of Kelowna-Vancouver 
local traffic by Time Air. 


e Order No. 1981-A-287, June 5, 
1981 amended the charter licence 
of Wardair Canada (1975) Ltd. to 
make its domestic charter licence 
permanent. 


e Order No. 1981-A-782, Dec. 8, 
1981 approved CP Air application 
for same-plane, daily, return ser- 
vices between Vancouver-Regina- 
Toronto and Vancouver-Saskatoon- 
Toronto.

i! and administer, in the inte- 

8 of safety, an efficient pilotage 
Ice. 


Each pilotage authority is required 
by the Act to give public notice in 
the Canada Gazette of every tariff 
of pilotage charges that it proposes 
to prescribe. Any interested person 
who believes that the proposed 
tariff is prejudicial to the public 
interest may file a notice of objec- 
tion. It is upon receipt of such 
notice that the committee acquires 
jurisdiction. The proposed changes 
may not be implemented until the 
committee has conducted an inves- 
tigation, which may include the 
holding of public hearings. The 
appropriate authority is then gover- 
ned by the WTC recommendation. 


The St. Lawrence Seaway Authori- 
ty Act empowers this authority to 
establish tariffs of tolls and, where 
such tariffs are not set by agree- 
ment between Canada and the 
United States, they must be filed 
with the committee. The tariffs 
become effective on their date of 
filing. 

The committee is also responsible 
for administering the Shipping 
Conferences Exemption Act, 1979, 
which came into effect April 1, 
1979, replacing previous legislation 
that had expired March 31, 1979. 
The new legislation exempts cer- 
tain shipping conference practices 
from the provisions of the Combi- 
nes Investigation Act and requires 
the shipping conferences to file 
freight tariffs and other documents 
with the Commission. 


Under the Energy Supplies Emer- 
gency Act, 1979, the Energy Sup- 
plies Allocation Board is empowe- 
red, among other things, to direct 
the Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion to order that a Canadian ship 


be used or sailed as required by the 
Board, and, to authorize a non- 
Canadian ship to carry any control- 
led product between points in 
Canada when no Canadian ship is 
available to ensure adequate sup- 
plies of these products. 


The Coasting Trade Exemption 
Regulations provide for the exemp- 
tion of certain non-Canadian ships 
engaged in the coasting trade of 
Canada from the application of 
Part XV of the Canada Shipping 
Act. The committee advises the 
Minister of National Revenue on 
the availability of suitable Cana- 
dian ships when vessels of a fo- 
reign country are being considered 
for engagement in the coasting 
trade. 


Acquisitions 


The committee also deals with 
notices of proposed acquisitions 
forwarded to the Commission 
pursuant to Section 27 of the Natio- 
nal Transportation Act. During the 
year, inquiries were made about 
several proposals that came to the 
attention of the committee to deter- 
mine the applicability of the va- 
rious provisions of the section. 


In late 1980, Puget Sound Tug and 
Barge Company of Seattle, a subsi- 
diary of Crowley Maritime Corpo- 
ration, an American company, 
served notice of a proposal to 
acquire a share interest in Arctic 
Transportation Ltd. of Calgary. 
Following publication of the notice 
in early 1981, and no objections 
having been received, by Decision 


WTC-1-81, the committee took no 
further action and closed its file. 


In March, 1981, Canadian Pacific 
Limited of Montreal served notice 
of its proposal to acquire a one- 
third shareholding interest in Dart 
Containerline Company Limited 
(DARTCY), a Bermuda company 
beneficially owned by Consolida- 
ted Containerline Services of Libe- 
ria, a subsidiary of Orient Overseas 
Container (Holdings) Limited of 
Hong Kong, and by Compagnie 
Maritime Belge of Belgium. 


Upon publication of this notice, 
objections to the proposal were 
filed with the Commission and as 
part of the committee’s investiga- 
tion, a hearing was held in Halifax 
in June. As a consequence of this 
hearing, by Decision WTC-12-81 of 
the committee issued in August, 
Canadian Pacific Limited was 
required to file another notice 
indicating that as part of its propo- 
sed acquisition of an interest in 
DARTCY, it proposed, with Man- 
chester Liners Limited of Great 
Britain and Dart Containerline 
(Canada) N.V. of Belgium, to acqui- 
re an interest in a St. Lawrence 
River containerized freight co- 
ordination service. A second two- 
part hearing of this proposal was 
held in Halifax in November and 
the committee’s decision with 
regard to both proposals is expec- 
ted to issue early in 1982. 


In June as well, the committee 
heard an explanation by Canadian 
National Railway Company of 


Montreal of its financial transac- 
tions in 1980 involving the compa- 
ny and its commercial partners in 
the CAST Group of Companies and 
subsequently, by Decision WTC-16- 
81 in October, required Canadian 
National to file a notice of its pro- 
posed acquisition of additional 
shareholdings of Eurocanadian 
Shipholdings Limited of Bermuda, 
one of the CAST Group of Compa- 
nies. Although it had appealed this 
decision to the Federal Court, 
Canadian National filed the requi- 
site notice in late December. At the 
direction of the committee, this 
notice will be published in early 
January, 1982 and the committee is 
currently awaiting response to that 
notice and disposition of the appeal 
by the court. 


In July, 1981, Branch Lines (1981) 
Inc. of Sorel, Que. served notice of 
a proposed acquisition of an inte- 
rest in Davie Shipbuilding Ltd. and, 
no objections having been recei- 
ved, by Decision WTC-13-81, the 
committee took no further action 
and closed its file. 


In August, 109022 Canada Inc. 
served notice of an intention to 
purchase all the businesses, under- 
takings, property rights and assets 
of Power Corporation of Canada 
relating to all aspects of its water 
transportation business and motor 
vehicle undertakings. Notice of the 
proposed acquisition in respect of 
water transportation was published 
as required by the Act. No objec- 
tion having been received, by 
Decision WTC-14-81, the commit- 
tee took no further action and 
closed its file. 


In the fall of 1980 it came to the 
attention of the committee that by 
agreement between the owners of 


a  ———— 


Clarke Transport Inc. and Crosbie 
Group Ltd., a re-organization of 
Newfoundland Steamships Ltd., 
involving the possible acquisition 
of an interest in that company, wa 
being arranged. Inquiries were 
made and a hearing was held at 
which evidence was taken, leading 
to Decision WTC-17-81, wherein 
the committee decided that al- 
though there had been an acquisi- 
tion of an interest in that underta- 
king of Newfoundland Steamships 
Ltd., through purchase of some of 
its shares, the acquisition was not 
one to which Section 27 of the 
National Transportation Act ap- 
plied. Consequently, the committe: 
closed its file. | 


Inquiries with regard to four other

Hotage Authorities 


Fllowing the recommendations of 
[cision WTG-9-80 issued on Dec. 
3 1980, the Atlantic Pilotage 
Athority published new Tariff 
Regulations on Jan.16, 1981. 
Aiendments to the regulations 
wre published on March 28 and 
Jly 4 and, as no objections were 
fid with the Commission, the 
taffs became effective on May 28 
ail Sept. 4 respectively. A further 
arendment was published on Nov. 
/ 1d no objections were filed.

The Great Lakes Pilotage Authority 
Ltd., published an amendment to 
its tariff on Feb. 19, 1981. As no 
objections were filed, the amend- 
ment became effective on April 3. 
A further amendment for the Port 
of Churchill, was published on Oct. 
31 and there were no objections. 


The Laurentian Pilotage Tariff 
Regulations were amended on 
March 20, May 22 and Aug. 27, 
there being no objections to any of 
the proposals. 


The Pacific Pilotage Authority 
Tariff Regulations amendments 
became effective on June 1 as no 
objections had been filed with the 
Commission. Proposed amend- 
ments published on Oct. 31 and 
Nov. 14 were not contested. 


Shipping Conferences 
Exemption Act, 1979 


The Water Transport Committee 
administers this Act. It exempts 
certain shipping conference practi- 
ces from the provisions of the 
Combines Investigation Act, sub- 
ject to prescribed obligations pla- 
ced on its member lines. The legis- 
lation has been in force since April 
1, 1979. The situation is constantly 
monitored and will be reviewed 
before March 31, 1984. 


The committee was represented on 
an interdepartmental committee 
reviewing the Act which submitted 
a report to Cabinet in 1981. 


Meetings are held with the Cana- 
dian Shippers’ Council to determi- 
ne the effectiveness of the provi- 
sion which requires shipping 
conferences to meet with the Coun- 
cil, the “Shipper Group” designa- 
ted by the Minister of Transport 


‘ pursuant to Section 15(2) of the Act. 


The council continues to be concer- 
ned with bunker surcharges asses- 
sed by the conferences and the 
current trend to incorporate this 
surcharge into the general freight 
rate. 


Shipping Conferences 


As of Dec. 31, 1981 the Commission 
had on file documents of 45 ship- 
ping conferences whose member 
lines provided service at Canadian 
ports, a net decrease of two from 
Dec. 31, 1980. (See Appendix EE) 


These 45 conferences represent 82 
lines providing 307 services at 
North American ports; 55 of the 
lines offered 230 services at Cana- 
dian ports. 


In addition the Commission has on 
file two space charter agreements 
and a co-ordinated service agree- 
ment representing a total of 11 
lines as well as four line consolida- 
tion agreements. 


St. Lawrence Seaway 
Authority 


As required by Section 20 of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway Authority Act, 
the St. Lawrence Seaway Authority 
filed with the Commission: 


(i) Regulations respecting the public 
use of the Champlain Bridge 


(ii) Regulations respecting the 
public use of the Jacques Cartier 
Bridge. 


The Authority also filed pursuant to 
Section 16 of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway Authority Act, a tariff 
respecting tariff of tolls for use of 
the Champlain Bridge, effective 
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March 1, 1981. Notices of the revo- 
cation of the Champlain Bridge 
Tariff and Jacques Cartier Bridge 
By-Laws were also received from 
the St. Lawrence Seaway 
Authority. 


Coasting Trade and 
Commercial Marine 
Activities 


The committee, in accordance with 
its responsibility under the Coas- 
ting Trade Exemption Regulations 
continued to review applications 
made to the Minister of National 
Revenue for waivers under Part 
XV of the Canada Shipping Act. 


During the year, 66 such applica- 
tions were received 53 being re- 
commended for temporary entry, 
six for denial and seven were 
withdrawn. Thirteen of these were 
for vessels or activities not addres- 
sed to in the regulations and which 
were referred to the Advisory 
Committee on the Availability of 
Certain Canadian-flag vessels 
before Revenue Canada was advi- 
sed on the suitability and availabi- 
lity of Canadian equipment. (See 
Appendix CC) 


The committee was represented at 
12 meetings of the Interdepartmen- 
tal Remission Committee which 
were held during the year. 


The staff of the committee conti- 
nued to play an active role with 
Transport Canada in the develop- 
ment of a new Coasting Trade 
Policy. 


Water Transport 
Services 


Twelve carriers submitted applica- 
tions for water transport licences in 
1981: five for the Great Lakes and 
seven for the Mackenzie River area 
of which two were for service to 
the Canadian Western Arctic re- 
gion. (See Appendix DD) 


Licensing authority was granted to 
the five Great Lakes applicants, 
namely Canada Steamship Lines 
Inc., A.B. McLean Ltd., McKeil 
Work Boats Ltd., Johnstone Ship- 
ping Limited and Quebec and 
Ontario Transportation Company 
Limited. 


The committee also licensed five of 
the seven Mackenzie River appli- 
cants. In two cases, the licence 
included authority to serve the 
Canadian Western Arctic. One 
licence application was withdrawn 
by the applicant due to extremely 
low water levels in the area ap- 
plied for and Streeper Bros. Mari- 
ne Transport was again denied a 
licence for the Mackenzie River 
area. 


Len Cardinal Transport Ltd. sub- 
mitted an application to amend its 
licence CTC(WT) 149 by adding the 
vessels ‘“SBMT 303”, “CARDINAL 
101” and “ARCTIC EAGLE”. 
Consequently a total of three addi- 
tional vessels were granted licen- 
sing authority by the committee. 


International 
Maritime Transport 
Branch 


The branch continued its analysis 
of the major international factors 
that affect maritime economic anc 
regulatory policy. It also studied 
their potential effect on the mainl 
foreign-flag shipping of Canadian 
export and import trade. In this 
respect the branch now directly 
serves both the International 
Transport Policy Committee and 
the Water Transport Committee. 
Both committees are advised on tl 
economic impact on Canada of 
international maritime agreement 
Positions taken by the committees 
on general economic or regulatory 
policy issues are then presented h 
the branch when Canadian gover 
mental positions are formulated o 
international agreements 
negotiated. 


Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development | 
(OECD) | 


The branch again represented the 
Commission as a member of the - 
Canadian delegation to multilater 
negotiations at the Organization f 
Economic Co-operation and Deve 
lopment (OECD) and contributed 
Canada’s role in the formulation | 
a general maritime policy coverir 
the shipping relationships betwee 
OECD countries, including Cana: 
da’s major trading partners and ; 
suppliers of shipping tonnage for’ 
exports and imports. If formally — 
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accepted, certain negotiated agree- 
nents having an economic benefit 
o Canada will serve as a guideline 
or the national maritime policies 
if OECD countries. 


Jnited Nations Conference on 
‘rade and Development 
UNCTAD) 


it the United Nations Conference 
n Trade and Development (UNC- 
AD), the branch participated as 

1e Commission representative on 
ie Canadian delegation to a num- 
er of conferences, the most impor- 
nt being the UNCTAD Commit- 
e on Shipping at which the 
eveloping countries pressed to 
ontinue work on the eventual 
hasing-out of flag of convenience 
‘ipping (Liberian flag ships provi- 
¢ almost a quarter of Canada’s 
(ean shipping needs). Another 

isue under study is aimed at elimi- 
ting alleged barriers to entry by 
sips of developing country registry 
1.0 the bulk cargo trade, particu- 
lily that of iron ore, phosphate or 
buxite/alumina. These issues 

aect the stability of market supply 
ad demand for shipping tonnage 
ad are of vital economic concern 
Canada. 


Te branch has contributed Com- 
sion viewpoints to the Canadian 
ptition that would guard Cana- 

din interests while meeting the 
leitimate aspirations of the develo- 
pig countries to participate in 

weld shipping on the basis of their 
0\1 economies. The main hurdle 


in this area is the seemingly inevi- 
table increase in the level of fo- 
reign governmental regulation on 
shipping. 


Following its earlier initiative at 
UNCTAD, the branch continued to 
express Commission interests in a 
Canadian position on marine insu- 
rance and to assist in the formula- 
tion of international standard 
clauses for voluntary adoption by 
the parties in the marine insurance 
policy. Close liaison and consulta- 
tion were maintained not only with 
underwriters, brokers, and consu- 
mers, but also with an interdepart- 
mental committee considering this 
and related matters. A leading role 
is being exercised by the branch as 
part of the Canadian delegation 
and this has encouraged support 
for the named perils’ approach and 
international recognition being 
given to this system which is cur- 
rently used in the Canadian indus- 
try. During 1981 work was com- 
menced concurrently on marine 
cargo insurance, with close atten- 
tion being paid to the newly revi- 
sed Lloyd’s policy form in which a 
“plain language” style is adopted. 


European Economic Community 
(EEC) 


The branch continues to monitor 
the development, by the countries 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC), of a common mariti- 
me policy. It is also participating in 
the examination of the application 
to shipping of the competition rules 
that regulate market sharing, and 
the cartel-like activities of commer- 
cial ocean liner shipping interests 
supplying the major part of Cana- 
da’s requirements. This new EEC 
Regulation was published in draft 
form late in 1981 and its effect on 
Canada/Europe shipping activities 


will be assessed by the branch 
during 1982. 


Multimodal and 
Maritime Economics 
Branch 


The Economics Branch was amal- 
gamated with the International 
Multimodal and Facilitation 
Branch of the International Trans- 
port Policy Committee effective 
Jan. 1, 1981 and renamed the Mul- 
timodal and Maritime Economics 
Branch. The branch now directly 
serves both the Water Transport 
Committee and the International 
Transport Policy Committee. 


The branch carries out analyses 
and assessment of economic, ope- 
rational and regulatory matters 
affecting the transportation of goods 
by multimodal means within, into 
and out of Canada. It participates 
as the Commission representative 
in the on-going interdepartmental 
and industry consultations on 
matters affecting multimodal trans- 
port, containers and facilitation of 
transport documentation. The 
branch also participates as the 
Commission representative in the 
formulation of Canadian positions 
and negotiations at international 
meetings on matters having econo- 
mic or regulatory impact on multi- 
modal transport and containeriza- 
tion. 


It continued to provide shipping 
information, analyses and advice in 
support of the regulatory activities 
and advisory function of the Water 
Transport Committee and the 
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International Transport Policy 
Committee. It also assisted other 
branches of the Commission and 
other federal government depart- 
ments and agencies by the provi- 
sion of shipping expertise, data and 
analyses on a variety of matters 
related to maritime transport. 


The branch continued to maintain 
and improve the ship cargo origin 
and destination data base which 

contains statistical information on 


the activities of all vessels engaged 
in domestic and international 
transportation of goods by water. 
This computerized data bank, 
which is mainly based on Statistics 
Canada information, provides the 
basis from which research studies 
and statistical and economic analy- 
ses are produced in support of the 
various activities of the Water 
Transport Committee and the 
International Transport Policy 
Committee. 


In addition, the branch also main- 
tained a subsidiary data base con- 
taining up-to-date computerized 
data on approximately 2,881 Cana- 
dian registered ships of 100 Gross 
Registered Tons and over and 
about 916 shipowners/operators 


and linking them to their areas of 
service. These data are up-dated 
weekly and used extensively by the 
Water Transport Committee, the 
Research Branch and other federal 
government departments. The 
branch also compiled and issued 
the Committee’s Canadian Mer- 
chant Fleet Lists, an annual publi- 
cation on Canadian registered 
ships. 


In both data banks, the information 
dealt with commercial activities in 
the Mackenzie River area, the 
Great Lakes and St. Lawrence 
River areas, and transborder, 
coasting and international trades.

Lord’s Day Act 


The Commission is empowered 
under Section 11(x) of the Lord’s 
Day Act to permit the transporta- 
tion of goods on Sunday. In rea- 
ching a decision, the Commission is 
required to have regard for the 
object of the Act, that Sunday be a 
day of rest whenever possible, and 
also for the prevention of undue 
delay in the delivery of goods. 


In 1981, the committee granted 29 
permanent authorities and 257 
temporary authorities on Lord’s 
Day applications by for-hire and 
private truckers. 


Acquisitions 


The Commission is empowered to 
disallow proposed motor vehicle 
transport acquisitions if it finds that 
they are unduly restrictive of com- 
petition or otherwise prejudicial to 
the public interest. In 1981, the 
committee received 37 applications 
for the acquisition of motor carrier 
undertakings. The files were closed 
on 32 of those cases because no 
objections were received. The 
Commission may launch an investi- 
gation into a proposed acquisition 
only if an objection is made by 
“any person or any association or 
other body representing carriers or 
transportation undertakings affec- 
ted by such acquisition.” The other 
five applications were being pro- 
cessed at year’s end. 


In December 1980, the Commission 
received notice from Transport 
Husband (Quebec) Inc., a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Canadian 
National Railways, that it proposed 
to acquire an interest in the busi- 
ness of Les Entreprises Bussiéres 
Ltée, of Ancienne Lorette, Que., 
which controlled a number of 


trucking companies based in Que- 
bec and the Atlantic Provinces. 


Following an objection to the 
proposed acquisition filed by local 
14 of the Canadian Brotherhood of 
Railway Transport and General 
Workers of Halifax, N.S., the Motor 
Vehicle Transport Committee held 
a hearing in Halifax on April 8, 9 
and 10, 1981. 


In a bench decision, the committee 
concluded that the objector had not 
established that the proposed 
acquisition would unduly restrict 
competition or otherwise be preju- 
dicial to the public interest. The 
transaction was therefore not disal- 
lowed, thus closing the file in this 
matter. 


Hearings 


The Motor Vehicle Transport 
Committee held 38 public hearings 
during the year. Thirty-six dealt 
with applications for transportation 
on Sunday, one concerned an 
acquisition under Section 27 of the 
National Transportation Act and 
one concerned a matter regarding 
the Atlantic Region Freight Assis- 
tance Act (ARFAA). 


Roadcruiser 


The Motor Vehicle Transport 
Committee was to hold a hearing 
early in the new year in the matter 
of the filing of a local passenger 
tariff by Canadian National Terra- 
Transport concerning its Roadcrui- 
ser bus service in Newfoundland. 
The new tariff, filed on Aug. 25, 
1981, raises the bus company’s 


passenger fares by approximately 
eight per cent and was to come into 
effect on Oct. 1, 1981. 


On Sept. 14, 1981, the Government 
of Newfoundland and the New- 
foundland and Labrador Federa- 
tion of Municipalities requested a 
public hearing in the matter and 
sought a suspension of the effective 
tariff date until Dec. 1, 1981. 


After TerraTransport objected to 
the requested suspension, the 
committee ordered the applicant to 


provide further financial data in 
support of its proposed new tariff 
and deferred the effective date of 
the rate increase until Oct. 30, 1981. 


In October, the intervenors again 
requested a public hearing and a 
postponement of the effective date 
of the tariff until the completion of 
the Commission’s inquiry. The 
committee decided to hold a public 
hearing in Newfoundland early in 
the new year, but denied the re- 
quest for postponement of the 
effective date of the tariff on the 
grounds that the intervenors had 
failed to show that it was necessary 
or justified. The tariff took effect 
Oct. 31, 1981 and will remain in 
effect unless it is later disallowed 
by the committee. 


Atlantic Region Freight 
Assistance Act (ARFAA) 


Under this Act, subsidy payments 
are made to motor carriers for 
freight traffic within and out of the 
Atlantic provinces region. The 
subsidy program was started in 
1969 and is similar to the Maritime 
Freight Rates Act (MFRA), which 
provides payment on railway 
freight shipments in the same area 


Payments certified for truckers 
under the Atlantic Region Freight 
Assistance Act during 1981 amoun- 
ted to $42.1 million as compared to 
$39.1 million in 1980. (See Appen- 
dix FF) 
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Ithough it has no direct regulatory 
inction, the International Trans- 
ort Policy Committee (ITPC) 
lvises the Commission on the 
evelopment of any regulation or 
igulatory policy affecting transport 
htween Canada and other 
cuntries.

The branch provides a continuous 
analysis of the major factors at the 
international level affecting mariti- 
me economic policy and their 
impact upon shipping, mostly 
foreign flag, serving the import and 
export trades of Canada. Positions 
taken by the committee on econo- 
mic regulatory policy are presented 
by the branch during formulation 
of Canadian governmental posi- 
tions and international multilateral 
negotiations. Reports on the econo- 
mic benefits to Canada of interna- 
tional maritime agreements are 
made to the committee and others 
as required.

Branch 


On Jan. 1, 1981, the International 
Multimodal and Facilitation 
Branch was amalgamated with the 
Economics Branch of the Water 
Transport Committee and renamed 
the Multimodal and Maritime 
Economics Branch.

Commodity pipelines employ well 
known technological principles. 
Nevertheless, the theoretically 
large number of solids, liquid and 
gaseous Commodity types and 
mixtures that can be transported, 
and the characteristics of the asso- 
ciated preparation and reconstitu- 
tion plants, usually renders design, 
operational and environmental 
considerations much more complex 
than with conventional oil or natu- 
ral gas systems. As well, for a 
commodity pipeline to be economi- 
cal, large long-term and secure 
traffic volumes to be transported 
over long distances are essential, 
unless special circumstances pre- 
vail. Compared to conventional 
pipelines, the limited flexibility to 
accommodate incremental traffic 
(above optimum design capacity) 
and the need to commit huge capi- 
tal investments in a commodity 
pipeline plant, lead to risks that are 
relatively higher. These characte- 
ristics, and the potential competi- 
tion, posed by commodity pipelines 
for capturing traditional and deve- 
loping bulk railway freight traffic, 
present a difficult and unique 
regulatory regime of wide scope. 


Slurry Pipelines ** 


Slurry pipelines are the most com- 
monly referred to commodity 
pipeline. Since the early 1900’s, 
many short-distance slurry pipeli- 
nes have operated in association 
with the local transfer of minerals 
and waste products at mining sites. 
The technological feasibility of 
commercial application of the 
concept over long distances (e.g. 
over 50 miles) has been given 
serious consideration by industry 
and governments since the 1950’s. 


** Transport mixtures of granular solids 
such as coal in carrier fluids such as water. 


Emphasis, in the 1960's and early 
1970's, centered on the technical 
and economic feasibility of pipeli- 
ning coal, iron ore, sulphur, potash, 
metallic concentrates, wood chips 
and other resource materials in 
water-based slurries. During the 
mid-to-late 1970's, greater concern 
was given to the possibility of 
employing non-aqueous carrier 
fluids, such as crude oil and inclu- 
ding methanol and liquid carbon 
dioxide for obvious economic 
reasons. As yet, however, there are 
no long-distance slurry pipelines in 
Canada. 


Experience has shown that, for a 
specific slurry pipeline to be feasi- 
ble as a mode of transport, the solid 
commodity throughput volume 
must be in the order of five to 10 
million tons or greater, brought 
“on-stream” quickly, and secured 
by long-term contracts. Experience 
also has shown that the carrier 
liquid (whether water or other 
fluid) must be available in sufficient 
and compatible supply for the life 
of the pipeline. For these and other 
more specific reasons, a very strin- 
gent set of special circumstances 
must be present to permit large 
scale commercial application. 


The correct combination of these 
circumstances have been found at 
a variety of locations around the 
world — mainly in association with 
the production and marketing of 
coal and iron ore concentrates. 
Through the construction and 
successful operation of long-distan- 
ce slurry pipelines in these cir- 
cumstances, the technology has 
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been proven and the long-term 
economic advantages of pipelining 
commodities has been demonstra- 
ted. Most of the existing slurry 
pipelines have been constructed 
between points where there were 
no other existing transportation 
facilities. In recent years, however, 
the economic attractiveness of new 
long-distance slurry pipelines, 
compared to existing railway ope- 
rations, has improved. Indeed, such 
systems potentially pose a competi- 
tive alternative to traditional me- 
thods of bulk resource transporta- 
tion and, from a national 
transportation policy point of view, 
that competition would be healthy. 


Although there are no long-distan- 
ce slurry systems in Canada, many 
potential projects have been stu- 
died by industry and government. 
In the past, serious efforts have 
been made on pipeline projects to 
move: thermal coal from Alberta 
and British Columbia to Thunder 
Bay for trans-shipment to other 
Ontario points, and metallurgical 
coal to Vancouver for the Japanese 
markets; sulphur from Alberta to 
Pacific Coast ports for export; 
potash from Saskatchewan to the 
United States; iron ore from the 
Labrador Trough area to St. Law- 
rence ports; and numerous other 
resources in a variety of locations 
from coast to coast. More recently, 
effort has turned to evaluating the 
potential of slurry pipelines to 
move newly forecasted tonnages of 
thermal coals from Alberta and 


B.C. to Pacific Coast ports for over- 
seas markets and methanol, as well 
as water, has been considered for 
the carrier liquid in these projects. 
These latter types of slurry pipeli- 
nes currently present the greatest 
promise of materializing in the 
near future in Canada. 


Other Commodity Pipelines 


Commodity pipelines that could 
fall under CPTC jurisdiction are 
not just restricted to the slurry or 
solid-liquid mixture variety. Pipeli- 
nes to transport any liquid that is 
neither oil nor gas can also be 
regulated by the Commission. An 
example is the past proposed Al- 
berta Ammonia Ltd. pipeline to 
transport anhydrous ammonia from 
Alberta to the United States which 
involved the formulation of CPTC 
Order 1974-P-1 (information requi- 
red of an applicant for a certificate 
of public convenience and necessi- 
ty). Although these types of ‘“‘single 
phase” commodity pipelines have 
not been considered in the past to 
be the most prominent systems 
under CPTC jurisdiction, recent 
developments in the petrochemical 
industry indicate that such systems 
may be numerous in the future. 


CPTC Past Involvement 


The Commission initiated and 
funded part of a national research 
and development effort on the 
technological aspects of commodity 
pipelines. CTC staff have also 
studied the economics of a large 
number of potential commodity 
pipelines over the years and has 
monitored developments in Canada 
and abroad. In particular, CPTC 
has attempted to maintain itself in 
a state of readiness to deal quickly 
with certificate applications by 
being aware of technological and 


economic implications, and by 
holding discussions with numerous 
Canadian and U.S. commodity 
pipeline proponents on all aspects 
of the development. Preliminary 
information schedules have been 
prepared to assist applicants for a 
certificate. In this regard, CTC and 
CPTC have restricted their effort to 
subject matter and at a level of 
detail commensurate with priorities 
based on the potential for particu- 
lar systems to be constructed. 


As previously mentioned, a number 
of systems have been seriously 
evaluated. Their potential has 
varied over time as has CPTC 
activity, but the priorities have not — 
yet been sufficient to warrant the 
establishment of permanent CPTC 
staff. The events of 1981 have, 
however, caused CPTC to re- 
evaluate its past ad hoc approach to 
its duties. | 


CPTC Current Activities 


The interest and activity in Cana- — 
dian commodity pipelines of all 
types this year has been greater __ 
than any previous year. The CPTC | 
has been made aware of a number 
of major projects, all in western 
Canada, which have involved the | 
expenditure of sizeable sums of 
money and/or commitments by 
major industrial partners and 
provincial governments.

Rview Process 


Uless a public hearing has been 
rad necessary, the committee 
cusiders only written pleadings in 
repect of applications for review. 
Spmission of an application to the 
ccimittee must be made within 30 
és of receipt of the order or 
deision on which a review is 
soght. Copies must be served on 
al sarties to the original applica- 
iio and interventions in favour of 


or against the application must be 
made within 30 days of receipt. 
Upon receipt of an intervention, 
the applicant has 10 days in which 
to reply. These periods of time may 
be varied if circumstances warrant 
it. Only when all pleadings have 
been completed, will the committee 
consider the matter. 


In the course of its consideration of 
an application, the committee first 
determines if the order or decision 
is reviewable. This occurs when 
new and relevant facts have arisen 
which could have had a bearing on 
the modal committee’s findings in 
issuing its order or decision. The 
committee will also review an 
order or decision if it is shown that 
a modal committee erred in its 
application of the law, or in respect 
of the facts, or if it breached the 
rules of natural justice, or that an 
important matter of principle is at 
stake. 


Once a prima facie case for review 
has been acknowledged, the com- 
mittee may deal with the matter 
itself or refer it back to the modal 
committee. In general, the Review 
Committee will refer a matter back 
to a modal committee only when 
new and relevant evidence has 
been produced. 


Applications 


During 1981, 99 applications for 
review were filed with the commit- 
tee; in addition 13 applications 
were carried over from the pre- 
vious year for a total of 112 appli- 
cations. Of these, 65 were denied, 
there being no grounds justifying a 
review; 22 resulted in the matter 
being declared reviewable; two 


applicants withdrew their applica- 
tion; one was stayed pending fur- 
ther action on the part of the modal 
committee; 22 applications had not 
been considered by year-end, the 
pleadings not being complete. (See 
Appendix GG) 


Of the 22 cases in which a review 
took place, 17 resulted in a modifi- 
cation or rescission of the original 
order or decision and one resulted 
in a re-affirmation of the original 
decision. At year-end, four applica- 
tions referred to the modal commit- 
tees to conduct the review had not 
yet been decided. 


Out of the 16 applications for re- 
view still under consideration 
before the appropriate modal 
committee at the end of 1980, four 
resulted in the re-affirmation of the 
original decision, 11 modified the 
original decision and one case had 
not yet been decided. The three 
applications that were still before 
the Review Committee in 1980 
resulted in a modification of the 
original decision. (See Appendix 
HH) 


The committee held two public 
hearings in 1981. (See Appendix II) 


A party who is dissatisfied with a 
Commission order or decision may 
decide to use other avenues of 
appeal. He may appeal to the 
Federal Court of Canada, to the 
Governor in Council, and in some 
instances to the Minister of 
Transport. 
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Appeal to the Minister 


The Minister of Transport delive- 
red nine judgements during 1981 
on appeal from a decision or order 
of the Commission. Of the nine 


appeals, six were dismissed, one 
resulted in a modification in part of 
the original decision, the remaining 
part of the appeal was referred 
back to the Commission for review 
as well as the two other cases. In 
one case the review resulted in a 
confirmation of the original deci- 
sion. By year-end the Commission 
had not yet disposed of two cases 
referred to it by the Minister. (See 
Appendix JJ)

Application for Leave to Appeal 
from Order No. R-32662 of the 
Railway Transport Committee of 
the Commission, dated Sept. 15, 
1981, by which the committee, 
during the course of an inquiry 
pursuant to section 226 of the 
Railway Act into a train derailment 
which occurred on Dec.3, 1980 on 
the Fording River Subdivision, 
ordered the applicant, Canadian 
Pacific Limited, to take certain 
measures and commence certain 
practices with respect to inspection, 
maintenance and supervision in 
the applicant’s Locotrol unit train 
coal service. In support of its Ap- 
plication for Leave, which was 
pending at the end of 1981, the 
applicant railway represented that 
the committee had erred as a mat- 
ter of law or jurisdiction in that: 


1. The provisions of Order No. 
R-32662 are beyond the powers 
and jurisdiction of the Railway 
Transport Committee as defined in 
the National Transportation Act 
and the Railway Act. 


2. By issuing Order No. R-32662, 
the committee acted before the 
receipt of a full report contrary to 
the provisions of section 226 of the 
Railway Act. 


3. The committee failed to consider 
or hear evidence relating to the 


effect and impact of the provisions 
of Order No. R-32662 upon the 


economics, efficiency and adequacy 


of the applicant’s coal train service 
and it failed to consider the protec- 
tion of the interests of the users of 
the applicant’s coal train service 


contrary to the provisions of section 


3 of the National Transportation 
Act. 


4, The committee issued Order No. 
R-32662 as part of and in connec- 
tion with the above-mentioned 
inquiry before the evidence at the 
inquiry was completed and based 
the order on information which 
was not disclosed to the applicant 
and was not placed in evidence 
before the inquiry. 


5. The committee made a final 
order, No. R-32662, prior to the 
close of the hearing and inquiry, 
thereby failing to permit the appli- 
cant to meet, challenge or rebut all 
the evidence presented at the 
inquiry out of which the respon- 
dent’s Order No. R-32662 arose.

This is an Appeal, pursuant to 
Leave granted on Oct. 14, 1981, 
from Order No. R-32581 of the 
Railway Transport Committee of 
the Commission, dated Aug.27, 
1981, which prescribed new rates 
for domestic and export movements 
of rapeseed meal and oil.

ithe past year, staff of the branch 
ive been closely involved in the

hinquiry, including nine public 
letings in major centres across 
efoundland, was completed in 
ejember 1981 and a report with 
¢Cmmendations was submitted to 
efotor Vehicle Transport Com- 
ite. In December, the committee 


issued its decision based on the 
inquiry report. Other matters requi- 
ring investigation by the special 
panel concerned the question of 
free air fares for the attendant of a 
passenger requiring such an atten- 
dant, and the availability of wheel- 
chairs at airports. Staff of the 
branch also participated in interde- 
partmental meetings dealing with 
such matters as the development of 
a federal policy on transportation 
of disabled persons. 


The branch has also undertaken a 
number of research projects into 
matters of broad concern to both 
the Commission and Transport 
Canada. Major research areas 
included a study of the relationship 
between airline pricing policy and 
financial performance, an ongoing 
program directed at developing an 
understanding of the economic and 
commercial factors involved in 
international shipping, a study of 
railway capacity and access to the 
Port of Vancouver, and studies of 
the relationship between transport 
and the agricultural sector of the 
economy. 


Two research activities conducted 
in collaboration with other bran- 
ches of government were conclu- 
ded during the year. A study of 
railway costing methodologies 
required by a 1977 Order-in-Coun- 
cil, and studies in the area of com- 
petition and regulation in transport 
industries were carried out as part 
of the Commission’s contribution to 
an interdepartmental steering 
committee chaired by Transport 
Canada. In both cases, final reports 
on work carried out by the branch 
are now in the public domain. 


Other activities included work 
related to a proposed international 
convention on multimodal trans- 
port, a review of domestic low- 
priced air fares, a study on state- 
owned shipping lines, participation 
in a review of international avia- 
tion policy for an interdepartmental 
committee chaired by Transport 
Canada, participation in a number 
of committees dealing with trans- 
port statistics, and support of the 
Energy Supplies Allocation Board. 
In addition, the Research Branch 
provided expert in-house consul- 
tants at a number of hearings 
relating to such issues as rail safety 
and mainline capacity in Western 
Canada. 


It has always been the Commis- 
sion’s policy to make as much of its 
research work as possible available 
to the general public. During 1981, 
the Research Branch made 10 
publications widely available, 
including an informational brochu- 
re serving as a consumer guide to 
air travel. (See Appendix KK) A 
new issue of the Transport Review 
will be forthcoming early in 1982. 


The branch, which is divided into 
four sections, is headed by an 
Executive Director who reports to 
the Vice-President (Research). 
Freight Studies Section deals with 
movements of bulk commodities 
and agricultural products, primarily 
by rail and commodity pipelines. 
Passenger and Aviation Economics 
Section specializes in airline re- 
search projects, international air 
transport, and passenger transport 
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by other modes. Transport Indus- 
tries Analysis Section concentrates 
on marine economics, shipping 
issues, multimodal transport and 
trucking. Finally, Economic and 
Social Research Section undertakes 
projects requiring professional 
expertise in economics, statistics, 
and sociology, and acts as a support 
group in these areas. 


In February 1981, the Commission 
approved the formation of a re- 
search co-ordination committee to 
act in a co-ordinating and advisory 
role on research carried out within 
the Commission. Chaired by the 
Vice-President (Research), the 
committee consists of the chairmen 
of the five modal committees. The 
first meeting was held in Septem- 
ber 1981. 


Air Transport 


In 1981, the Research Branch, in 
co-operation with the Air Transport 
Committee, initiated a comprehen- 
sive study of pricing policy and its 
relationship to the financial perfor- 
mance of the major air carriers. 
This study was motivated by conti- 
nuing increases in the costs of 
inputs used by the Canadian airline 
industry and consequent requests 
by airlines for revisions in their 
tariffs. The study has four compo- 
nents: (a) determination of the cost 
of capital; (b) the effects of inflation 
on carrier earnings and assets, and 
a consideration of current value 


accounting; (c) the anticipated 
overall capacity requirements to 
meet the expected demand for 
services; and (d) the impact of the 
price elasticity of demand on pro- 
posed fare increases. Integration of 
these components will provide a 
framework which can be used to 
evaluate proposed increases in air 
carrier prices. 


In addition, the branch pursued its 
earlier investigations with respect 
to possible cross-subsidy among 
different air fare types as well as 
among different route structures. A 
related project concerns continuing 
study of low-priced domestic air 
fares; as part of this project, the 
branch prepared for the Air Trans- 
port Committee a review of the 
experience of the past three years. 
The branch also provided assistan- 
ce on revisions to the reporting 
requirements of Canadian air 
carriers, analysis in support of the 
ATC decision pertaining to STOL 
services in the Montreal-Ottawa- 
Toronto area, and certain investiga- 
tions concerning local air services. 
Related to these latter studies was 
an overall review of local service 
air carrier activity in the Yukon, 
the Northwest Territories, and 
northern Quebec and Labrador. 


The branch was also a participant 
in the interdepartmental study 
examining competition in the 
international airline industry and 
has, as a member of the interde- 
partmental group reviewing inter- 
national air policy, submitted a 
report which examines future 
economic prospects for Canada’s 
international air services. Within 
this same general area, extensive 
studies were undertaken into bila- 
teral air negotiations between 
Canada and the United States, and 


the Federal Republic of Germany, 
including a number of other 
countries. 


Rail Transport 


During the past year, the branch’s 
examination of rail costing metho- 
dologies, as required by an Order- 
in-Council, was brought formally t 
a close. The findings of the Phase I 
reports were reviewed by interes- 
ted parties, the conclusions summa 
rized and outstanding issues clari- 
fied. The problem of the 
appropriate cost of capital is being 
further considered by a technical 
committee constituted by the Rail- 
way Transport Committee (RTC); 
staff of the Research Branch are 
participating in an advisory capaci- 
ty. A number of other studies by 
the branch for the RTC related to — 
rail costing, included sampling of — 
branch line subsidy claims, deter- | 
mination of variability of railway — 
general administration and over- — 
head costs, development of a 
sampling approach to the verifica- | 
tion of unit costs, an investigation | 
of possible definitions of geogra- 
phic cost centres, and a study of 
switching costs. | 


At the request of the Commission — 
Vice-President, the Research 
Branch carried out an in-depth 
analysis of decisions issued by the | 
RTC over the period 1967-80, 
similar to the analysis of Air Trans 
port Committee decisions publi- — 
shed in 1979.

A number of studies concerning 
the transportation of grain and the 
impact of transportation on the 
agricultural sector of the economy 
were completed during the year. 
These included a report on the 
relationships between the cost of 
transportation of foodstuffs and the 
consumer price index; a review of 
grain shipment from points in the 
Prairies on CP Rail lines to the Port 
of Churchill via CN lines; an ana- 
lysis of the economic feasibility of 
establishing an off-track elevator in 
the Valleyview area of the Peace 
River district of Alberta; and a 
major study of the impact of poten- 
tial rail rationalization measures on 
farm income in Saskatchewan. 


Water and 
Multimodal 
Transport 


In the area of domestic water 
transport, the branch examined the 
impact of water transport charges 
on Mackenzie River communities 
and in the Western Arctic. Other 
studies included the market poten- 
tial for Canadian-registered vessels 
capable of carrying both Great 
Lakes and ocean cargoes, and on 
the demand for and supply of 
vessels by trade on the Great Lakes 
to 1990 (jointly with Transport 
Canada and the Dominion Marine 
Association). 


In the international field, the 
branch prepared, at the request of 
the Water Transport Committee, a 
study on state-owned shipping lines 
operated by developing nations. 
This included an examination of 
the protective legislation being 
implemented to foster the growth 
of these lines. Given the forthco- 
ming review of the Shipping Con- 
ferences Exemption Act, the 
branch initiated an examination of 
conferences active in Canadian 
liner trades. Bulk commodities 
studies were undertaken on ship- 
ping arrangements affecting major 
commodities, including potash, raw 
sugar, alumina and bauxite, coal, 
iron ore and sulphur. In addition, 
the Research Branch continued to 
participate in interdepartmental 
discussions regarding various 
international agreements with 
liability and insurance. In support 
of those discussions, the branch 
undertook a series of studies to 
assess the implications for Canada 
of the United Nations convention 
on international multimodal trans- 
port of goods. 


A freight-rate index for the liner 
trades, using a revised methodolo- 
gy, has been prepared. A new 
series of quarterly indices for liner 
conferences serving Canadian 
export trades, covering the period 
June 1978 to June 1980, will be 
available shortly. It is planned to 
provide these freight-rate indices 
on a continuing basis, taking into 
account the various freight cost 
components. 
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Highway Transport 


Studies of the trucking industry in 
the Atlantic provinces were com- 
pleted during the year and will be 
published in 1982. Two other stu- 
dies will be published shortly: one 


concerning the extent of dominan- 
ce of the Canadian trucking indus- 
try by large carriers; and the se- 
cond analyzing for-hire trucking 
rates in Alberta, Ontario and Que- 
bec. 


The branch also provided assistan- 
ce to the Motor Vehicle Transport 
Committee in the matter of a pro- 
posed acquisition of Les Entrepri- 
ses Bussiéres Ltée. by Husband 
Transport (Quebec), a subsidiary of 
Canadian National. In addition, the 
branch was an active member of

A field audit program was imple- 
mented by staff of the Traffic Stu- 
dies and Subsidies Control sections 
during 1981.

Tariffs and Subsidies 
Control Division 


Tariffs Control Section 


This section ensures that all tariffs 
and tolls issued by federally regu- 
lated railways, railway express 
companies, water carriers, motor 
vehicle undertakings and interna- 
tional bridge and tunnel companies 
are compiled, issued, and filed in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the Railway Act, the Transport Act, 
the National Transportation Act 
and Commission regulations. 


Subsidies Control Section 


This section administers the Atlan- 
tic Region Freight Assistance Pro- 
gram in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Maritime Freight Rates 
Act and the Atlantic Region 
Freight Assistance Act and Regula- 
tions. 


Since 1927, the Maritime Freight 
Rates Act has made it possible for 
rail carriers in the Atlantic region 
to receive subsidies for westbound 
traffic originating in the ‘“‘select 
territory” because of reductions in 
freight rates imposed by the Act. 
The “select territory” comprises the 
four Atlantic Provinces and all rail 
lines east of Diamond and Lévis, 
and south of the St. Lawrence 
River in Quebec. 


The Atlantic Region Freight Assis- 
tance Act (1969), authorizes subsi- 
dies to truckers transporting goods 
to Canadian points west of the 
“select territory” and special assis- 
tance for movements within the 
same area. Subsidies of the first 
category are similar to those paid 
rail carriers on westbound move- 
ments under the provisions of the 
Maritime Freight Rates Act. 


All subsidy payments are prescri- 
bed by the Governor in Council. 
They include: 


¢ The Atlantic Region Freight Assis- 
tance Regulations applying to 
movements handled by truckers 
originating in the ‘select territory” 
and directed to other points in 
Canada; 


¢ The Atlantic Region Selective 
Assistance Regulations pertaining 
to movements of designated com- 
modities by truckers, railways, and 
railway express companies from 
points within the “select territory” 
to other destinations in Canada; 


¢ The Atlantic Regional Special 
Selective and Provisional Assistan- 
ce Regulations dealing with move- 
ments of designated commodities 
within the “‘select territory” by 
truckers, railways, railway express 
companies, and water carriers. 


The division also verifies claims 
submitted by railway companies on 
export grain and flour transporta- 
tion under Section 272 of the Rail- 
way Act. 
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Traffic and Tariff 
Studies Division 


Three specialized sections of the 
division conduct programs of inves- 
tigation and analysis to aid Com- 
mission committees and branches 
in the performance of their statuto- 
ry responsibilities. The division 
also responds to requests and 
enquiries from other federal go- 
vernment departments, provincial 
and municipal governments, indus- 
tries, associations, agencies, consu- 
mer groups, and individual mem- 
bers of the general public. 


The division comprises three spe- 
cialized sections: Complaints and 
Applications Studies, Traffic Stu- 
dies, and Tariff Studies. 


Complaints and Applications 
Studies Section 


This section investigates and analy- 
zes complaints and applications on 
transportation rates, service and 
conditions of carriage that could be 
prejudicial to the public interest. 


During 1981, several applications 
under Section 23 of the National 
Transportation Act were submitted 
to the RTC for consideration. The 
Canadian White Bean Industry 
filed an application regarding 
demurrage charges applicable to 
white beans for export through 
Saint John, N.B. A prima facie 
decision is currently being prepa- 
red. Prairie Malt (Canada) Ltd. 
submitted an application concer- 
ning rates on barley malt moving 
from Biggar, Sask. to Vancouver for 


export. Leave to appeal was gran- 
ted in a prima facie decision dated 
Dec. 18, 1981. The section began 
investigations, under Section 23, of 
five applications related to charges 
made for the rental of materials in 
private sidings and an application 
filed by Summers Transport Ltd. of 
St. John’s, Nfld. concerning rates on 
movements of beer from St. John’s 
to several other Newfoundland 
centres. 


A Section 23 application submitted 
by Continental Grain (Canada) Ltd. 
in 1980 was resolved during 1981 
due to the success of the staff of the 
Traffic and Tariffs Branch in brin- 
ging the parties to a settlement 
without a public hearing. 


During the year, the section con- 
ducted an investigation of the 
implementation of a RTC decision 
that found international rates on 
woodpulp from western Canadian 
origins to be prejudicial to the 
public interest. 


A public hearing respecting the 
application under Section 281 of 
the Railway Act by the Vancouver 
Island E. & N. Steering Committee 
concerning passenger fares on 
Vancouver Island was held on Feb. 
10 and 11, 1981. A decision was 
issued in December ordering reins- 
tatement of the previous minimum 
fare for a period of one year after 
which a final decision will be 
issued. A decision, also under 
Section 281, respecting VIA Rail 
passenger fares between Locust 
Hill and Toronto, Ont., is expected 
to be rendered early in 1982. 
Other activities included the inves- 
tigation of an application by the 
Government of the Province of 
Newfoundland pursuant to Section 
40(3) of the National Transporta- 
tion Act regarding CN Roadcrui- 
ser’s tariff of increased fares effec- 
tive Oct. 1, 1981. A public hearing 


in Newfoundland is scheduled fc 
late February 1982. The section 
also investigated applications uni 
Section 321 of the Railway Act 
opposing toll increases on the 
Ambassador Bridge and Detroit- 
Windsor Tunnel at Windsor, Ont 
and the Seaway International 
Bridge at Cornwall, Ont. 


Traffic Studies Section 


The rail traffic data base of move
